Tiled Against Prominent 
Grant County Citizens 


IN SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 


THE STRANGE CLAIM MADE BY 
A LABORER. 


HE ASKS FOR $56-000. 


Wllliamstown. Ky., Nov. 2 —[Special ] 
•—George Weekbach, a laborer, filed suit 
In the Grant Circuit Court for sums 
amounting to $56,000. One suit Is for 
925.000 against the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, one for $25,000 against Com- 
modore Lawrence, Claude Cason. Wm. 
Williams and Wm. Lindsay, and one 
against Williams for $3,000, while the 
other Is against Cason for $3,000. 

In his petition Weekbach makes start¬ 
ling allegations. He says that on the 
night of November 7, 1900. Lawrence, 
Cason, Williams and Lindsay, all came 
to Sherman tn a wagon. All were more 
or less Intoxicated. He was standing 
outside the village store and they asked 
him to get In the wagon with them and 
go to Dry Ri^ge. He accepted their in¬ 
vitation and got In the wagon. When 
they reached Dry Ridge he claims his 
companions proceeded to get very 
drunk. After a time they staVted home. 
On the road they became boisterous and 
a sham fight took place. Wfckbach was 
hit on the head with a club. He was 
rendered unconscious by the blow, and 
when he recovered he was lying on the 
railroad track. He attempted to move 
and found that he was bound to the 
trark. He tugged at bis bonds, trying 
to regain his liberty. He succeeded in 
getting his hands free, but his feet were 
bound to the track In such a manner 
as to make it Impossible for him to re¬ 
lease himself. He screamed for help, 
but the only answer was the echo of 
his own voice on the still night air. Off 
In the distance he heard the rumble of 
a train. He tugged furiously at' his 
bonds, but they still held his feet bound 
to the rail. The train came nearer, and 
finally when the headlight flashed upon 
him from around a curve he lost con¬ 
sciousness from fr.ght. 

• • • 

Train Passed Over Him. 


The train passed over him. severing 
his feet from his body just below the 
ankles. The train had cut the ropes 
which bound him and he crawled to the 
top of tl^ embankment and to the pike 
a hundred feet away, and succeeded In 
attracting the attention of Antou Gut¬ 
man, a farmer who lived near. 

Gutman assisted Weekbach to get 
home and sent for medical assistance. 
For a long time he was delirious, but 
after a while he regained his senses 
and told his story. He was only a poor 
laborer, and It was not generally be¬ 
lieved. Those who, he alleged, had 
mistreated him were wealthy farmers, 
and that they would commit a crime of 
so heinous a character was not thought 
possible. Consequently, no attempt 
was ever made by the authorities to 
And if there were any truth In his 
story. Anton Gutman, who is one of 
the best farmers and most exemplary 
citizens in the county, says that when 
he reached the Injured man bits of rope 
with which he w f as bound were still 
clinging to him. 

• • • 

Regarded As Good Citizens. 

The men who are accused of having 
a hand in the terrible affair are all re¬ 
garded as good and exemplary citizens. 
Commodore Lawrence was for several 
years agent for the Cincinnati Southern 
In this city at a salary of $1,200 a year, 
and at the time of the affair was agent 
at Sherman, hence the suit against the 
railroad people. William Williams Is 
a grandson of William Points, one of 
the oldest and wealthiest citizens In the 
county, who was $ member of the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature many years ago. 
Claude Cason Is a son of Chapman 
Cason, a rich farmer, while William 
Lindsay is a brother-in-law of Cason. 
All but Williams are married men. 

• • • 

Deny the Story. 

They deny the story of Weekbach, 
and say that he was drunk, at the 
same time acknowledging they were 
drunk. Weekbach says he was perfect¬ 
ly sober; that he never touched liquor 
in his life. He Is borne out In this 
story by Gutman and others who know 
him intimately. He Is about thirty 
years old. His suit was brought 
through C. L. Raison, of Newport. The 
defense has not yet employed counsel. 
The suit will he tried in the February 
term of th e Grant Circuit Court .

Rural Carriers 31 ust Be 
Selected. 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM 


FOB CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION¬ 
ER TO SOLVE. 


MUST ADOPT NEW LINE. 


Washington. Nov. 2. — [Special.]— 
Postmaster General Smith and Civil 
Service Commissioner Foulke will, after 
the latter’s Induction Into office, begin 
to arrange the details to place the 
rural free delivery service in the 
classified service of the Government. 
The President will probably issue an 
order during the coming session of Con¬ 
gress taking this step. 

The difficulty will be with the classi¬ 
fication jof the rural carriers. Each of 
these must have his own horse, and 
must be personally acquainted with the 
people living along his route. He must 
have their confidence, for he has au¬ 
thority to sell money orders and poata-l 
notes, and the average citizen will not 
pay his money to the carrier unless he 
knows him, particularly as the carrier 
is generally expected, after making out 
the note or postal order, to mail it for 
the purchaser. In such circumstances 
It wilt not do t^ select carriers by com¬ 
petitive examination. The carrier, to 
be efficient, must live In the county 
wherein his route lies. Some method 
must be devised to Insure his selection 
regardless of political considerations 
and to get the best man obtainable for 
rhe work. That Is the problem which 
Civil Service Commissioner Fouike must 
solve, and tn that solution he must 
adopt an entirely new line, for competi¬ 
tive examination, as he fully appre¬ 
ciates. is impracticable In this case. 
The system* moreover, will make the 
carrier a permanent employe, relic v- 
ahle for inefficiency. The President and 
his ndvtsers think the extension of the 
merit system to this service wHl make 
it even better than It now is.

The Assassination of Pres¬ 
ident McKinley. 


WORK OF RESPONSIBLE MAN. 


CZOLGOSZ NOT A DEGENERATE, 
DECLARE EXPERTS. 


ANARCHISTIC CONVICTIONS. 


Buffalo, N. Y-, Nov. 2.—Drs. Fowler, 
Crcge and Putna, the specialists, 
who were requested by District Attor¬ 
ney Penney to examine into the mental 
condition of Leon Czolgosz, the assassin 
of the President, have made public 
their report, in which they state as the 
result of frequent examinations of Czol- 
gosz, of the reports of his watchers and 
of his behavior in court, that they have 
"concluded that he was sane at the 
time he planned the murder, when he 
shot th* President, and w*hen he was 
on trial." 

• • • 

First Examination. 

His first examination was but a few 
hours after the commission of the 
crime and while he was still unin¬ 
formed of the fate of the victim. Dur¬ 
ing the first three examinations Czol¬ 
gosz answered questions unhesitatingly. 


After that, however, he became more 
cautious and less communicative. lie 
had a common school education, the re¬ 
port says, and read and w*rote well. 
During the first day's examination he 
said ho planned killing the President 
three or four days after he came to 
Buffalo. The report then recites, in 
Czolgosz's own words, the assassin’s 
story of the murder of President Mc¬ 
Kinley. 

• • • 

His Habits. 


"The sanity of Czolgosz was held.’’ 
the report says, "from the history of his 
life aa it came from him. He has been 
sober. Industrious and law-abiding; till 
he was twenty-one years of age. he was 
as others of his cla*s, a believer in the 
Government of thi 9 country and of the 
religion of his fathers. After he cast 
his first vote be made the acquaintance 
of anarchistic leaders who Invited him 
to their meetings. He was a good listen¬ 
er and in a short time he adopted their 
theories. He was consistent in his ad¬ 
herence to anarchy He did not believe 
In marriage, because he did not believe 
In law. He killed th*» President because 
he was a ruler, and Qzclgosz believed a» 
he was taught that all rulers were ty- 
i rants; that to kill a ruler would benefit 
the people. He refused a lawyer be¬ 
cause be did not believe in law, lawyer* 
or courts. 

• • • 

Czolgcsz Was Sane. 

"We come to the conclusion that In 
the holdings of these views Czolgosz 
was sa~e, because these opinions were 
formed gradually under the influence of 
anarchistic leaders and propagandists. 
In Czolgosz they found a willing and 
intelligent tool; one who had the cour¬ 
age of his convictions, regardless of 
personal consequences. The most care¬ 
ful questioning failed to discover any 
hallucinations of sight or hearing. He 
hud received no special command; he 
did not believe lie had be^n especially 
chosen to do the deed. He always 
spoke of his motive for the crime as 
duty; he always referred to the on- 
arrhlstz’ belief tht*t the killing or rulers 
was a duty. He never claimed the 


idea of killing the President was orig¬ 
inal with him. but the method of ac¬ 
complishing his purpose was his, and 
that he did It alone. 

• • • 

Not a Degenerate. 


KAISER IS AFRAID. 


"He Is not a case of paranoia, be¬ 
cause he has not systematized delusions 
reverting to self, and because he is In 
exceptionally good condition, and has 
an unbroken record of good health. His 
capacity for labor has always been 
good, and equal to that of his fellows. 
These facts all tend to prove that the 
man has an unimpaired mind. He has 
false beliefs, the result of false teach¬ 
ing and not the result of disease. He 
la not to be classed as a degenerate, 
because we do not find tha,stigmata of 
degeneration. Physically he has not a 
history of cruelty, or of perverted 
tastes and habits. He Is th» product 
of anarchy, sane nnd responsible.*’

ACTION IS UNEXPLAINED. 


OTHER EXISTING TREATIES ARE 
ALSO TERMINATED 


AND NEW ONES PROMISED. 


Lord Pauncefote Reaches New York 
With Draft of New Treaty 
With Great Britain. 


NO CONCESSIONS MADE BY US. 


Washington. Nov. 2.—The Government 
of Nicaragua haa terminated the treaty 
under which the United 9tates was em¬ 
powered to construct an lnter-oceanlc 
eanal across the territory of Nicaragua. 

This action haa been conveyed to the 
•tale Department by the Nicaraguan 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. That of¬ 
ficer declares that the action in nowise 
affects the friendly relations between 
the two countries, and the Nicaraguan 
Government desires the conclusion of 
pew treaties. 

Beside the treaty of friendship, com¬ 
merce and navigation of 1867 thus ter¬ 
minated, the same note conveys the 
termination of the extradition treaty of 
1870 between the United States and 
Nicaragua. 

• • • 

Expires Next October. 

Under the terms of the denunciation 
the first-named treaty, covering the 
right to construct and guarantee a 
canal, the convention will expire Oc¬ 
tober 24. 1003* which Is one year from 
the date the notice was received at the 
Bute Department. The extradition 
treaty terminates May 24 next, as pro¬ 
vided In the convention. 

The Nicaraguan Minister's note con¬ 
vey* absolutely no Information as to 
the motives which Inspired the Nica¬ 
raguan (Scvernrr.ent to denounce these 
two treaties, nor haa Mr. Merry, 
United States Minister to Nicaragua, 
thrown arty light upon the subject. It 
may be recalled, as affecting the treaty 
of 1867, that before submitting the H:iy- 
Paunccfote treaty before Uongreha last 
year. Secretary Hay drew up a set of 


protocol* with the Minlhter for Nica¬ 
ragua and the Minister for Colombia, 
whereby these officer* bound their Gov¬ 
ernments to negotiate treaties with the 
United State* for the ncces«iry conces¬ 
sions under which to construct and 
control ctuuils In the event that Con¬ 
gress should authorize the beginning 
of such work. 

• • • 

No Concessions To Great Britain. 

In view of the expected return to¬ 
day to the United State* of Lord 
Pauncefote and the Immediate resump¬ 
tion of negotiation*, which in this case 
are to put Into concrete form of a treaty 
the proposition* agreed upon by the 
Government* of the United States and 
Great Britain as a basis of a conven¬ 
tion to replace the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty of last year, It may be proper 
to state upon the highest official au¬ 
thority that there la absolutely no other 
question than that of the Isthmian ca¬ 
nal Involved In the negotiations. Fur¬ 
ther. It is stated that no demand has 
been made by the British Government 
for any compensation whatever for the 
relinquishment of its Joint rights In the 
control of such a canal. The construc¬ 
tion of the canal was considered by 
both nations a desirable thing for the 
world at large, and that thought was 
at the bottom of the negotiations. 

BRINGS THE NEW TREATY. 

Lord Pauncefote Ready To Complete 
the Negotiations. 

London, Nov. 2.—The first official 
statement of any kind made for a 
month In relation to the Nicaraguan 
canal has been obtained by thy Asso¬ 
ciated Press. It confirms the fact that 
Lord Pauncefote, the British Ambas¬ 
sador to the United Btates, when he 
lands In New York to-day, will have 
with him the draft of a new treaty, 
abrogating the Clayton-Buhver treaty, 
which is In every particular satlsfac- 
?tory to Lord Salisbury’s cabinet. 

Though It Is admitted that Great 
Britain has agreed to put the Ctayton- 
Bulwer treaty to one aide and to ac¬ 
quiesce In the construction of the canal 
by and under the control of the United 
States, this concession from Lord 
L&nsdowne’s original contention has 
not been granted without some real 
or fancied advantage to Great Britain. 
It would not be fair to say that a quid 
pro quo constituted the main feature 
of the protracted pourparlers, but that 
it will directly or indirectly result, I* 
firmly established In the minds of the 

members of the Cabinet. 

• • • 

Why Great Britain Opposed. 

One of the most responsible officials 
connected with these and the earlier 
negotiations said: 

"We never really objected to the con- 
' structlon of the can.t*. but we did and 
| do object to a cavalier abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. It was in 
that spirit that I>ord Lansdown couch¬ 
ed his reply to the United State® Sen¬ 
ate's rejection of the last Flay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. It was not what you want¬ 
ed to do. but the nasty way you said 


it, that was the chief reason for our 
opposition. Since then we have Inen ap¬ 
proached in a r a t ional, pome manner 
and we have again endeavored to sub¬ 
stitute for the Ulayton-Bulwer treaty 
a treaty that will enable America to 
carry out a design, which. In a broad 
sense, will doubtless benefit the whole 
world.” 

The mollification of the Foreign Office 
has doubtless done more than anything 
elrv to secure the assent of the British 
Government to u new treaty. But In al¬ 
most the same breath must be mention¬ 
ed the State Department’s willingness 
to agree lo a rlclprocal arrangement re¬ 
garding the British West Indies nnd 
other British possessions. This, w hile In 
line with the views latterly attributed 
by special cable dispatches to President 
McKinley and President Roosevelt, was 
so at variance with the British Govern¬ 
ment's experience of the American at¬ 
titude that they now’ regard it In the 
light of a quid pro quo for what they 
believe to be a concession over the Nic¬ 
araguan proposal. 

• • • 

Senate May Still Object. 


The allegation contained In some of 
the British papers that Lord Lans- 
downe haa tamely given up Inher¬ 
ent right* without any return is 
strenuously denied on the forego¬ 
ing. perhaps. What is perhaps 
more Interesting even than the 
reasons prompting Great Britain to 
send over Lord Pauncefote with his 
draft of a treaty Is the fact that inner 
circles of the Cabinet are not nearly 
so sure of acceptance of the convention 
as are some of the leading papers on 
both sides of the water. When the full 
terms are announced It Is feared that 
some members of the Senate may still 
And objections and that the foroes.wts 
so far published alleging too sweeping 
•'concessions” on the part of Great 
Britain may have a deleterious action. 
For Instance, the deduction that the 
proposed treaty In any way reaffirms 
or extends the s'cope of the Monroe doc¬ 
trine meets with a direct denial by the 
Foreign Office. For these and other 
reasons Lord Pauncefote is not likely 
to affix his signature to the document 
until a majority of the Senate shall 
have had full opportunity for studying 
Gre-U Britain's proposal. In the mean¬ 
while, there exlAts here a species of 
Indifference and fading that, after all. 
the new treaty may be pigeon-holed. 

• • • 

Does Suez Canal OpposeP 


ever entered Into the discussions of the 
Nicaraguan canal, the considerations In¬ 
volved therein being regarded as so par¬ 
amount to any possible loss of future 
dividends from the Suez Canal Compa¬ 
ny as to be unworthy of being coupled 
with the subject. 

• • • 

Denial From Suez People. 

The actual business of the Suez Canal 
Company Is all transacted in Paris, 
where the secretary general of the com¬ 
pany said to & representative of the As¬ 
sociated Press: "For us the Panama 
and Nicaraguan projects do no£ exist 
We pay absolutely no attention to them. 
We have never exercised nnd influence 
to prevent either of those schemes from 
being carried out. and we shall never 
do so. We can look forward to the 
eventful opening of either canal with 
perfect equanimity, as we do not an¬ 
ticipate any appreciable loss of income 
from their competition. We may even 
benefit by the general development of 
the traffic that the opening of a canal 
across the American Isthmus may 
cause.” 

The Panama Canal Company Is also 
Ignorant of any action having been 
taken by the Suez Canal Company 
against the proposed Nicaraguan canai. 

It is interesting to note that several 
English authorities interviewed by rep¬ 
resentatives of the Associated Press all 
declared that English trade with the 
Far East, whereto, within a few y*ar*, 
the largest tonnage would be speeding, 
must be bound b» take the Isthmian 
route, not only to expedite cargoes, tit to 

th< palpable danger the 8uex 
route, which now compels them to skirt 
the shores of the nation*. France, Spain 
and Italy, who, "by the fall of the hand¬ 
kerchief.” might become hostile. These 
authorities all asumni, without any 
reservation, that war between Great 
Britain and the United States Is au Im¬ 
possibility. 

JUDGE GUFFY’S SON 

IN PECULIAR POSITION. 


Republican Nominee For Prosecuting 
Attorney of Frankfort City 
Court Not a Resident of the 
Capital. 


From a diplomatic source there has 
lately emanated a private rumor that 
the Suez Canal Company Is u«lng finan¬ 
cial and other Influences to prevent an 
agrrement being reached In regard to 
the Nicaraguan canal. It has been fur¬ 
ther reported that this powerful corp r- 
tttlon has Joined hands with several 
loading American interests alleg d to 
be opposed to the construction of tills 
latter waterway The Associat’d Pre** 
learns, however, that Investigations car¬ 
ried on here ami elsewhere. In tvhl h 
Washington Is not an entirely disinter¬ 
ested party, reveal that there Is no evi¬ 
dence of such machinations by the 8upz 
Canal Company, though the head of one 
of the British stab* departments ad¬ 
mitted that the Nicaraguan canal would 
probably rob the Su pr. canal of all Its far 
Eastern trade. 

The British Government is the largest 
stockholder In the Suez canal, but it 
does not appear that financial interest

The battle of Stone’s river, or Mur¬ 
freesboro, has Its place among the most 
bitterly fought encounters of the Civil 
dr any other war. For three dnya the 
armies faced each other, am! two of 
iht^c days were spent in the most 
desperate flghltng. 

At the close of the year 1862. Rose- 
crana* army lay in the vicinity of Nash¬ 
ville. with Bragg s force located In and 
n-ar Murfresshoro. On the day after 
Christmas Rosecrans begau his forward 
movement, advancing along the Mur¬ 
freesboro and Franklin roads, the 
Ifashville atjd Murfreesboro turnpike 
and the Wilkinson tumplk*. En route 
there were clashes at Knob Gap. Lav- 
frgne and Nolenavllle. and on December 
30 the Federal army confronted the 
portion of the opposing force. 

There were S0.000 men In all. The ag¬ 
gregated losses of the two armies wer? 
to be la the neighborluMxl of a fourth 
of that number. 

: Bragg began the battle with a fierce 
attack upon the Federal right. First 
Johnson gave way, exposing Davis, 
yrhose line was In turn broken. Mc- 
Cbok’s corps which formed the Federal 
right, suffered fearfully. The attack of 
Cleburne and Cheatham up*»n It was re- 
Iff st less. The opposing force was swept 
away and the portion of the line of 
blue was broken am! beaten back 
t‘..*ougb a forest of cedars three nplea 
from the old Franklin road to th»* Mur¬ 
freesboro and Nashvlllv turnpike. Two 
brigades of Breckinridge's division 
crossing Stone’s river reinforced the 
bleeding Confederate division that had 
made tho attack. It was a critical mo¬ 
ment for the Union army as the prepa¬ 
rations for a renewal of the assault 
were made. 

But Thomas, who commanded the 
Union center, and who was to become 
the savior at Chlckamauga. reformed 
the bro’ . line along the line of the 
Nash v Chattanooga ami St. Louis 
railroad with a cut for breastwork*. The 
key to th 1 position was held by Iiazen’s 
brigade. An Impetuous assault was 
wade, but the lln»* held, the greatest 
fiat of resistance being the defense of 
ILt/.en s regim-jnts. in recognition of 
which a stone monument m»w stands 
Upon the battlefield. 

'0 0 0 

Wheeler’s Feat 

Tt was during this day’s fighting that 
Wheeler’s cavalry encircled the entire 
Union army, breaking up Us supply 
trains and carrying consternation to 

the rear. 

On the first day of the new’ year the 
time was spent in preparing for the 
renewal of the struggle. 

The fighting was confined chleflty to 
Cannonading. The Federal* readjusted 
their line of battle and brought up pro¬ 
visions and ammunition. It was 
breathing spell after the first round, 
which both armies needed badly. 

Bragg, still on the offensive, began 
the battle on January 2. Covering the 
movement with a heavy nrtlllery tire on 
the Federal right and center, he gavt 
Breckinridge orders to charge the Fed¬ 
eral left. The charge was one of the 
spectacular movements of the Western 
army, second In all the war only to 
Pickett's famous charge at Gettysbutgj 
• • • 

Union Line Driven Back. 

As on the first day the Union line was 
driven back, bock to McFadden’s ford 
and across the river. Then, sweeping 
on and Into the stream, the Confeder¬ 
ate column In turn r.iroe In contact with 
a resistless force. On the high ground 
to the west of the river and only 500 
yards away were assembled all the 
guns of the left wing of Rosecrans’ 
army. fifty-two In number. They were 
heavily supported by infantry, ai\d 
double shotted with grape and fired nt 
this short range, they delivered u stag¬ 
gering blow to the Confederate advance. 
In the face of the storm the shattered 
and bleeding division recoiled after suf¬ 
fering fearful loss. The Union troops 
following up the advantage, retook the 
elevated ground beyond McFadden's 
ford, and that night their army en¬ 
trenched Itself In Uh position. Braga's 
forces leisurely retired to the banks of 
Duck river. 

It was one of the bloodiest battles of 
the war. Gen. Dodge places the Federal 
loss at 12.000 nnd that of the Confeder¬ 
ates at 10.000. Other figures are lower, 
giving Bragg the larger casualty list. 
The loss of some of the org intentions 
engaged was frightful. The Eighth Ten¬ 
nessee, out of 444 men engaged, lost 300 
killed, that Is G9 per cent The loss of 
the ctdebrated Light Brigade at Batak- 
lava was only 36 per cent.

Congressman Charles Curtis has com¬ 
pleted a draft of a bill for the suppres¬ 
sion and punishment of anarchists, 
which he will Introduce at the coming 
session of Congress. The provisions of 
the bill are very sweeping. They catch 
anarchists and their sympathizers and 
also yellow Journals. The bill provides: 

“That every person who shall, within 
the United States, unlawfully and wil¬ 
fully kill or assault with Intent to kill 
the President or Vice President, the 
Chief Justice or a Justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States shall 
be deemed guilty of a crime aga.nst the 
Government of the UixJted States, and 
upon conviction thereof shall suffer 
death. 


any United States penitentiary not less 
than twenty years or during life, in the 
discretion of the court. 

’’That every person who shall know¬ 
ingly write, print or publish, or shall 
cause to be written, printed or published 
any editorial article, letter, circular, pic¬ 
ture or cartoon, intended and designed 
to expose the President or Vice Pres¬ 
ident of the United States, any mem¬ 
ber of the Presidents Cabinet, the Chief

"Plaster of parts would result from 
the combination of the sulphuric aclil 
and quicklime, but to have the effect 
of each of them as a solvent entirely 
neutralized It would be necessary that 
they should have been combined In ex¬ 
actly the right proportions. 

"There Is undoubtedly a large 
amount of plaster of parls surrounding 
Czolgosz's body it he was burled In the 
manner described by the newspapers, 
but there was undoubtedly cither too 
much sulphuric acid or too much quick¬ 
lime, probably the latter, to make a 
perfect chemical combination of the en¬ 
tire mass. There would be enough of 
either the quicklime or sulphuric acid 
left over to dissolve the body In the 
course of time. 

"In order to make a plaster of Paris 
cast It would be necessary that there 
should be ninety-eight parts of the 
acid to fifty-six parts of the lime; that 
Is. If the acid were absolutely pure. 
The vltrol of commerce, however, con¬ 
tains about six and one-half parts of 
water to ninety-three and one-half 
parts of pure acid 

"A carboy, as I remember, contains 
about one hundred and fifty pounds, 
w hich would not be sufficient to entire¬ 
ly neutralize the quantity of quicklime 
with which the body was covered, 
quicklime would not. under any circum¬ 
stances. dissolve the body In twenty- 
four hours, but there Is undoubtedly 
enough of It left to do the desired work i 
In the course of time."

Story of the Patent. 


This patent was obtained by Dr.* 
James Low. of Chicago. In 1881, and has 
since formed the basis of the bridge 
work of ail the dentists of the world 
who kept in touch with the progr* ss of 
their profession. Dr. Low provided for 
the building of a bridge between two 
solid teeth by anchoring It on each 
side with a clamp about a good tooth. 
It took the place of a system of bridg¬ 
ing by drilling holes in the solid teeth 
and inserting prongs that extended side¬ 
ways from the bridge. Dr. Low’s In¬ 
vention was sold to Dr. Sheffield, the 
Inventor receiving In return $2,000 a 
year for the life of his patent, or $64,000 
altogether; 15 per cent, of all royalties 
collected, and an Interest In the Inter¬ 
national Tooth Crown Company. Dr. 
Sheffield organized the company Ih the 
early 80s to put forward the Richmond 
tooth crown, now universally used by 
dentists, but then new.

Warden Mead and Superintendent 
Collins then decided to add to the mass 
of quicklime over Czolgosz's body a 
quantity of vltrol. 

This was done. When the body was 
interred on Tuesday afternoon a layer 
bf quicklime had already been placed 
in the grave. On this the coffin, the lid 
of which had been removed. laid, 

and the body was then covered with 
two barrels of quicklime. 

Over this a carboy of vltrol, or sul¬ 
phur!' acid, was poured, two more bar¬ 
rels of quh kllinc were thrown in, and 
over all the earth was shoveled until 
the grave was filled 

It was anticipated that as a result of 
the action of the sulphuric acid and 
quicklime the body would bo dissolved . 
within twelve hours, but It is tinprob- 1 
abte that this has been the cose.

Fan-American Exposition 
Rates Arc Closed. 


LOSS OF ABOUT $3,000,000. 


NO ONE WILL BE SERIOUSLY EM¬ 
BARRASSED. 


OBSTACLES ENCOUNTERED. 


Buffalo, Nov. 2.—The Pan-American 
Exposition closed finally at 12 o'clock 
to-night. At midnight President John 
G Miiburn pressed nu electric button 
and the lights In the famous electric 
\ tower grew dim for the last time. Slow- 
\ly one by one, the lights on post and 
pinnacle and tower faded away. A 
^orps of buglent standing in the tower 
F ;Minded "taps” and one of the great- 
* f »t glories of the exposition, the elec¬ 
trical Illumination, passed away, and 
tpe exposition was ended. t 

The exposition has not been a finan¬ 
cial success. b\it It is believed the be$- 
«/fits derived from it will be of great 
%'alue to the commercial Interests of the 
country. The primary object of the ex¬ 
position was to advance the friendly 
relations and commercial Intercourse 
^ between the United States and the 
other countries of the two Americans. 
In this respect it has been a decided 
success. 

• • • 

Loss of $3,000,000. 

The financial loss will be In the neigh¬ 
borhood of 13.000,000. The statement to 
be Issued by the officers of the exposi¬ 
tion setting forth those expenditures 
and receipts will be made public some 
time this month. Until then the com¬ 
pany will make no formal statement. 
The loss will fall upon the holders of 
the common stock, the holders of sec¬ 
ond mortgage bonds and the contract¬ 
ors who erected the buildings. Two 
hundred and ten thousand shares of 
common stock were sold at $10 a share. 
The stock was subscribed for by the 
citizens of Buffalo ami the Niagara 
Frontier in small lots of from one share 
to one hundred, so that the loss will 
not be seriously felt by any one. 

• • • 

Not Complaining. 


No complaint has been heard from 
holders of common stock who appre¬ 
ciate the benefit the exposition has 
been to the city. There is also a feel¬ 
ing of satisfaction that the enterprise 
was carried to a successful end by the 
citizens of the city with the State or 
Federal aid The first mortgage bonds 
amounting to $2,500,000 will be paid In 
full. An issue of $500,000 second mort¬ 
gage bonds Is unprovided for, but the 
revenue from salvage on the buildings 
and from other sources will probably 
cover a part of this indebtedness. The 
balance due to contractors Is not defi¬ 
nitely known, but it Is said that It rep¬ 
resents their profits for the work done 
and no one will be seriously embar¬ 
rassed by the loss. 

• • • 

Obstacles Encountered. 

The total number of admissions for 
the six months 'was close to 8,000,000. 
An average of 2.000,000 a month had 
been figured on by the exposition offi¬ 
cials. The great snowstorm of last 
April was a severe blow to the exposi¬ 
tion An Immense amount of work was 
undone and work on the grounds and 
buildings was delayed Tor a week. 
Strenuous efforts were made to mak* 
up the lost time, but on May 1 a vast 
amount of work remained undone and 
the formal opening of the exposition 
was postponed until May 20. The la¬ 
mentable tragedy in the Temple of Mu- 
ale, which robbed the nation of its 
President, was another blow to the 
Pan-American. The attendance had 
been Increasing steadily up to the date 
of the assassination of President Mc¬ 
Kinley. The gates were closed for two 
days, and when they reopened there 
Mas a drop of 12 per cent, in the aw 
tendance and no Improvement followed.

DECLARES THE PRESIDENT* 


Even Though the Nation Is Still 
Bowed With Sorrow For the 
Death of McKinley. 



Washington, Nov. 2.—President Roose¬ 
velt to-day Issued his proclamation fix¬ 
ing Thursday. November 28, as a day 
of national thanksgiving. It follows: 

A PROCLAMATION. 

The season is nigh. wh«*n, accotding to 
th** time-hallowed custom of our people, 
the President appoints a day as the spe¬ 
cial occasion for praise and thanksgiving 
to God. 

.This thanksgiving finds the people still 
bowed with sorrow for the death of a 
great and good President. We mourn 
President McKinley because we so loved 
and honored him. and the manner of hi* 
death should awaken in the breasts of our 
people a keen anxiety ror the country, 
and at the same time a resolute purpose 
not to be driven by any calamity from 
lie- path of strong, orderly, popular lib- 
arty. which as a nation we have thus far 
eately trod. 

Yet in spite of this great disaster It is 
lteverlh«rli*f» true that rui people on earth 
have such abundant cause for thanksgiv¬ 
ing us we have. The past year in particu¬ 
lar has been one of peace and plenty. 
Wa have prospered n things materia] arid 
have been nhfo to work for our own up¬ 
lifting in things intellectual and spiritual. 
Let us remember that, as much has been 
giv«*n us. much will be expected from us. 
and that true homage com* * from the 
heart as well as from the pps and shows 
Ptelf in deeds.

shortly after the war. when party spirit 
was at its xenlth.

Mr. Hendricks first appealed to 
the court (or a political poll of the jury 
and then for & spec a 1 Jury to be com- 
|k>k*;| of an equal number from the Dem¬ 
ocratic ami Republican parties. He made 
a mod earnest and eloquent appeal that 
justice to hi* client and the political char¬ 
acter of the case demanded that the Jury 
should be evenly divided between the two 
leading political parte*, and no advan¬ 
tage bo given over his client by the insldl- 
out* influence* of a nreponder ng partisan 
bias in the Jury. Judge Greshum very 
promptly granted the request and a new 
jury was impaneled os a*k*d for by Mr. 
Hendrick*, t’ompar*- this act of Justice, 
based on the proposition that no political 
Jtidge or ndvnntage should enter intu the 
Jury box. with the record of the court and 
Jury In the cas^s that have so far had a 
hearing In the trial* of the alleged mur¬ 
derers of Mr. Goebel. 

• • • 

But He Forgot the Jury Law. 

On this subject Thomas Jefferson wrote: 

•’An officer who is In-trusted by the law 
with the sacred duty of nam ng Judges of 
life and death for his fellow-cltlxens. and 
who selects them from among hi* poHti- 
cal oml party friends, ought never to have 
In hB powers a second abuse of that tre¬ 
mendous magnitude." 

Does net the action of the Court of Ap- 
1 peal* of Kentucky in It* reversal of the 
initial conviction* in Judge Cantr U’s court 
I emphasise the contention of the Governor 
of this Commonwealth that ihese men 
<t.ught to N? extradited cannot secure a 
fair and Just hearing? 

• • • 

Attacks Court’s Instructions. 

Judge Cantrill, candidate for a United 
Slates senatorshlp. Instructed a Jury that 
It might convict on the testimony of on«j 
alleged accomplice If that testimony wa* 
corroborated by that of another alleged 
accomplice; that It rntght convict the de* 
fondant for the act of unothes man. to 
which the defendant hod never agreed, 
un«l which was not the necessary or prob¬ 
able consequence of anything io which 
the defendant laid agreed, ll I* remark, 
able that the trlnl court compelled the de¬ 
fendant to answer the prosecutor'* ques¬ 
tion* In relation to other crime* than the 
one for which he wa* on trial, and then, 
over protest*, permitted the specially **m- 
ployed attorney for the prosecution to 
make an impassioned pica to the Jury to 


hang the defendant on accusations entire¬ 
ly outside of the record. To such a per¬ 
version of Justice 1 will not consent to 
consign any cltlxen of tht* Common wealth, 
be his residence temporary or permanent.

Snys Kentucky Democrats Condemn. 

The monstrous ruling* and Instructions 
of the court, with Its vicious pxrilaan- 
shlp further represented by a Jury unani¬ 
mously mud* up of Goebel Democrats, is 
of Itself, sufficient cause for a refusal of 
your request, but added to.this. I have on 
file letters and protests from many rep¬ 
resentative Democrat* of your State, 
prominent in the organization of the par¬ 
ty and from editors of Democratic news¬ 
papers, universally condemning the per¬ 
secution tn the Goebel trial* as a travesty 
upon Justice, and urging that no requsl- 
tion* be honored for Mr. Taylor and Mr.

Goebel were In a way that would con¬ 
vince the people of the country of a sin¬ 
cere determination to thfa end; that the 
Jury would be selected for its integrity 
rather than it* partisanship; that the 
court would remember its obligations &< 
a Judge rather than its aspirations for 
a senatorshlp; that the rules of evidence 
having universal recognition in nil the 
States of the republic would be followed 
In this latest trial, especially n view of 
the reversal of the Court of Appeals In 
the former trials. It i* a deep disappoint* 
merit that the utter disregard of Justlco 
which marked the previous trial was as 
notorious In the second trial of Power* 
a* In the first. Consequently I can only 
voice my condemnation thereof by refus¬ 
ing to honor your requ aJtion, which. In 
effect, would make me a party to the 
conviction and punishment of two repu¬ 
table cltlxen* of Indiana.

Must Have New Judge and Nonpar¬ 
tisan Jury. 

When better assurance* of a fair and 
imparl a! trial of Messrs. Taylor and Fin¬ 
ley shall he given by the trial of those now 
in Kentucky under Indictment for partici¬ 
pation in the assn** nation of Mr. Gi^bel, 
and the record of the procedure shall 
show that an Impartial Judge sat on the 
bench and nonpartisan jurors filled the 
box. your requisition* will be honored. 

Until the ume come* that justice I* 
meted out to those now under the juris* 
dot on of the courts of Kentucky a requi¬ 
sition leading to such a travesty upon 
Justice a* the last trlnl of Caleb Power* 
presented wilt not be honored by th» *ur- 
render of citizens of Indiana by any offi¬ 
cial act of mine.

A COMMANDER'S LETTERS. 


Berlin Papers Commend the Field 
Marshal In China For His 
Courtesy and Coolness. 


HEW YORK MAYORALTY CONTEST 


Berlin^ Nov. 2.—The publication In 
Paris this week of three letters written 
by Gen. Yoyron, who commanded the 
French troops in China, to Field Mar¬ 
shal Counit von Waldersee, showing 
among other things that the relations 
between the French General and the 
Field Marshal were strained during the 
entire period of the foreign occupation, 
caused but little excitement here. A 
Government official here who was Inter¬ 
viewed on the subject said absolutely 
t\o occasion exist* for Germany to Lake 
official notice of th* affair, adding ibat 
the Matin, which published the letters, 
was not an official organ. The Frenrh 
Government would evade any diplo¬ 
matic representations by disclaiming 
•ny connection with the Matin. Fur¬ 
thermore, the expectation expressed In 
Paris that the Indent will cause the 
publication of the Field Marshal's let¬ 
ters will not be realised. 

• • • 

Praise For Von Waldersee. 


The Kreuz Zeltung to-day admits the 
skill and politeness wittl which Gen. 
Voyron sought to secure the greatest 
possible degree of Independence of the 
F.eld Marshal for the French com¬ 
manders. and says that hen** Von 
Waldersee deserves all the greater 
praise for discharging his difficult task. 

The National Zelttmg sarcastically 
n-'units that the Matin proves Gen. Voy- 
ron’s diplomatic talent by rhe public.i- 
tion of the letters. 

The Berliner Neueste Nactorkditen 
d cusses the letters and the several 
l^ues Involved, and assumes that ihetr 
publication was an unfriendly act 
against the Field Marshal, as otherw ise 
the matter Is Incomprehensible, since 
Von Waldersee treated the French with 
exceptional courtesy. 

Referring to the Chauvinistic French 
newspaper comment on the letters, the 
Berliner Neueste Nachrlchten con¬ 
cludes: 

• • • 

French Still Unreconciled. 

"The more the French papers discuss 
the letters the more deeply we are im¬ 
pressed with the fact that the tem¬ 
porary cessation of Chauvinistic demorv- 
rtratlon* in 'France is due rather to 
tactical considerations than to a change 
In the political sentiments of the na¬ 
tion. As S'*>n as the general situation 
warrants French hope of success in a 
new reckoning with Germany the old 
hatred will break forth with its full 
force The French remain the arch 
enemies of our people. We Germans 
rmt-t never forget this in times of peace 
gnd polite phrases.” 

The Vossisc.be Zeltung says: "It re¬ 
quired great self-control to maintain 
coal blo*-d over the letters, and mag¬ 
nanimous spirit was shown thereafter 
In giving th- French General, Bonnal, a 
w~erm reception in Berlin at the end of 
May." 

The Vossisr-he ZHtun-g further quotas 
ICmperor William's expression to Gfn. 
T >nn.i! about the Germans and Fremh 
fighting a common foe in goed com- 
rade/hp. adding that this comradeship 
Is illusory. 


WILL BROOK NO BELAY. 


Judge Cooper Declares Men Accused 
of Crime Must Be Speedily Tried. 

Morehead, Ky.. Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
Circuit Court adjourned to-day until 
Wednesday of next week. Friday and 
Saturday were consumed In the trial of 
Davie Jones and G.irn Elliott, charged 
with killing William Markwell In Au¬ 
gust. ftw. The Jury was secured and 
the evidence was submitted yesterday. 
The argument was begun this morning 
by Allie W. Young, for the defense, and 
Col. A. T. Wood, of Mt. Sterling, for 
the Commonwealth. The argument last¬ 
ed three, hours. The plea of the defense 
was self-defense. The case wont to the 
Jury at I o'clock and a verdict of ac¬ 
quittal was rendered at 6 o'clock this 
evening.

JUMPS FROM A TRAIN 


After Throwing Pepper In Guard’s 
Eye—He and His Comrades Steal 
a Buggy and Gaia Liberty. 


Mextco City, Nov. 5.—At this morn¬ 
ing’s meeting of the Pan-American 
Congress Gen. Rafael Reyes, delegate 
of Colombia, in a speech full of praise 
for the United States, proposed that 
H. C. Davis, chairman of the United 
States delegation, be elected permanent 
president of the Pan-American Con¬ 
ference. 

When Gen. Reyes had named Mr. Da¬ 
vis for the presidency of the conference 
C. M. Pepper, a United States delegate, 
spoke In Spanish, declining the honor. 

Ex-Senator Davis then spoke In per¬ 
son, thinking Gen. Reyes and the dele¬ 
gates. and saying that the Americans 
are not here for place or prominence, 
but to increase the general feeling of 
amity and good will among the Amer¬ 
ican nations: that his country wonted 
n& more territory, but stood as the 
Merles and Persians for the Monroe 
doctrine, which declared for territorial 
integrity of all the American republics 
and for the preservation of their com¬ 
mercial rights and liberties. 

Ex-Senator Dsvls. having declined 
the presidency of the conference, Pro¬ 
visional President Generaro Ralgosu, 
chairman of the Mexican delegation, 
was elected president of the interna¬ 
tional American conference; Durate 
Pereira, of Brazil, was elected first 
vice president, and Balletzar Ksterpln- 
lan. of Salvador, second vice president. 

Senor Garbo, of Ecuador, proposed 
naming Secretary Hay as an additional 
honorary president. Senor Calvo, of 
Costa Rica, seconded the motion, and 
Senor Correa, of Nicaragua, ask^d that 
the appointment be mude by acclama¬ 
tion, and after another speech by Gen. 
Reyes, the conference accepted Carbo's 
proposal unanimously by acclamation. 

The following are the members of the 
Arbitration and Court of Arbitration 
Committee appointed by the several del¬ 
egations of the Pan-American confer¬ 
ence. one member for each delegation: 

Senor Beranejo for Argentine, Senor 
Guachata for Bolivia. Durate Pereira 
for Brazil. Martinez Silva for Colombia. 
Senor Calvo for Costa Rica, Blest Gana 
for Chili, Senor Carbo for Santo Domin¬ 
go and also for Ecuador. S*nor Estuptn- 
lan for Salvador.

THE LITTLE KANAWHA 

ROAD REPORTED SOLD. 

Fight For Control of the Line Is Said 
To Be Ended. 


Parkersburg. W. Va.. Nov. 2.—It was 
published In many papers yesterday 
that the big fight for the Little Kana¬ 
wha railroad, which runs from this city 
up the Kanawha valley through the 
riches: timber and coal lands In the 
State, had been settled. Henry Q Jack- 
son. one of the receivers of the road, 
was seen to-day. but would mak* no 
positive statement, but from what he 
said the road has been sold and the 
deal almost closed and the new pur¬ 
chasers are the Goulds and the Wabash 
railroad. This means a trunk line for 
West Virginia and an cutlet for the 
Elklns-Davis lines, and will make West 
Virginia a most important center. 

The Wabash people placed $100,000 on 
deposit as a matter of good faith and 
took an option on the road. This has 
been one of the greatest fights for a 
railroad in the country, as the Pennsyl¬ 
vania lines were bound that they would 
secure It. This deal will give the Goulds 
a wonderful lever with which to fight 
the Baltimore and Ohio. 

OFFICIALS LEAVE CAPITAL. 

Gov. Beckham and Other State Officers 
Go Home To Vote. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Beckham left this morning for 
Nelson county, his home, to cast his 
vote In the election of next Tuesday, 
and this afternoon there was a general 
exodus of officials and department at¬ 
taches from the capital Tor the same 
purpose.

Columbus, O.. Nov. 2.—C. A. Taylor, 
alias Charles I»wry. serving a ten-year 
sentence for robbing a bank at Char- 
don, O., assisted by two comrades, es¬ 
caped from Guard Bowman, of the Ohio 
penitentiary, on a Cleveland, Akron and 
Columbus train this afternoon. Lowry 
had been taken to Canton to testify 
In a rase, and he was being brought 
back to the penitentiary. The car in 
which the guard and his prisoners was 
was always filled with people. As the 
train i^ached the outskirts of Colum¬ 
bus two men suddenly grappled with 
the guard, one of them throwing a hand¬ 
ful of cayenne pepper In his eyes.

The prisoner and his comrades after 
Jumping from the train started across 
the country with the guard In pursuit, 
the latter firing several shots, but with¬ 
out efTect. Reaching a road they held 
up E. Horney, a prominent citizen of 
Chllllcothe, O.. and his wife, who were 
passing In a phaeton, and compelled 
them at the point of revolvers to surren¬ 
der the horse and vehicle. The prisoner 
and his comrades wefe soon out of sight, 
driving north. Guard Bowman was un¬ 
able to continue the chase and came on 
to the city to secure treatment for his 
eyes.

CONSPIRACY 


To Defraud the United 
Staites Land Office 


UNEARTHED IN ARKANSAS. 


TEN OF THE GUILTY PERSONS 
CONVICTED 


AND SENTENCED TO PRISON. 


Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
One of the most gigantic and wide¬ 
spread conspiracies to d**fruud the Unit¬ 
ed States Land Office, has beon un¬ 
earthed by Special Agent Chas. A. M. 
Sohllerholz, and Is now being wound up 
In the United States Court for the 
Eastern district of Arkansas. Ten of the 
guilty persons have already been sen¬ 
tenced to various terms at hard labor 
In the Federal prison *t J?>xt Leaven¬ 
worth. Kansas, and there are cases 
pending against them which would be 
sufficient to keep them behind the bars 
for the rest of their natural lives. 

should the Federal authorities pee fit 
to prosecute them. It Is probable, how¬ 
ever. that the heavy sentences already 
Imposed wMli be considered sufficient 
punishment, and that the other cases 
will be dismissed at the prop¬ 
er time, or held os a restraining Influ¬ 
ence when they shall have served I heir 
present terms. 

• • • 

Extensive Frauds. 


These cases Involve extensive frauds 
In the making of applications for sol¬ 
diers additional homestevl land war¬ 
rants. and the operations of the parties 
extend over the States of Arkansss, 
Louisiana. Tennessee, Minnesota and 
the Indian Territory. It 1* estimated 
that the victims of these frauds hav ? 
!«»pt in the neighborhood of $^5,001). The 
heaviest losers are: II W. Coffin and 
Ohas. Maglnnls, of Duluth, Minn.; B. A. 
Moser of Denver, Colo., and M. P. De- 
gruff, of Springfield. Mo. The lost 
named lost about $5,v00, and has since 
died through worry over hl« troubles. 
Tim criminal proceedings lack much of 
being concluded, and u ijrtT? number cf 
civil service suits will grer «»ut of *hc 
operations of the conspirators. 11. W. 
Coffin has already brought suit against 
J. M. Barker, Jr., of Atkins, the only 
person Indicted and acquitted, for a 
sum of $2,750. which he alleges was lost 
through the purchase of thr fraudulent 
warrants. The fact that Barker was de¬ 
clared not guilty by a Jury, after a 
thorough investigation, will have au 
Important bearing upon this proceed¬ 
ing. 

• • • 

Persons Convicted. 

Those who haw been oonvicted of 
being implicated, all prominent citizens 
of Pope and Conway counties, are as 
follows: W. W. Stout, tivo and onc- 
haif years. $1,250 fine and costs: W. H. 
Stout, three years, $S50 fine and costs, 
q F. Bradley, three years. $1,000 fine 
and costs; R. P. Me Reynolds, three 
years. $750 fine and costs; R. L. Pearle. 
one year, $100 fine and costs: Thos. W. 
Wilson, one year. $250 fine and costs; 
R. D. Hamm, one year. $100 fine and 
costs. Imprisonment suspended; Jno, H. 
Hamm, rix years and $500 fine and 
costs, with several other cases pending; 
Henry T. Warren, one year, sentence 
suspended e n g<*od behavior; D. M. 
Walker, sixty days, and $25 fine and 
costs, imprisonment suspended. 

How Fraud Occurred. 

By act of Congress soldiers of the 
Civil War who bad served ninety days 
or more, and been honorably dis¬ 
charged, or their widow's, were entitled 
to a homestead of one hundred and six¬ 


ty acres, and where entry had been 
made for a smaller tract prior to Sep¬ 
tember, 1874, they w'ere entitled to an 
additional amount to equal the one 
hundred and sixty acrea They were 
also permitted to assign their certifi¬ 
cates, and by decision of the Supreme 
Court a year ago. their heirs were also 
permitted to sell these claims. After 
the Supreme Court had decided that 
these claims could be assigned persons 
all over the United States, urged by 
purchasers of land scrip and timber 
land buyers, started in to secure papers 
for the establishment of claims. Cer¬ 
tain persons made transcripts of land 
entries between 1863 and 1874, secured 
from the Adjutant General's report tran¬ 
scripts of military service, from which 
data the claims w r ere evolved. W. W. 
Stout, who was Postmaster at Morrll- 
ton under the Harrison Administration, 
was one of the first to embark In the 
business and was very successful. At 
first he secured good claims, but they 
soon became scarce and he proceeded 
to manufacture proofs and witnesses to 
suit his purposes. His son, H. M. 
Btout. who by the way. became Insane 
after his indictment, escaped from the 
asylum and Is still at large, became 
associated with his fathe>, and they 
were soon Joined by another son. W. H. 
Stout, not yet twenty years of age The 
boys worked with their father for a 
while and then started out Independ¬ 
ently, being Joined by R. L. Pearle and 
J. H. Hamm, brothers-ln-law of their 
father. 

All of these persons "grafted" cases, 
forged the signatures of nearly all par¬ 
ties to their proofs and worked up a 
large number of cases from the records, 
using Pearle. who had a commission as 
Notary Public for Perry county, to tak»* 
the acknowledgments for claims all 
•over Arkansas, Missouri and the In¬ 
dian Territory. 

• • • 

Forged Signatures. 

John H. Hamm worked afterward on 
his own account, forging the signature 
and using the seal of a relative. J. H. 
Bruton. & Notary Public for Pope coun¬ 
ty, at whose residence, at Appleton, he 
resided. He then had notary seals 
manufactured In the names of Henry 
C. Roberts for Perry county. Joe Gant 
for Phillips county, and John H. Smith 
for Bowie county. Tex., and used them 
In getting up dbout fourteen cases, all 
of which were fraudulent, as the al¬ 
leged notaries were all fictitious par¬ 
ties. 

• • • 

Another Man In Field. 

Afterward C. F. Bradley, of Hattle- 
ville, and R. P. McReynolds, at that 
time a Deputy County Clerk of Conway 
county, started Into the business, and 
are known to have made about fifty 
claims, in some Instances forging the 
signatures of widows who had been re¬ 
married for twenty years, and of wid¬ 
ows and old soldiers who had been dead 
for twenty-five years or more. The sig¬ 
natures of the witnesses w'ere also 
forged and the acknowledgments taken 
by McReynolds, a duly commissioned 
Notary Public. R. D. Hamm made 
several cases, although ho claims to 
have been Imposed upon by others. He 
Is a young man, only twenty-two years 
of age. and had be»*n married only ten 
days at the time of his arrest. D. M. 
Walker, the Notary Public In this case, 
was fined $25, and Richard L. Fryer, 
who acted In a few cases, was dis¬ 
charged.

Thla great, conspiracy was unearthed 
by Special Agent Schllerholz, who be¬ 
gan working upon the rnaes last Jan¬ 
uary. He Is a handwriting expert and 
his first clew' was derived from a care¬ 
ful comparison of the signatures to the 
various claims and from correspondence 
with the parties to whom the certifi¬ 
cates had been assigned. After the sale 
of warrants to the brokers In other 
States they were in most cases trans¬ 
ferred to third parties, who entered 
upon the lands In Minnesota, Louis¬ 
iana.

Three weeks ago land west of here 
could have been bought for five or ten 
cents an acre. Only yesterday Mr. Rey¬ 
nolds. representing Gillespie Bros., of 
Pittsburg, took 300 acres at $5 an acre 
from Mr. Berwald. the original lessee of 
the Parnell lands, which Berwald A 
Blanchard are operating. Now all land 
In the vicinity of Parnell is held at 
$2.50 to $5 an acre and the usual roy¬ 
alty. The advance is made on the show¬ 
ing made by the Parnell wildcat. This 
Is only a small well, probably five bar¬ 
rels. It Is regarded as settled that the 
Parnell well marks a section of oil ter¬ 
ritory, and that all the lands about It 
are desirable. This well w as put down 
to the Sunnybrook sand. 

Berwald is a Bradford man and has 
been here some years. He married a 
daughter of one of the richest men In 
Wayne county, whose residence is in 
Monticello. It Is out on the road from 
the family homestead that Berwald 
took his leases, and to that district he 
has pinned his faith.

This firm Is putting 
up rigs for two more wells on the Par¬ 
nell tract, and the Home OH Company, j 
a local concern, is building two more 
not far away. This activity is the result 
of the showing of Just a little oil.

The several branches of the whisky 
Interests will move on the n*xt Con¬ 
gress in a solid column. Tills w’us ex¬ 
clusively predicted In the Courlrr-Jour- 
tral two weeks ago and now it to known 
to be an absolute certainty. A meeting 
was hold yeeterduy between n commit¬ 
tee representing the Kentucky Dto- 
tlllcrs Association—Messrs. John B. 
Thompson, George Watson. W. J. WII- 
nvvre. S. Grabfelder and D. Menchendt rf 
—and Mr. Waller Fn lburg. of Clncn- 
imuI. selected by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Wholesale Liquor 
Driers* Association, at Pittsburg la?t 
Thursday, to represent it at the confer¬ 


ence which was held at the Galt House. 

Mr. Freiburg made a statement to the 
effect that the association be represent¬ 
ed was entirely In harmony with the 
resolutions adopted at a meeting of the 
Kentucky Distillers* Association held 
October 23. which i>solutkins favored a 
reduction of the tax on whisky from 
Si 10 to seventy cents a gallon, on the 
ground that the present tax to oppres¬ 
sive, to In Itself fatal to the sale of fine 
whisky and puts a premium on Illicit 
distillation. The resolution also asks for 
an allowance for evaporation on all 
whtoky made subsequent to January. 
1899. so as to make the outage period 
evg-respand with the bonded period of 
eight y*ars, on the ground that It 1s 
unjust for the Government to collect 
tax on an article that has evaporated 
and to no longer In existence. 

It wua understood and agreed by both 
associations that no other whisky ques¬ 
tions should be brought before Congress 
at the coming session, all other mat¬ 
ters being held In abeyance. Mr. 
Thompson.as president of the Kentucky 
Distillers’ Association, was requested 
to ask Mr. Jos.

seine time within the next frw weeks, 
and at some place convenient for all.for 
Du- purpose of agreeing upon tti« best I 
method frr bringing the questions un- | 
der dtocussiuii to the Intelligent con¬ 
sideration or Congrefi* 

The Kentucky whisky men are jubi¬ 
lant. over the ouicom*- of the conference, 
and believe that Congre^ will at last 
be made lu see the vvtodoin of glviug a 


favorable ear to the demands of this 
great Interest. The United States Treas¬ 
ury to now' full to overflowing and the 
distillers are quite certain seventy cents 
u gallon to enough to tax their product.

GAS ORDINANCE UNEARTHED. 

Brought To Light After a Year's 

Sleep—Undcrgiouud Wire Measure 
Passed Over Veto. 

Messrs. Ballard, Munn and Stratton 
were absent when President Rood call'd 
the Aldermen to order. The minute* of 
the previous meeting were approved. A 
long messngc from Mayor Weaver was 
read by Clerk Davis, tl wuh n veto of th* 
ordinance requiring the placing of electric 
light, telegraph and telephone wires un¬ 
derground. The Mayor expressed hi* ap¬ 
proval of the attempt to put the wire* In 
conduits, but sold too much time wne be¬ 
ing granted the companies concerntd, 
and that he thought the offices created In 
connection with the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance was nn extravagant and wasteful 
use of the public funds On these point* 
he, therefore, returned the ordinance with 
his disapproval and asked, ms usual, for 
a reconsideration of the vote, which re¬ 
quest whs. us usual, granted.

NOT ATPROVED. 


PASTOR IN LOUISVILLE 

TWENTY-FOUR YEARS. 


For several years various plans have 
been suggested for the centralisation or 
fcdcralicn of the six benevolent Congre¬ 
gational Societies, as it was recogniz'd 
■ 11 through the denomination that ffra tsi 
efficiency was not secured by v*jch a di¬ 
vision of working bodies. One of these 
plans was ode red In the report of a com¬ 
mittee a* the recent meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Mtsudonary Association, and the tem¬ 
per in which It waa received by the dele¬ 
gates. and the fact that the most radical 
and important parts were disapproved, 
has given a mor.t decided setback to the 
whole policy of reorganisation. Up to the 
time of the meeting it was not thought 
that tlic report of the committee would 
be adopted In almost the original form In 
Which It was drafted, but such Influences 
w T ere brought to bear that it was with the 
greatest difficulty that those who favored 
the adoption of the report could secure 
th* passage, at most, of three of Its 
eight provision?. These favored a single 
annual meeting for all of the societies, a 
single monthly publication to represent 
all six. and one treasurer for three of 
them—the American Missionary Associa¬ 
tion. the Home Missionary and the Church 
Building Societies These changes, while 
they would not In any degree affect the 
Inner workings of any of the organisa¬ 
tions. would greatly add to the ease with 
which the work could be carried on. 

• • • 

OBJECT TO A 
POSSTBLE HEAD. 

That part of the committee's report 
which was adversely m-civod contained n 
provision for the abolition of the three 
corresponding secretaryships of the Amer¬ 
ican Missionary Association, and vested 
all power In one secretary, providing, 
however, that the present secretaries 
should be appointed his assistants. The 
objection to this plan, as stated by some 
of those who opposed it. that such u rad¬ 
ical step would naturally lead to the elec¬ 
tion of one secretary for all the societies, 
ainl eucli a secretary aouhl have practic¬ 
ally supreme power. Such a course 
would attack the fundamentals of Congre¬ 
gationalism. and the body would soon 
come to have a recognised head and there 
would be no further need of denomina¬ 
tional existence In line with this objec¬ 
tion was another action of the meeting 
This changed the order of the election of 
member* of the Executive Committee of 
the American Missionary Association. Un¬ 
der the new plan adopted, member* are 
to be elected to serve but five years, and 
at the expiration of their term* are to be 
Ineligible for re-election for one year. A 
perpetual committee will thus become Im¬ 
possible and a ground of criticism from 
which the American Board suffer* will 
be avoided by the American Missionary 
Association.

i MISSIONARY BISHOPS 
TO BE ELECTED. 


A* regards the annual meeting, the 
benevolent societies are hopelessly spilt. 
Action by the American Missionary As¬ 
sociation favoring one meeting for aii the 
•odeiles binds Itself only, and all the 
other* will havr to approve the plan be¬ 
fore It will be effectual. The American 
Board is known to favor two annual meet¬ 
ings. one to b«* given up to the discussion 
of foreign missionary affairs and the 
other to consider only home missions, the 
plan being to have the home mission meet¬ 
ing in the West, changing every year, so 
that the meetings would alternate yearly 
from East to West. The •American lioard 
Is perhaps the most Influential society in 
the Congregational Church, and it is 
hardly likGy to withdraw from the stand 
it has taken on this subject. Neither Is 
it likely that the other societies will 
change their opinions as expressed. In 
any event, the solution of the difficulty 
cannot now come before the early part of 
next year, when, at meetings cf the other 
societies, committees may be formed to 
confer on the whole matter of federation. 
There is no doubt that the report of such 
committees would l»e favorable to closer 
union of the societies, and In course of 
time would therefore see tile churches 
of the Congregational body morv closely 
united than they have ever heretofore 
been.

Any amounts thus raised by new 
churches, organised along the line? of the 
original Chicago church. wUI be duplicat¬ 
ed by the national organisation It ik not 
the plan to erect church buildings, but 
rather to hold Sunday services In theater.*, 
hall;, and other places used for secular 
purposes on week day* Dr. Thomas, who 
originated the plan, think? tliu; many peo¬ 
ple would attend religious service*, but 
they do not like the Idea of going a to 
••church." Up to the present lime, no 
churches havo been organized other than 
In Chicago; al least none has a.vked for 
any of the money to be distributed from 
th»*pc. In that city however, there are 
■even or eight churches organized alonr 
the line? of the original People's church. 
The*' arts.similar in plan and doctrine 
They arc not orthodox, although many of 
their adherents come from the Methodist 
body Their local government Is vested in 
boards of deacons and trustees, they ob¬ 
serve tlie sacrament of the lord’s supper 
twice yearly, and children are baptized 
annually at Easter.

Several missionary* bishop* w»re not 
named at the meeting of the General Con¬ 
vention In San Francisco, and a special 
session of the House of Bishops will bo 
called to elect them. It Is not likely that 
this session will be called Inside of a 
year, one of the reasons being that the 
present Bishop of Honolulu, who holds 
title from the Church of England. Is not 
to retire until April I next, and his suc¬ 
cessor. who will be the first American 
Bishop of the Hawaiian Islands, cannot 
be apf>olnted before then.

DRi MINTON WILL NOT 
ACCEPT PASTORATE. 

Several attempts have been made, since 
he became Moderator of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, last May, to Induce the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Collins Minton to accept 
the pastorate of Eastern churches. He Is 
professor of systematic theology In the 
Ban Francisco Theological Seminary and 
one of the leading Presbyterians on the 
coast. He has thus far declined all offer*, 
saying that he was elected moderator as 
the representative of Western Presbyte¬ 
rians, and that it Is but right that he 
should remain on the coast during his 
term of office. The probability now 1s 
that he will remain there for some time 
to come, for another member of the fac¬ 
ulty of the seminary has resigned to be¬ 
come pastor of Rutger’s Presbyterian 
church, of New York, and his retirement 
will be used to so readjust matters In the 
seminary that Dr. Minton’s position will 
be much moiv important and much more 
lucrative than It now la. The Rev. Dr. 
Alexander MncKenxle who leaves, has 
the chair of apologetics, which has an 
endowment of $100,000, while that of Dr. 
Minton he* but $30,000 endowment. Both 
are leaders in their denomination, and it Is 
stated that one of the reasons why Dr. 
MacKenzie is to go to New York ;■ In 
order that Dr. Minton’s position may tie 
made so much better that he will not 
leave Ban Francisco. The seminary there 
Is doing a very Important work in train¬ 
ing a coast ministry, something which 
leaders In all religious Itodle* recognize 
as a nece?rlty to coast evaMgelizatlon.

1 A VISIT TO THE JAPANESE 

TEMPLE OF THE GODS. ;

"In my las; letter 1 promised to tell 
you of s«>m a temples we Ylslted while 
we were in Kyoto. First we went to a 
Buddhist temple that had been destroy¬ 
ed by fire and rebuilt In the early 00*. 
The people all contributed to the re¬ 
building of this Immense structure. The 
coolies, who had no money, felt it would 
be even more acceptable to the gods if 
they would give lumber or stone rather 
than money; the women gave their hair 
out of which a rope was made, and it 
was used in the building of the tem¬ 
ple. YVe saw a part of this tope, which 
was said to be 300 feet long. It was 
about five or six Im-hes In diameter, 
and it was plain that It really was made 
of hair. Of course, off came our shoes 
when we entered this temple. After see¬ 
ing and examining this rope made of 
women’s hair we went around lu another 
gate and entered the main building, put¬ 
ting on our shoes while walking thtoiigh 
the outsidt , removing them on entering. 
The entire floor of this immense build¬ 
ing is covered with padded malting. 
This was made in sections ubout f >ur 
by six feet long, bound around the four 
edge* so it could be taken up and brush¬ 
ed well and then relaid without tacking. 
The entire altar or ’holy place’ Is veneer¬ 
ed in gold, all of the carving and ev¬ 
erything reaelilng lu the ceiling uf gold - 
gods and all. 

"While we stood looking we would see 
two or three Japanese come In. kneel 
down, sit back on their feet, throw u 
piece of money on the floor, then clasp 
their hands inside of a bracelet made oi 
bead*, thep mumble their prayers, bow 
their heads to the floor, say more pray¬ 
ers. bow again, and so on. Some stayed 
much longer than others Dr. Trawlck 
tried to take a picture of It. nut ;i.- 
soon ns he took out his kodak a priest 
came running to him and said: * No 
Pictures allowed. ’ One old priest went 
around with a wooden arrangement 
made like a dust pan and picked up 
the money In it. There were three large 
rooms, very similar in appearance, 
where the people went to pray. Theie 
were many, many other rooms where I 
the priests live or attend to business of 
nil kind*. We went from this large 
temple to one much smaller, where J 
ihere was an immense ’Dlabutser. i 
This I* a large Buddha like Idol we *e* . 
pictures of so much. This one was fifty | 
feet high, a hideous thing, built of wood 
and then painted. We walked up on 
a platform behind it and raw* the 
framework; the bark was not even 
planked up. hollow and superficial, like 
theh religion. How in the world these 
people, who arc so re mark abb’ pro¬ 
gressive and astonishingly Intelligent, 
can worship a thing that they have 
made themselves and painted and set 
up. is beyond my comprehension, but 
they do. After leaving this place we 
stopped at the entrance to buy some Ice 
lenu nude, so called, and It will be a 
wonder If we arc not all full of microbes 
from the quantity of that stuff we 
drank. 

"On our way from the temple we 
passed a large gloss-covered mound, 
on top of which w'as a stone monu¬ 
ment. on which waa carved the charac¬ 
ter meaning "ear.’* YVe were told that 


several hundred years ago, when the 
Japanese conquered Korea, they cut . lY 
all the ears of their prisoners and bur¬ 
led them there, making thi*. mound and 
erecting thl* monument to comment- 
orat*» the deed. Y\*e next visited a very 
• •Id temple where they claim to haw* 
320,000 gods. We saw* rows and rows of 
them standing on tiers, all looked Just 
alike. On walking around them 
through a back passage, we came 
across the place where they sold 
prayers. Now you have read of this 
being done in heathen countries, but 
this Is the first time w*e have realty 
seen it dune. YVe bought two prayer*, 
also some Incense, the latter Is so eas¬ 
ily broken that we will w*uK until we 
get to Soochow to send It to you. but 
the prayers I am Inclosing for YVdll? 

I lo add to her collection of Japanese 
I and t'hiiiese curio*. We neglected r*j 
find out what they do w1th th* se 
prayers, whether they burn them or 
j simply keep them. Any way. they will 
, be of Interest to you because they are 
1 really prayers bought by your China 
children In a genuine Buddhist te;q- 
j pie from a Japanese priest. By thi ( 
i time my feet and Mrs. McCauley’* were 
sore and blistered from walking in ou- 
stockings without shoe*. Thesr j ipar.- 
ese people ure so accustomed to it they 
do not mind It all. Y\> came out, put 
on our shoes and went for a Jong ;lde 
out to the palace grounds. Y\> could 
not *ee the palace, for It Is so pr i- 
tected from the public by a high brick 
wall, but the broad streets leading to 
It. with great parks on each side, were 
beautiful to us after all the narrow, 
filthy streets of China and some ftw 
even here fn Japan. 

**YYV returned to our hotel Just in 
tlm- for supper. Tills, we derided, 
should he a fit ending to a Uellgh.fully 
happy day. Hi wc order’d a Japjnes? 
supp* r Instead of our usual foreign 
meal. Tins w;m to |>c served to us on 
the housetop, on n small platf< rm. or 
as we call It ’i. America, ’coitf gar*, 
den.’ This garden Is built on top of 
our hotel. Tnl* wus fine. You should 
have seen me trying to teach Mrs. Me* 
Cauley how to ♦ it with chop sticks. I 
can u*e them very nlc.dy now' nnd she 
will soon learn Th supper was 
brought, each person's on a separate 
tiny lacquer table, a bowl of rice, a

One of 
the greatest orchestras in the country 
nrill be engaged, together with the best 
soloists available, so thait a festival 
which must attract the attention of the 
musical world will be presented. 

The association deserves credit for 
the public spirit and artistic zeal dis¬ 
played in this determination to continue 
and to improve upon the work they 
have done In the past.

JA declaration of German policy that

||p,t practicable. Germany Ss prepaiirt; 
■ enact a Tariff Bill which raises more 
^fclent protests from Russia and Aus- 
||a-Hungary than from the United 
Utes. It has behind it the power of 
Be Agrarians, who wish to shut out 
^cultural products not merely from 
be United States, but from European 
luxuries as well. These men have 


great strength In the upper house of 
the German Parliament and their 
wishes cannot be Ignored, without fatal 
results to other measures dear to the 
Imperial heart 

Now a customs union means free 
trade Inside, and tarlfi s against imports 
from the outside. In otht-r words, ag¬ 
ricultural products of countries within 
the union would be admitted Into Ger¬ 
many free The Agrarians would never 
agree to that; on the contrary they de¬ 
mand still greater protection for cere¬ 
als and provisions. 

It Is further said that England would 
have to elect between joining this union 
and casting in her lot with the United 
Stales. That decision would be easily 
made. It is the United States that 
freed the workmen of Great Britain, 
and the state of her Industries makes 
cheap food a necessity. 

A customs union among European 
nations against the United States Is an 
Impossibility. It will require more evi¬ 
dence than Is now at hand Unjust.fy 
the belief that the Kaiser seriously ex¬ 
pects anything of the sort. 


Tuesday’s Issue. 

The last Sunday before the election Is 
a good time for the citizen to make up 
hla mind how he shall vote, if he lias 
not already made it up. 

But surely no Louisville Democrat 
who has given the subject any thought 
at ail has failed to settle that ques¬ 
tion. As between Grainger and Strat¬ 
ton, with the tickets they head and the 
movements they represent, the Issue is 
so plain that the Democrat must in¬ 
deed be blind who cannot see it with¬ 
out looking twice. 

In the past there have been elections 
in this city that were complicated with 
Issues which destroyed for the time nor¬ 
mal party alignments. At such times 
Democrats have broken away from the 
political associates of a lifetime and 
made the success of the opposition pcs- 
alble. But without such assistance the 
Republican party here is a hopeless 
minority. And certainly this Is one of 
those times. There is absolutely noth¬ 
ing In the situation now to Induce ar.y 
Democrat to go beyond his own party. 
On the contrary’, there is everything to 
restrain him from such a course. Even 
If he wfrrc dissatisfied with the Demo¬ 
cratic party there is no other party to 
which he could turn. The Louisville 
Democrat who to-day could desert his 
own party for the Republicans must do 
so from some petty personal motive, 
for If he Is an Intelligent man he knows 
that there Is no indictment w’hlch might 
have been brought against the Demo- 
cartlc party In the past that cannot be 
brought with far greater force against 
the Republican party now. 

Tho Republicans of this city to-day— 
or those who have brought themselves 
to support the present Republican ticket 
—are making this campaign on nothing 
more substantial than the cry of “fraud” 
against the Democrats, and yet If they 
expect this cry to have any effect they 
must assume that the people have nei¬ 
ther memory nor reason. It has only 
been a few weeks since the most flagrant 
political frauds ever perpetrated in Lou¬ 
isville were proved by Republicans to 
have been perpetrated by the very men 
who put out the present Republican 
ticket Yet these are the men who 
to-day are insisting that their ticket 
shall be elected because they say the 
Democrats are resorting to fraud to de¬ 
feat 1L If there has been fraud In this 
campaign, and If there Is fraud at the 
polls Tuesday, on what theory do these 
Republicans expect to escape suspicion 
and ask that It be sadd.ed on the Dem- 
crats? It Is not at all unreasonable lo 
suspect that Republicans who would 
practice such frauds on Republicans In 
their primaries would be capable of 
trying to practice frauds on the Demo¬ 
crats In the elections. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
Republican party of Louisville, In the 
plight In which It now finds Itself, has 
not a foot to stand on. No party ever 
had more signal opportunities and made 
a worse mess of them. No party which 
went in at so big a hole ever came out at 
a smaller. Instead of being revitalized 
Into a self-respecting organization, with 
some enduring homeogenity and pur¬ 
pose, affording the voters w f ho would 
always subserve the best interests of 
the city some latitude of choice on elec¬ 
tion day. It was quickly demoralized and 
resolved Into Its original Irresponsible 
and baser elements, by which it Is at 
this moment dominated as completely as 
in the days when It never hoped to win 
a victory, and kept up Its existence on¬ 
ly for what came its way from Wash¬ 
ington. 

The line of demarcation l et ween the 
two parties as they present themselves 
at the polls Tuesday Is as distinctly de¬ 
fined as that between white and black 
The Democratic party here stands for 
home rule, for representative govern¬ 
ment. for white agents by which that 
government Is to be administered, for 
the dominant social, political and com¬ 
mercial constituency of the community.

Aids To Missionary Effort. 

The American College for Girls at 
Constantinople has recently entered 
upon a new year of w f ork- Some of 
the Intelligence with reference to it is 
of Interest to those who are anxious to 
aid in the civilization and Christianiza¬ 
tion of the people of foreign lands. 

Unquestionably Lhere Is more or less 
opposition to foreign missionaries The 
principle that charity begins at home is 
one not easy to combat, and that there 
Is plenty of work to be done at home is 
undeniable. Nevertheless, R remains to 
be yuved that the majority of those 
who refuse to contribute to foreign mis¬ 
sion work give more on that account to 
forward similar work at home. 

It h-is recently been said that mis¬ 
sionaries In Turkey do not devote 
themselves chiefly to the conversion of 
Mohammedans to Christianity, but to 
converting those who are already Chris¬ 
tiana* to other modes of Christian faith, 
Much the same sort of complaint has 
been made in other countries, and It Is 
known that there has been oonslder 
able friction among missionary work¬ 
ers on account of the efforts of some to 
win oonverts from others. Efforts have 
been made to remove abuses of this 
sort, and they are probably not so pro- 
nounced now as they were In former 
years. Certainly nothing oould be a 
greater drawback to the conversion of 
the people of other religions to the 
Christian faith than the Introduction 
among them of the sectarian strife 
which still prevails to some extent in 
professedly Christian countries. 

Experience ha9 shown that the con¬ 
version of Mohammedans or pagans to 
Christianity does not work the trans¬ 
formation that the sanguine expect. It 
Ls quite possible for them to give a 
nominal assent to the true faith and 
yet to remain sunk In barbarism or 
semi-civilization Just as they were be¬ 
fore. Those who have grown up under 
otve system may. Indeed, profess a 
change df belief, bir# this does not 
necessarily mean a change of character 
or conduct. The thoughtful missionary 
is soon impressed with the necessity of 
getting control of the minds of the 
young, In order not only to lay broad 
and deep the basis of Christian faith, 
but also to develop by training Chris¬ 
tian Intelligence and character. In this 
way only can be sown the seeds of a 
true Christian civilization, which will 
not only endure, but elevate and trans¬ 
form. 

It has been said that any one truth 
Is as easy to be understood as any 
other, provided It Is approached by first 
mastering ail the other truths neces¬ 
sary to fcfcs comprehension. This may be 
shown by reference to exact science. 
The proposition that the three angles 
of a triangle are equal to two right 
angles is quite meaningless to many 
minds. They would accept Just as read¬ 
ily a statement that they are equal to 
three or four Rut to the mind that has 
made the necessary preparation by 
learning the meaning of the terms and 
mastering the preliminary principles 
the demonstration produces absolute 
conviction, which no possible authority 
can shake. Religious truths are not 
susceptible of the same degree of proof 
as those of mathematics, but they are 
equally dependent upon a knowledge of 
other truths for their elucidation. All 
the truths which go to make up the 
creed of civilization are imerdep; ndent. 

The man trained In another creed, 
which lie holds os a mere superstition, 
may find It difficult to see the superiori¬ 
ty of the Christian faith, which Is some¬ 
thing remote from hla habits of 
thought. An invitation to him to em¬ 
brace a new religion may seem to him 
merely a proposition to substitute one 
form of superstition for another. It Is 
not so hard for him to see the advan¬ 
tage of some of the other results of 
civilization. When his child Is sick he Is 
willing to avail himself of the services 
of a Christian physician. When tils wife 
is 111 he can appreciate the work of a 
trained nurse. Observation will Impress 
him with the advantages of a Chris¬ 
tian school and the equipment which It 
gives for a career In life. Once Im¬ 
pressed with the superiority of Chris¬ 
tian notions In matters level to his un¬ 
derstanding. he is the better prepared 
to accept the creed which they offer in 
matters religious. 

Hence It Is not surprising to learn 
that the training offered by the Ameri- 
can school for girls at Constantinople Is 
eagerly sought. The charge for board 
and tuition Is forty pounds, Turkish, 
equivalent to 9176. This is very low ac¬ 
cording to American standards, but It 
Is regarded as high in the Orient, ai.d 
shuts out a great number who w’ould 
like to enter. With the exception of the 
University of Athens this is the i n y 
Institution in the Orient that provides 
for the higher education of girls. The 
graduates devote themselves to a con¬ 
siderable extent to the business of 
teaching and thus diffuse the ben* fits 
they have themselves received. Others 
become trained nur«s, and And their 
services in groat request. Others take 
up the study of medicine, or write for 
the papers. 

It is by no means a new idea that 
foreign missionaries shall be aided In 
their work by the establishment of 
schools and by efforts to Improve the 
general condition of the people by utb;-r 
agencies of civilization. The most en¬ 
lightened missionaries have long enter¬ 
tained and promulgated these id- as. 
But the need of general education as an 
adjunct to missionary enterprise has 
become more and more evident with th*» 
lapse of time, and the utility of such 
schools Is not subject to question.

The average citizen may not appre¬ 
ciate the fact that a lynching has taken 
place within the last twenty years 
within every one of*our States except 
five, and this unfortunate disposition to 
disregard the law. and inflict violent 
and summary punishment, has grown 
to an extent that is difficult to check. 
In order that the whole country may 
get back upon sure and safe ground, 
It will require the wisest and bravest 
efforts of our Christian men and wom¬ 
en. The habit of lynching w^s b*gun 
In some of our States a few years ago 
as a punishment for one crime: but so 
true Is It that lawlessness breeds law¬ 
lessness that It has nuw grown until 
statistics show that more people have 
been lynched for other crimes, such as 
murder, stealing, etc., than for the 
single crime of assault. It ls proper 
that 1 state In the beginning that I 
have no kind of sympathy with any 
race or with any individual who is guil¬ 
ty of committing any kind of an as¬ 
sault. and the united effort of our best 
people In every community should be 
in the direction of getting rid of worth¬ 
less and Idle people from whose ranks 
most^of the criminals come. But crime 
of some nature haa been committed 
since the foundation of the world, even 
In the most highly civilized communi¬ 
ties: and the facts show that, wherever 
the law* ls most fully observed In the 
punishment of crime, there crime Is less 
likely to be committed. In my judg¬ 
ment, there is but one way for us in 
this country to get rid of the habit 
of lynching, and that ls for all to unite 
in a strong and earnest effort to see 
that the law Is complied with. 

During the exciting days following 
the shooting of the late President Mc¬ 
Kinley, it was my privilege to mingle 


mitting crimes ore not tbcr*e who have 
received careful mental, religious and 
industrial education, but those who 
have been permitted, as a rule, to 
grow* up In idbn*‘ss and Ignorance. Every 
effort put forth on the part of tho 
white ministers, dolly press and State 
officials to reduce crime should be 
heartily re-enforced by the members of 
my own race. 

Perhaps this country needed the les¬ 
son which has been brought home to It 
in such & sad manner by the death of 
out President to wake it up to the 
tremendous responsibility w r hlch ls rest¬ 
ing upon it in relation to bringing 
about a different and higher spirit in 
favor of respect of law and order.

Mr. Ewing ls & na¬ 
tive of Mississippi, and no finer or 
braver words have been spoken any- 
w’here In the country on the subject of 
lynching than Mr. Ewing has uttered. 

*‘lt ls no pleasure to me to speak upon 
this subject to-day. It ls very decid¬ 
edly painful to me, a Southern w’hite 
man, sired and grandslred, mothereu 
and grandmothered by Southern people, 
born and reared farther South than tho 
latitude of this town—It is very decid¬ 
edly painful to me to have to deal with 
this subject, and, in dealing with It, to 
say what the lime demands shall be 
said. It could give me no pleasure to 
need to speak out in denunciation of 
crime, lawlessness, brutality, anywhere 
on the earth: but perhaps it is a par¬ 
donable Infirmity of human nature for 
one to feel more pain In acknowledging 
and denouncing the sins of one’s own 
land, one’s own people, than In holding 


a good deal with the people In one of ! up [ he standard of moral protest 
our \\ cstem States, and almost every 
other man who referred to the crime 


expressed himself as being in favor of 
burning or the execution without trial 
of Czolgosz. As I listened to these ex¬ 
pressions day after day. It convinced 
me, as never before, that a spirit of 
l&wit'ssnt-ss had gotten a hold upon the 
whole country that few of us realize. 

I fear we have not yet realized that 
every open and flagrant defiance of law 
Is anarchy. It Is easy enough to decry 
the avowed anarchist who belongs to 
organizations that are anarchistic In 
their character, but It is not easy to 
put In the same class the people who 
set at defiance law by an Illegal hang¬ 
ing or burning. 

Perhaps the most demoralizing and 
hurtful result of mob violence is the 
hardening effect which it has upon our 
youth. I think it Is safe to say that on 


dominions of the church Is a question 
with which many outsiders have grap¬ 
pled, but w’hicb no one can answer with 
any degree of accuracy.

ever wholly disappears. In some In¬ 
stances the executions by mobs have 
not only been witnessed by boys of ten¬ 
der age. but by women. 

It la also a notable fact that ln the 
communities where every crime, no 
matter how heinous, ls tuken hold of by 
the strong arm of the taw. the crimes 
which provoke lyuchlng very seldom oc¬ 
cur. 

The time w*ould seem to have come 
w’hen the subject of the majesty of the 
law should be taken up by the minis¬ 
ters ln our pulpits throughout the 
country, ar.d by our Sunday-school 
teachers. In a way that has never been 
done before. If Christianity Is to 
mean anything In shaping the lives of 
our people it must not only deal with 
matters pertaining to the future world, 
but must most effectually deal with 
matters growing out of the relation of 
man to man in this world. In too many 
communities I very much fear the pul¬ 
pit and the Sunday-school teacher have 
been silent on this subject 
• • • 

I am not, In this article, pleading for 
the man who has been guilty of crime, 
but I am pleading most for those who 
are so unfortunate as to be led Into the 
temptation of degrading themselves 
and disregarding the law, disrespecting 
the authority of Governors, Judges and 
Sheriffs. It Is Impossible for a youth to 
be so Influenced that he can be made 
to feel that he can break the law In one 
cose and keep It ln other cases without 
being permanently harmed. 

A great many citHzens who have 
thought seriously upon the subject feel 
that perhaps the shrx>Ung of our late 
President was an outgrowth of the 
spivft of lawiesaness w’hlch has been 
so prevalent In our country of late 
years. If this ls true, how great a 
price have w* paid for our error! I 
ani glad to note that, since the Presi¬ 
dent’s death, a new spirit seems to 
have taken poss*ss.on of the people, 
and that wry few lywchings have oc¬ 
curred in any part of the country. It 
is also a praiseworthy fact that the 
daily and religious press, especially ln 
the South, is epeoking out fearlessly 
and strongly against lynching. It Is 
also equally encouraging to note the 
brave words, and. what Is more than 
brave words, equally brave acts, on 
the part of many of our Southern Gov. 
ernors. Now, if the words and acts of 
these officers can be re-enf rtced in the 
pulpit and In the Sunday-school, I feel 
that the time is not far When lynchings 
will be a thing of the past. 

And since the greater proportion of 
these lynchlngs Involve members of my 
own race, I think It my duty to say 
that the negro minister ar.d teacher has 
an equal ami special responsibility. T'ne 
negro leader should see to it that h.Ls 
people are constantly reminded about 
the Importstnee of keeping the law, and 
that our Idle and unworthy classes 
should be made to deport themselves 
In such a manner thait they will not 
bring disgrace ujkmi the race. For a 
number of years I have advocated indue- 
trial education largely w th the Idea that 
In proportion as our people learn to love 
labor for its own sake ;hey would not 
yield to the temptation to grow up in 
idleness. The members of my race who 
arc charged, In most cases, with coxa- 


slander had been uttered agauiBt the 
State? Who could fairly deny but that 
the simple truth had been spoken? Who 
could be so blind and so dull as to con¬ 
tend that the men of all colors and

Only some twenty-five eminences 
are Curia cardinals, who reside ln the 
Eternal City, and act as ministers :o 
the Pontiff ln the government of the 
Universal Church. Each of them draws 
from the Papal exchequer a yearly sal¬ 
ary of £1,000. 

“The Pope, whose temporal sovereign, 
ty Is now restricted to the Vatican and 
Lateran Palace, which are recognized 
as extra territorial by the Italian Gov¬ 
ernment, has not given up his claims 
on his lost provinces of Central Italy. 
He has nuncios and apostolic legates In 
most of the Christian States, whose du¬ 
ties are not limited. In Catholic coun¬ 
tries, to mere ecclesiastical affairs; he 
keeps a skeleton army of two or three 
hundred men for parade purposes on 
the occasion of grand receptions, and 
has a numerous retinue of prelates and 
chamberlains and a staff of employes. 

“The chamberlains and military offi¬ 
cers are rich laymen with nominal sal¬ 
aries, but the Curia cardinals, the diplo¬ 
mats, the majority of the court prelates 
and all the subordinate employes cost 
money, and It Is asserted by people In 
a position to kno^v that the Papal 
Court and diplomacy cost his holiness 
not les^_ than £300,000 a year. 

“It is relatively easy to total the ex¬ 
penditure, but the Income Is a problem 
bristling with difficulties. 

“When Pius IX. refused with indig¬ 
nation the annual subsidy of £140.000 
offered him In 1S70 by the Italian In¬ 
vaders. he was known to possess. In¬ 
vested ln foreign srtocks, about a mil¬ 
lion sterling. This investment has been 
since then gradually Increased by an¬ 
other half-million, and It yields at pres¬ 
ent on annual revenue of not less than 
£50.000.

New York. Nov. 1.—Whatever the out¬ 
come of the election, this campaign will 
have brought about one thing.

Theodore Rvose- 
vrit hns never been n rich man; In fact, 
he hRS never been what would bo called 
“well off" among the people with whom 
he has been thrown. 1 doubt If he haa 
$5,000 a year Income outside of what ht 
earns; little enough for n man Mth a 
large family and with the demands upon 
him Incident to such prominence a a Mr, 
Roosevelt has always had. Fortunately, 
both he and his wife are people of simple 
tastes. Their house at Oyster Bay It 
comfortable; nothing more. Only one 
room gives evidence of expensive habit) 
that is the library. The Roosevelt expen¬ 
diture for books is greatly out of pro¬ 
portion to the Roosevelt Income. But 
most of these books are earned. Mr, 
Roosevelt has paid for them with the re¬ 
ceipts from hla own writings. There are 
few magazine writer who command bet- 
ter rates than he docs. Books are hla 
one extravagance. He dresses well and 
simply, and his clothes last a long time.

THIRTY-FIVE GOVERNMENTS 


Hnve Envoys To the United States 
Six Ambassadors Among the 
Number. 


PERSONNEL OF LEGATIONS. 


Washington, Nov. 2.—[Special.]—The 
diplomats who have been scattered to 
their respective points on the compass 
elnce spring are rushing back to Wash¬ 
ington. They will all have returned by 
the middle of November. There are Just 
thirty-five Powers represented by en¬ 
voys at the capital, six of whom are 
ambassadors. 

The distinction between an ambassa¬ 
dor and a minister Is that the former 
represents the person of his severe gn 
or president, whereas the minister, or

minister, represents the government, 
and Is therefore not In position to claim 
a personal consideration. The relation 
between the President of the United 
States and the ambassador Is direct and 
personal. 

• • • 

The dean of the diplomatic corps Is 
Lord Pauncefote, who Is the oldest In 
years as well as in time of service. Great 
Britain was the first to establish an em¬ 
bassy in Washington, and the first to 
possess Its own official residence. The 
handsome home of the British Ambas¬ 
sador at Connecticut and Masrachu- 
setts avenues Is upon practically Brit, 
ish soil, and any depredation commit¬ 
ted within its gates Is punishable In 
Great Britain. 

The family of Lord Pauncefote con¬ 
sists of Lady Pauncefote and their three 
unmarried daughters. A large suite is 
attached to the embassy, comprising 
quite a little colony of Britishers. The 
Pauncefotes are exceedingly popular and 
are the undisputed leaders of the dip¬ 
lomatic circle. 

A prominent member of the British 
suite Is Mrs. Dayrell Crackanthorpe, 
daughter of Gen. Daniel Sickles, of 
New York, by his Hflond wife, who 
was & distinguished Spanish woman 
whom he married when Minister to 
Madrid. Mrs. Crackanthorpe is young, 
ver> handsome and devoted to her 
father. 

Mr. Gerard A. Lowther, the popular 
First Secretary, was one of the beaux 
of Newport the past summer. He leaves 
this week for England, where he will 
make a visit before assuming his duties 
as British Minister to Chill, to which 
poet he has recently been promoted. 

Mr. Humphrey Owen, an honorary at¬ 
tache of two years ago. h is returned. 
It Is the Interesting report that his rea¬ 
son for asking this assignment Is that 
he may be near Miss Vivian Sartoris. 
the handsome young granddaughter of 
Gen. Grant, who Is expected to return 
to America very soon. Mr. Owen was 
very devoted the year Miss Sartoris 
made her debut in WuMllgtop Her 
recent engagement to an English bar¬ 
rister was broken suddenly within two 
weeks of the wedding day and no reason 
was annourfeed.

Notwithstanding all prophecies to the 
contrary, Count Cassini, the Russian 
Ambassador, and hla daughter, the 
Countess Cassini, are coming back to 
Washington. The countess Is as beauti¬ 
ful as ever, but will not rank among 
the matrons of the diplomatic corps, to 
which honor she aspired. 

The newcomers to the White House 
are thoroughly equipped to dictate a 
social policy toward the members of the 
diplomatic coterie, and with Mrs Roose¬ 
velt as social executive the dovelopmt n:s 
of the coming season will be watched 
with lively Interest. 

Mr. dr* Wollant, First Srcretary at 
the Russian embassy, and Madame de 
Wollant are to leave Washington. It 
Is rumored that this recall will result in 
an appointment to a post in Europe, 
which will place another American g'rl 
In a conspicuous position abroad Mad¬ 
ame de Wollant was Miss Helen Tis¬ 
dale. of Washington.

The German Ambassador, Ilerr von 
Holleben, is still abroad, lie Is the 
richest and most robust matrimonial 
prize among the diplomats. This em¬ 
bassy was located at Manchester-by- 
the-Sea during the summer, with Count 
A. von Quadt as Charge d’Affaires. The 
Countess von Quadt became very pop¬ 
ular here during her short stay last 
season, and went abroad early In the 
summer expecting to return, but It Is 
announced that for family reasons she 
will remain in Germany for the pres¬ 
ent. 

The German Embassy enjoys, with 
Great Britain, China and Mexico, the 
distinction «»f a large suite, compr.sl g 
many eligible bachelors, who are famil¬ 
iar strollers on the fashionable boule¬ 
vards. 

« * « 

France has Just followed the example 
of Great Britain and Germany, and 
purchased a site for Its permanent em¬ 
bassy. The building will cost 1300.000, 
and the location is beyond the present 
fashionable limits of Washington. 

The Ambassador, M. Cam bon. Is ab¬ 
sent, and M. de Margeri is at the head 
of French affairs. His wife is u sister 
of Edmond Rostand, who is expected 
to spend the winter here as a guest of 
the de Margeries, so people an hasten- 
iv* *8 caI1 ,n order 1° be Included when 
the Uon arrives and Is entertained. 
Madame de Margerle Is u charming 


woman, and their home Is a popular 
rendezvous of exclusive savants.

Until the arrival of the now Italian 
Ambassador, Count Francesco Carig- 
nani di Novoll represents Ills country 
In America as Charge d’Atlalres. The 
Italians have sustained only an ofilr-e in 
Washington for many years and have 
made their residence in New York. This 
was inaugurated early In Baron Fava's 
regime, and they have taken no part 
whatever In the social life or the cap¬ 
ital. It Is hoped that the new Ambas¬ 
sador will take some steps toward es¬ 
tablishing himself In Washington.

The only one of the Pan-American 
countries to be represented by an Am- 
bassador is the greatest of all. Mexico. 
Benor Don Manuel de Azplroz is the 
second Ambassador from his republic 
sent to Washington. Senor Romero, 
lus predecessor, was dean of tin- dip¬ 
lomatic corps for many years, and his 
rank was raised to that of Ambassador 
° n iu a 8llort Gme before his death. 

"lhe family of Senor Azplroz have 
been received socially In a manner be¬ 
fitting their rank, notwithstanding the 
fact that for the first few years there 
was some e A ort on the part qf the chief 
representative of the Belgian court to 
visit the political sins of a generation 
JJgo upon the family of the present 
Mexican Ambassador.

Notwithstanding the Interruption of 
friendly relationship three years ago. 
the Spanish Legation now occupies a 
high place In the social world. Duke 
and Duchess de Arcos leave shortly for 
Spain to spend the winter. The Duch¬ 
ess was Miss Virginia Lowry, of Wash¬ 
ington. They arc* both wealthy and 
their home Is one of the most attract¬ 
ive In town. It is a center for old res¬ 
idents and the smartest element of offi¬ 
cial society. 

Miss Lowry met the Duke when he 
was a Secretary of the Spanish Lega¬ 
tion here about twenty-five years ago, 
and her father opposed the match. He 
was then an untitled attache, unblessed 
by fortune. However, she was true to 
him for seventeen years, during which 
time the present Admiral of the navy 
W'as numbered among her suitors. 

Duke de Arcos was the first Minister 
sent to us after the war, and the pop¬ 
ularity of bis wife, who came back to 
her old friends, undoubtedly accom¬ 
plished much toward bridging over the 
feeling between the countries. 

Senor Don Juan Rlano, the first sec¬ 
retary, is quite a beau in Washington 
and Is said to he making a desperate at¬ 
tempt to win the youngest daughter of 
a Western mlllloi alre. He will he left 
In charge of the legation during the 
absence of the Minister, and It Is pos¬ 
sible that. In the event of a promotion 
to the post of Minister, he may succeed 
In winning the hnnd, as well as the 
heart, which Is rumored to be already 
In his possession. 

• • • 

The Austrian Legation Is one of the 
finest In point of structure and ap¬ 
pointments. The residence of the Min¬ 
ister and Baroness Hengelmuller was 
formerly” the home of Senator Yulee, of 
Florida, and Is furnished magnificent¬ 
ly. The Baroness arrived last week with 
her husband, having been abroad all 
summer. She Is the handsomest wom¬ 
an In the diplomatic Corps, speaks 
English fluently and Is a great favorite 
In Washington. Her gowns are beauti¬ 
ful and her Jewels exceptionally hand¬ 
some. 

Baroness Hengelmuller Is the lady 
who led the revolt against Madamolselle 
Cassini's receiving the honors of an 
Ambassadress. 

• • • 

Great interest Is exhibited in the af¬ 
fairs of the Belgian Legation, as ths 
newly appointed Minister, Baron Lud- 
oric Moncheur, is to marry Miss Clay- 
| ton. daughter of the American Ambas¬ 
sador to Mexico. She is an Arkansas 
girl and has lived in Mexico with her 
1 father for the last two years. The 
Baron Is a widower with two children, 
and has large means and a charming 
manner. The fact of his having an 
American wife will no doubt Increase 
his popularity. 

• • • 

Madame Wu. wife of the Chinese 
Minister, Is returning with two young 
Chinese ladies. They are now upon the 
high seas, and there Is said to be much 
interest, and some embarrassment, at 
the State Department over the matter, 
as it has not been decided whether the 
Chinese Exclusion Act will apply to 
these young women or not. Th*y are 
not members of the Minister's family, 
and the object of their coming to 
Washington Is not stated. They will 
probably be enrolled us guests at the 
legation. Minister Wu is a diplomat of 
the first water. He was educated at 
Oxford and speaks English fluently.

The Japanese Legation Is always a 
place of Interest, but Its official family 
have donned American habiliments and 
their flowing robes are much missed. 
The Corea ns also, whose quaint cos¬ 
tumes made the most picturesque feat¬ 
ure at White House receptions, have 
also adopted European dress, which 
detracts very much from their native 
grace.

• The other representatives of the 
Orient are Chekib Bey, from Turkey, 
and Isaac Khan, from Persia. Tho 
former succeeds All Ferrouh Bey, who 
was recalled, It is understood, to ac¬ 
cept the post of the Sultan's Minister 
to France. Chekib Bey, his mother and 
two children, with two young women, 
status undefined, have arrived at the 
Cleveland Park residence of the lega¬ 
tion.

The only black envoy In Washing¬ 
ton is J. N. Leger, of Haytl. He was 
educated in France, as was also Ills 
wife, who is a charming young woman. 
She speaks the purest French and is 
much more at home In the salons of 
Paris than the swamps of Haytl. Their 
social position Is rather difficult; though 
they are received on all official occa¬ 
sions. they do not enjoy the distinction 
of other diplomats.

Tax On Cats.

Whereas, It 
might be submitted that dogs are ohlefly 
In the possession of people who can. with 
self-denial, afford to pay twenty shill.ngs 
a year for keeping a attune companion, 
this Is by no means tho case In regard 
to cats, which are almost all kept by the 
poor. A pel tIon has been handed In to 
the Town Council bogging that the tax 
may not be levied.

AN INDISPENSABLE FACTOR. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 
Seattle. Wash., Oct 27.—The urgent 
need of a Pacific cable is so generally 
recognized that its construction Is prac¬ 
tically a mere matter of time. If the 
United States Is to reap the Asiatic 
harvest, now ready fop the gathering, 
direct communication must be estab¬ 
lished in order to facilitate the trans¬ 
action of business. This country Is 
gradually awakening to the Importance 
of the position as a paramount power 
In the Pacific, and It will not long per- 


the most practicable route depends 
much of tho success of tl\e enterprise. 
The two routes which are most spoken 
of and from which a selection will 
doubtless be made, are, from Cape 
Flattery, north of Seattle, via Alaska 
and Japan or Russia to the Philippine*, 
or from San Francisco via Hawaii, 
Wake Island and Guam to the Philip¬ 
pines. The first named Is called the 
northern, and the second the southern 
route. Mr. Harrington Emerson, di¬ 
recting engineer for the Pacific Cable 
Company, has Just returned from an 
exhaustive survey of the northern 
route, which his company Is projecting, 
and when asked for a statement said:

Tlie Northern Route. 


In the light of cable practice, almost 
fifty years old, and with a record of 170.WO 
miles of deep sea cable In successful op¬ 
eration, It is not Lkely that a mistake 
will be made in select.ng the proper route 
for the proposed Pacific cable. I he north¬ 
ern line Is desirable from every stand¬ 
point. First, It will bring Alaska, that un¬ 
derestimated but very valuable anti im¬ 
portant possession of the United States, 
Into communication with the seal of Gov¬ 
ernment and home people. Alaska’s re¬ 
sources are rich beyond estimate ana bet¬ 
ter and closer connect.on Is highly Im¬ 
portant. It is a fortunate fact that tho 
route via Alaska is the raoat practicable. 
In the matter of distant It has the ad¬ 
vantage. ALI the Atlantic and Pao.flc 
steamers and all the Atlantic cables fol¬ 
low great circles as closely as conditions 
will permit, for the reason that a great 
circle can be constructed througn any tw’o 
Points, and the arc of the great circle 
b the shortest possible U.suuiee between 
them. In tho Pacific the shortest great 
c.rcle route does not run through the 
wastes of the ocean, but follows closely 
the British and the United States coast, 
which U rapidly grow ng In imiortance. 
It runs through Dutch Harbor In Alaska, 
touches Attu, the lost of the Aleutian Isl¬ 
ands, and until recently the moot west¬ 
ward possession of the United States; 
crosses In short links to the Russlan- 
Japonese boundary, with one branch to 
connect with ihe existing Siberian net¬ 
work of land lines, and the other branch 
♦o run down through Japan (Yokohama 
being on the circle), and onwards to the 
Philippines, looping on its way from Attu

mlt this last ocean to remain unspan¬ 
ned. Here is a great world market 
at Its western door, opening a hungry 
mouth for food and clamoring for man¬ 
ufactures. both of which this country 
is so amply able to furnish. 

The cable is an indispensable factor 
In the trade of nations. The foreign 
trade of the United States with Europe, 
facilitated by thirteen cables and sev¬ 
eral more building. Is nearly $ 2 , 000 , 000 .- 
000 annually. The total foreign com¬ 
merce of Asia amounts to over $2,000,- 
000 , 000 , and It Is helped by three cables 
from Bombay via Aden, one Ferslan 
Gulf line via Asia Minor, and one Rus¬ 
sian overland route. 

• • • 

Asiatic Trade. 


The annual northeastern Asiatic 
trade amounts to about $700,000,000, of 
which the United States secures about 
one-fifth. This business, with the 
densest population In the world back 
of It, is as naturally tributary to the 
United Stat«?s as the trade of the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands Is tributary* to San 
Francisco, which has secured 99 per cent, 
of the exports and 76 per cent, of the 
imports of the Islands. The possession 
of the Philippines by the United States, 
the development of Japan, the awaken¬ 
ing or partition of China, and the com¬ 
pletion of the Siberian rullroad will en¬ 
large the trade of Asia to & volume 
commensurate with population, and the 
United States should secure most of It. 
Mr. John Barret, formerly United 
States Minister to Siam, who has made 
a special study of Asiatic trade, gives 
the single Island of Java, which is but 
little larger than the State of New 
York, an annual foreign trade of $250,- 
000,000: yet Java has only half the ex¬ 
tent of fertile areas credited to the 
Philippines He gives to Hong Kong 
an annual total of $250,000,000, and to 
Singapore $180,000,000, and for the Asi¬ 
atic coast from Singapore to Vladivos¬ 
tok the mighty sum of one billion dol¬ 
lars, and yet. he adds, the foreign trade 
of this wonderful Pacific-Asiatic coast 
line is only in the earliest stages of Us 
development

Shorter Than Southern. 


‘‘Please Do,” Said Kitchener.

I am told that Gen Kitchener, in a 
recent dispatch to tho War Office, report¬ 
ed the receipt from Gens.

Urging the laying of a Pacific cable, 
he says that the tremendous monopoly 
of the present telegraphic connection 
between the Far East and America Ih a 
great handicap to the development of 
trade with the United States, and that 
he has frequently heard merchants of 
all nutlons In Asiatic ports say that the 
cost, time and difficulties of cable con¬ 
nection with the United States work 
against the extension of American com¬ 
merce. 

With cable connection. Mr. Barret es¬ 
timates the probable Increase of Philip¬ 
pine trade alone in the next fifteen 
years at 300 per cent. It Is. there¬ 
fore, within reason to estimate the 
growth of all the Asiatic trade at GO per 
cent In the next ten years, and if the 
proportion obtained by the United 
States becomes 25 per cent, of the 
whole, there would be an Increase In 
American business to $600,000,000. This 
is a prize in the telegraph field that Is 
worth securing by being first, and It 
seems reasonably certain that the lay¬ 
ing of this last link to complete the 
world’s electrical girdle will soon be 
accomplished by American enterprise.

Selection of the Route. 


There are several companies in the 
field advocating the advisability of va¬ 
rious routes, and the selection of the 
line the cable will traverse Is by no 
means an Insignificant phase of the 
question. In fact, upon the selection of 


A glance at the map shows that the 
point furthest north and west In the 
United Status Is the nearest to the Phil¬ 
ippine Islands, nearest even to Singapore, 
1,300 miles further south; and that China, 
Corea. Japan nnd Eastern Siberia lie along 
the short line, all nearer the United States 
than Manila. This short course also 
touches the Alaskan Islands four limes 
at Intervals of 800 miles. The distance 
from Cape Flattery to Dutch Harbor Is 
1,690 nauts. To Japanese wires 3,685, to 
the Philippine Islands 5,468 nauts. From 
Cal.fornix to Japan, via Dutch Harbor 
the distance is only 3,850 nauts. but from 
San Francisco, via Hawaii and Guam. * 
is 2,090 nauts to Honolulu. 7.095 to Yoko¬ 
hama, 7.075 to the Philippine Islands. Th* 
northern route to Japan is, therefore, 3,410 
nauts shorter from Cape Flattery, 3,275 
shorter from California, or only half as 
long as the southern route. 

The northern cable route bends slightly 
to the north of the Idf-al short line, In 
order to pass through Sitka, the capital 
of Alaska, and In order to follow all the 
way to Dutch Harbor the slope of the 
coast, and thus avoid extreme depths. 
The bottom hi favorable, being sand and 
gravel. Four stations are made in Alas¬ 
ka—at Sitka, on Kadiak Island, at Dutch 
Harbor and on Attu. the last of the 
Aleutian Islands, which Is only 640 nauts 
from the Jnpantse-Rueslan boundary, 
where the cable Is divided. One branch 
810 nauts. runs south outside the Kurile 
Islands, to a Junction with the Japanese 
land wires, and the other branch runs due 
west 617 nauts to a Junction with Russian 
wires. In this manner connections aro 
effected with tho whole of Asia by two 
different routes, making Interruption Im¬ 
possible beyond the boundary, and insur¬ 
ing the neutrality of one route In cast- tho 
United States were at war with the other 
country. A short American line will con¬ 
nect the Philippines with Formosa, so 
that messages from the United States 
will touch but one foreign country, Japan, 
nnd If Japan should be unfrb ndly, they 
can be sent via Russia and Chino.

Links of AlAskan Cable. 


The links of the Alaskan cable are 
very close to M*> nauts in length, ns fol¬ 
lows; Cape Flattery to Sitka, S') 3 , Sitka 
to Kadiak Island. 682; Kadiak to Dutch 
Harbor. 770; Dutch Harbor to Attu. M 0 ; 
Attu to Japan-Ruffsian border, $58 border 
to Japanese wires. M 0 ; bonier to Si¬ 
berian wires, 617; Formosa to Philippines, 

The cable lengths on the southern route 
arc: San Francisco to Honolulu. 2,40$; 
Honolulu to Midway Island, 1.31U Mid¬ 
way Island to Guam. 2.639; Guam to 
Yokohama, 1,805; Guam to Manila, 1.781. 

Thus the miles of cable required for the 
northern route, with all Its branch.*. Is 
closely 5.750 nauts. while on the southern 
route the cable required is closely 10 00 Q 
nauts. ' 

The northern line, with materials cost¬ 
ing but one-third as much, and In length 
but little more than one-half ns long, 
ran us readily laid for $3,000,000 as the 
line for four times that amount,

Estimates bae*d on the reports before 
the British Cable Commission make the 
fixed annual charge of interest sinking 
fund and maintenance on the northern 
line $3?6,on**; th«* cost of operation $l£0'<0O. 
On the southern fiu«> fixed charges ap¬ 
proximate $1,500,000, and operation $110,(W0.

The Hawaiian Line. 

The Hawaiian line requires four differ¬ 
ent types of cable, and two repair ships 
will also be needed, one at each end of 
the route, as there Is no suitable midway 
station, Midway Island, a little coral reef, 
being Just twice as far from e ther as 
Dutch Harbor from the terminals of the 
Alaskan cable. No cable repair ship on 
the southern line could be euu'.pited with 
sufficient length of cable to ratty a broken 
link, and the only repair possible is to 
find, grapple the cable, and cut out tho 
tlaw, nn operation of almost Insuperable 
difficulty in depths surpassing those In 
which any cable has ever been laid, much 
less repaired. 

A cable receives revenue from four 
sources. It has way stations, it connect* 
terminals. It forms a link for world traf¬ 
fic, It serves the Government, and aJl 
contribute to Its support. 

A legitimate enterprise of this sort 
across the Pacific should not be depend¬ 
ent upon Government subsidies for the 
only protection against bankruptcy, but 
one in which commercial and Government

What Past Tacts Have Shown. 

There are a gren't many peculiar facts 
In conrwoUon w till the science of cable 
building. The experiernee of the past 
shows that & satisfactory ami reliable 
cable is best laid In cold, quiet, mod¬ 
erately deep water, with a sand or mud 
bottom, tree from r«rcka and coral. The 
shorter the links between stations the 
better for rapid transmission, cheap 
construction, maintenance and repairs. 

Bad bottoms are rock, submarine i 
mountains and valleys, shallow an¬ 
chorages, and, worst of all, coral. Ca¬ 
bles may be destroyed by extreme 
pressure or strain, If not perfectly 
made; by fraying against rocks, by sus¬ 
pension across valleys, by being 
stretched too tightly down mountains, 
or the teredo may bore Int-o them or vol¬ 
canic action bteak them. It is on ac¬ 
count of coral, the depth and uneven 
bottom, that the Marconi system of 
wireless telegraphy has been proposed 
for communication between the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands In preference to sub¬ 
marine cables. It would seem to be 
only prudent to connect these Islands 
with each other before the much more 
difficult task Is attempted of connect¬ 
ing them with the distant mainland. 
Just as England first laid cables to Ire¬ 
land. France and Germany before at¬ 
tempting to lay them to the United 
States.

WHAT LEE DID 


diaries Francis Adams’ 
Tribute To tlie Soldier. 


SOUTH AND SOUTH AFRICA. 


LEE'S MOMENTOUS DECISION. 


The history of cable construction 
dates from the year 1808, when Sommer, 
lng made some experiments with them 
at SL Petersburg for the purpose of 
exploding gunpowder at a distance. He 
proposed that Cronatadt and St. Peters¬ 
burg be Joined by means of a subma¬ 
rine telegraph line, but the project was 
never carried out. The first telegraphic 
signals actually transmitted under 
waiter were the result of the work of 
one O'Shaughneesy. an Irishman, who 
In 1839 employed conductors made of 
wire, covered with pitch and tarred 
hemp. 

• • • 

First Successful Experiment. 


This was followed by many experi¬ 
ments all over the world during the 
next few’ years, with varying success. 
Morse turned his attention to the sub¬ 
ject in 1842, and In the following year 
submitted to the American Govern¬ 
ment the first project for establishing 
communication between America and 
Europe. The first successful experi¬ 
ment with a cable in America was tlha* 
of Cornell, who in 1845 laid a cable 
twelve miles long In the Hudson river 
to connect Fort Lee with the town of 
New York. It was tn use for some 
months, but was finally cut through 
by the lee. In 1848 Armstrong made 
dame similar experiments, a.nd again 
suggested, through the newspaj>ers, 
that a cable be laid across the At¬ 
lantic. Experiments abroad continued, 
tho most successful being the cable laid 
In November. 1851, from Cape Grlemz 
to Dover, which, though having been 
frequently repaired. Is In operation to 
this day. The success of this cable re¬ 
stored the confidence of capitalists, and, 
as there was no difficulty In obtaining 
Capital, cables were laid connecting 
England and Ireland and many dif¬ 
ferent countries within a few succeed¬ 
ing years. 

• • • 

Cyrus Field’s Cable. 

In 1854 CyTue W. Field founded the 
Telegraphic Company of New York, 
Newfoundland and London, and laid a 
cable eighty-five miles long between 
Cape Breton and Newfoundland. In 1856 
he w ent over to England and founded a 
British company, which he united with 
the American one. under the name of 
the Atlantic Telegraph Company. The 
operations of this company and the 
long struggle of Mr. Field, who spent 
thirteen years of his life nnd crossed 
the Atlantic forty times before he fin¬ 
ally realized his amJbl/tlon, are mat¬ 
ters of current history. After under¬ 
going discouragement of every nature— 
financial embarrassments, breakages In 
mlrlocean, the sudden failure of the first 
cable to work after having been used 
for a month, the almost Insuperable 
difficulties attending the work of pick¬ 
ing up broken parts for repairs nnd 
hundreds of other troubles tha*t would 
have effectually deterred less deter¬ 
mined #rouls than Feld and his com¬ 
pany—the great Atlantic cable was 
finally laid and opened for Interna¬ 
tional use on the 27th of July, 1866.

Present Service Marvelous. 

The cable service of the present time 
Is a marvel. The manner In which Ihe 
news of the hour Is flashed back and 
forth between the continents Is truly 
wonderful. Probably the greatest ref¬ 
erence ever made to this “whispering 
gallery of the nations." or attempt to 
describe R. was the speech of Edward 
Everett at Albany, N. Y., In 1857. as 
follows: 

I hold In my hand a portion of the 
Identical electrical cable which Is now 
In progress of manufacture to connect 
America with Europe. Does It se-m a*l 
but Incredible to you that Intelligence 
should travel for two thousand miles along 
those slender copper wires, far down n 
the all but fathomless Atlantic, never be¬ 
fore penetrated by nught pertaining to 
humanity save when some floundering ves¬ 
sel has plunged with her hapless oom- 
muiy to the eternal silence and darkness 
of the abyss? Does It seem. I eay, all 
but a miracle of art, tha* the thoughts 
of living men—the thoughts that we think 
up here on the earth's surface. In the 
cheerful light of day—about the markets 
nnd the exchanges, uml the seasons, and 
the election*, nnd the treaties, and the 
wars, and all the fond nothings of dally 
life, should clothe them*elves with ele¬ 
mental spftrks, and shoot with fiery speed. 
In a moment. in th? twnkl ng of an 05 a*. 
from hem’sphere to hemisphere, far down 
among tho uncouth monsters that wallow 
In the nether seas, along the wreck-paved 
floor, through the oozy dungeons »f the 
rayless deep; That the last Intelligence of 
the crops, whose dancing tas'cl* w II, In 
a few months, be coquetting w 'th the wc*t 
wind on those boundless prairies, should 
go flashing along rhe slimy decks of old 
sunken gaiWns. which have been rotting 
for ag**: that message* of fr'endsblp and 
love, from warm. Uv ng bosoms. shouM 
burn over the cold, green bones of men 
and women. who«e hearts, once as 
warm as «*urs. burst as the eternal gulfs 
closed and roared over them centuries 
ago! 

I>t was only ft few years after the 
utterance of this beautiful prediction 
that the cable was completed and the 
heart of the world began to beat be¬ 
neath the sea.

In an address at Worcester. Mass., 
before the American Antiquarian So¬ 
ciety on Wednesday, and published In 
full tn the Baltimore Sun, Charles 
Francis Adams, of Boston, said: 

It Is unnecessary for me even to refer 
to the series of events which followed 
the abandonment of Richmond and pre¬ 
ceded the surrender of Appomattox. It 
Is sufficient to asy that the capitulation 
of the Army of Northern Virginia had 
become inevitable. Not the less for that, 
the course thereafter to be pursued as 
concerned further resistance on the 
part of the Confederacy was still to be 
decided. It is well known that. In the 
face of disaster, Jefferson Davis had 
not for an instant given up the thought 
of continuing the struggle. To do so 
was certainly practicable. Foreign opin¬ 
ion, for Instance, was on this point set¬ 
tled; It was assumed as a certainty of 
the future that the conqest of the Con¬ 
federacy was Impossible. The English 
Journals had always maintained, and 
stUl did maintain, that the defeat of 
Lee in the field, or even tho surrender 
of all the Confederate armies, would he 
but the close of one phase of the war 
and the opening of another phase—the 
final phase being a long, fruitless effort 
to subdue a united people In a region 
so vast that It would be impossible to 
penetrate every portion of It. much less 
to hold it in subjection. As a histor¬ 
ical fact, the scales on April 9 , 1865, 
hung wavering In the balance: a mere 
turn of the hand would decide which 
way they were to incline. Thus, on the 
morning of that momentus day. It was 
an absolutely open question, an even 
chance, whether the course which was 
actually pursued w'ould be pursued or 
whether the leaders of the Confederacy 
w^ould adopt the policy which President 
Kruger ajid Gens. Botha and De Wet 
have in South Africa more recently, 
and are now following. 

The decision rested In the hands of 
one man—the commander of the Army 
of Northern Virginia. Fairly reliable 
and very graphic accounts of w hat took 
place at Gen. Lee's headquarters tn the 
early morning nours of that day have 
either appeared In print or been told in 
conversation, and to two of these ac¬ 
counts I propose to call attention. Ap¬ 
parently the second of the Interviews 
described followed close on the nrst, 
not more than a couple of hours inter¬ 
vening between them. Of the first I 
find this account in a book recently 
published by John Sargent Wise, en¬ 
titled "The End of an Era." John Sar¬ 
gent Wise is the son of Henry A. Wise, 
once prominent in our national poli¬ 
tics. Governor of Virginia in the later 
50s, he was subsequently a Brigadier 
General In the Confederate service. 
Though in 1865 but a youth of nine¬ 
teen. John S. Wise was a hot Confed¬ 
erate. and had already been wounded In 
battle. At the time now In question he 
chAnced to have been sent by Jefferson 
Davis, then on bis way from Richmond 
to Danville, with dispatches to Lee, and 
u'hlle seeking Lee’s headquarters ho 
came, In the early morning of April 9, 
across his father. Governor nnd Gen. 
Wise, in bivouac with his brigade. The 
father was then nearly sixty years of 
age. but the son found him lying on the 
ground, asleep among his mep. A typ¬ 
ical Southern “fire-eater'’ of the ex¬ 
treme type. Henry A. Wise w’as an 
out-an-out secessionist and Confeder¬ 
ate. Aroused by his son from his un¬ 
easy slumber, almost the first wish he 
expressed was to see Gen. Lee, and ho 
Inquired impetuously of his where¬ 
abouts. The son knew where the Con¬ 
federate headquarters were, and the 
tw’o started together to go to them. 

* • • 

Vivid Picture of the Scene. 


John S. Wise has described vividly 
the aspect of affairs as they passed 
along; “The roads and fields were 
filled with stragglers. They moved, 
looking behind them, as if they expect¬ 
ed to be attacked and harried by a pur¬ 
suing foe. Demoralization. panic, 
abandonment of all hope, appeared on 
every hand. Wagons v ere rolling along 
without any order or Bystem. Caisson 
and limber chests, without command¬ 
ing officers, seemed to be flouting aim¬ 
lessly upon a tide of disorganization. 
Rising to his full height, casting a 
glance around him like that of an eagle, 
and sweeping the horizon with his long 
arm and bony forefinger, my father ex¬ 
claimed: ’This Is the end!’ It Is Im¬ 
possible to convey an Idea of the agony 
and the bitterness of Ms words and 
gestures." Then follow’s this description 
of the Interview which ensued: 

“We found Gen Lee on the rear por¬ 
tico of the house that 1 have mentioned. 
He had washed his face in a tin basin 
and stood drying his beard with a 
coarse towel as we approached. ’Gen. 
Lee.' exclaimed my father, ’my poor, 
brave men are lying on yonder hill 
mere dead than alive. For more than 
a week they have been fighting day 
and night without food, and. by God. 
sir. they shall not move another step 
until somebody gives them something 
to eat!' 

" ’Come in. Genera!,' said Oon. Lee, 
poothlngbv They deserve something 
to eat and shall have It. and meanw hile 
you shall share my breakfast.’ He dis¬ 
armed every thing like defiance by his 
frankness 

“It was but a few* moments, however, 
before my father launched forth In a 
fresh denunciation of the conduct of 
Gen. Bushrod Johnson In the engage¬ 
ment of the 6 th 1 nm satisfied that 
Gen. Lee felt as he did; but. assuming 
an air of mock severity, he Bald: 'Gen¬ 
eral. are you aware that you are liable 
to court-martial and execution, for In¬ 
subordination and disrespect tow'ard 
your commanding officer?’ 

“My father looked at him with lifted 
eyebrows and flashing eyes, and ex¬ 
claimed ’Shot! Y’ou can’t afford to 
shoot the men w'ho fight for cursing 
those who ran away. Shot! I wish you 
would shoot me If you don’t some 
d— Yankee probably will within the 
next twenty-four hours.’ 

“Growing more serious. Gen. L«»c In¬ 
quired what he thought of the situa¬ 
tion. 

" ’Situation?' said tho bold old man. 
'There Is no situation! Nothing re¬ 
mains, Gen. Lee, but to put your poor

men on your poor mules and send them 
horn*; In time for spring plowing. This 
army Is hopelessly whipped, and is fast 
becoming demoralized. These men 
have already endured more than I be¬ 
lieved flesh and blood could stand, and 
I eay to you. sir. emphatically, that to 
prolong the struggle Is murder, and 
the blood of every man who Is killed 
from this time forth Is on your head,

With a gesture of 
rrmonHtrance, and even of impatience, 
he protested: *Oh. General, do not talk 
so wildly. My burdens are heavy 
enough.

No Country Save Commander. 


" 'Country de d—!" was the quick re¬ 
ply. 'There Is no country. There has 
been no country, General, for a year 
or more. You are the country of these 
men. They have fought for you. They 
have shivered through a long winter for 
you. Without pay or clothes, or care of 
any sort, their devotion to you and faith 
In you have been the only things which 
have held this army together. If you 
demand the sacrifice, there are still left 
thousands of us who will die for you. 
lou know* the game is desperate beyond 
1 redemption, and that if you so announce 
no man, or government, or people, will 
gainsay your decision. That is why I 
repeat that the blood of any man killed

Gen Lee stood for some time at an 
open window, looking out at th*? throng 
now surging upon the roads and In the 
fields, and made no response."

Alcan while. It so chances that I am 
able to supplement It by rlmllar, as yet 
unpublished, testimony from another 
quarter. Some years ago I was closely 
associated with Gen. E. P. Alexander, 
who had been chief of artillery In Long, 
street's famous corps, and who. In April, 
IS65. was, If my recollection Is correct, 
chief of artillery of the Army of North- 
erri Virginia. It was' Gen. Alexander 
wrtto. In 1S63, fought with Gen. Hunt, 
of the Army of the Potomac, the famous 
artillery duel which preceded, on July 
3. the memorable charge of Pickett's 
division at Gettysburg. 

In the course of many conversations 
with Gen. Alexander, whose memory, 
singularly accurate as well as tena¬ 
cious. was also supported by memo¬ 
randa taken at the time, he more than 
once gave me an account, of which I 
retain the freshest possible recollec¬ 
tion, _of on Interview' which followed 
close U|K>n that with Gen. Wise at Lee's 
headquarters. Gen. Wise evidently saw 
Lee at an early hour of April 9 . That 
same morning Gen. Alexander had oc¬ 
casion to report to Lee. He knew' that 
the Army of Virginia was In a desper¬ 
ate situation. Moreover, as he well 
knew', the limber chests were running 
low', this arm of the service was in no 
condition to go Into another engage¬ 
ment, Yet the Idea of an abandonment 
of the cause had never occurred to him 
as among the nrobfl bill ties. All night he 
had lain awake thinking as to what 
was next to be done. Finally he hnd 
come to the conclusion that there was 
but one course to pursue. The Army of 
Virginia, w'hlle nominally capitulating, 
must In reality disperse, and fhose com¬ 
posing It should be instructed, whether 
Individually or as part of detachments, 
to get to his own State In the most di¬ 
rect w'ay and shortest possible time, 
and report to the Governor thereof with 
a view to a further and continuous re¬ 
sistance. 

• • • 

Parallel With South Africa. 

Thus, exactly what Is now taking 
place In South Africa, was to take place 
In the Confederacy. Gen. Alexander 
told me that as he passed his batteries 
on his way to headquarters the men 
called out to him In cheery tones that 
there were still some rounds remain¬ 
ing In the caissons, and that they w’ere 
ready to renew the fight. Riding rapid¬ 
ly to his destination. Gen. Alexander 
found Lee seated on the trunk of a fall¬ 
en tree before a dying campfire. He 
was dressed In uniform. Full of the 
Idea which dominated his mind, Alex¬ 
ander suld that he sprang from his 
horse, and, advancing to Lee, knelt 
dow'n beside him, leaning against the 
log on which he was seated, and pro¬ 
ceeded almost at once to propound his 
plan, for It seemed to him the only plan 
worthy of consideration. As he went 
on Gen. Lee, looking steadily Into the 
fire with on abstracted air, listened 
patiently. Alexander said his full say. 
A brief pause ensued, which Lee final¬ 
ly broke In somewhat these words: 

"No, Gen. Alexander, that will not do! 
You must remember we arc a Christian 
t>oople. We have fought this fight as 
long nnd as well as we knew how. We 
have been defeated. For us. as a Chris¬ 
tian people, there is now but one course 


that was so, for we needed much 
thought, political, commercial and mil¬ 
itary, if we were to maintain our na¬ 
tional power, and national power in 
these days was synonymous with na¬ 
tional safety. 

In days to come, if they had not 
come, empires would be formidable not 
so much from the Immensity of their 
area as from the numbers of their 
trained. Intelligent and educated popu¬ 
lation. Political and commercial educa¬ 
tion were all very well, but neither 
would avail without the spirit to take 
advantage of It. The nation which was 
not progressive W'as retrograding. 
“Rest nnd be thankful" was a muto 
which spelt decay. 

His lordship spoke of the restlesa 
enterprise of the Americans, remark¬ 
ing that in the New World the disdain 
of finality, the anxiety for improving 
the best, seemed almost a disease; but 
In Great Britain they could afford to 
catch the complaint, at any rate in a 
mitigated form, and give In exchange* 
some of our own self-complacency, for 
complacency whs a fatal gift. In 
these days we needed to be Inoculated 
with some of the nervous energy of the 
Americans. 

We looked back with satisfaction 
upon our history, and said in proverbial 
fashion that there was a Providence 
watching over us. Did not the people 
ase that l*t was from themselves, from 
their passionate determination. If they 
w’ould, that the sustaining nnd driving 
Impulse must come if energy w'ere to 
result. Nothing else would be of avail, 
for even If some great orator should 
awake the echoes for a moment they 
soon dl(?d away. 

leaders were all very well. They 
were desirable, they were necessary, 
they were sometimes admirable, but 
they were not everything. They wero 
inadequate to grapple with national 
tasks unless they had a national force 
behind them. What he would ask the 
people was, when they wanted a thing 
to want it with all their might, thnt 
they should exert their Irresistible will 
power, and Insist that what they want* 
ed should be done. 

WIFE ABANDONMENT 

A FELONY. 


First Minneapolis Husband To Suffer 
a Penalty Under a Minnesota 
Law. 


[Minneapolis Tribune.] 

To George A. Kenney belongs the dis¬ 
tinction of being the first man convicted 
In this county under the new law treat¬ 
ing abandonment of or failure to sup¬ 
port a wife as a felony. The court was 
lenient with him ami gave htm the low¬ 
est penalty—only ninety days in the 
Workhouse—Instead of the limit of thio* 
years In the penitentiary. Mr. Kenney's 
bad eminence should be a warning to 
other men who are inclined to neglect* 
evade or shirk their duty to their fam¬ 
ilies. 

The Minnesota law Is a new departure 
in sociology. Heretofore such offense* ; 
have been treated as misdemeanor*. Tha 
delinquent husband could be fined—in 
to pursue. We must accept the Bltua- which CAse the wife usually hustled 
tlon; these men must go home and around and raised the money to pay* 

or compelled to give bonds for good be¬ 
havior. or sent to Jail in default of se¬ 
curity. But now he is confronted by a 
hard labor proposition. 

If his failure to support Ills family < 
arises from laziness, he finds that he 
has “JuiTUM?d out of the frying pan into , 
the fire,“ In being compelled to work 
for the State under more disagreeable 
conditions than tree labor could pos¬ 
sibly involve. If he h.i.* means or prop*, 
erty, he would naturally prefer to dravir 
upon hi* I'osourcea rather than Incur a 
penal sentence.

The solution is simplicity Itself, and yet 
It Is certain that it will never meet with 
general favor, despite the prominence of 
the women who have made the discovery 
and who are adapting it to their dally 
lives. 

•‘Briefly summed up. It may be said 
that this discovery’ la that the servant 
and the mistress are equal, and that the 
caste distinctions which have heretofore 
existed between them are wrong. Some 
of these women now breakfast and dine 
and eup with their servants, and in do¬ 
ing so maintain that they lose nothing 
In dignity. The pioneers In this move¬ 
ment are Mrs. Henry D. Lloyd and Mrs. 
Lydia Avery Coonley-Ward, whose 
home life Is shared in common with 
their servants. While their course is 
■ considered radical by many otht r Chi¬ 
cago society women, yet it has had Its 
effect upon them, and has resulted In 
many cases In the breaking down of 
the barriers which existed between 
down stairs and up stairs, and has 
brought about a degree of companion¬ 
ship between mistress and maid which 
has operated to the benefit of both. 

"In the wildest dreams of the found¬ 
ers of the union of domestic servants 
recently organized In Chicago, there was 
no vision of a state of affairs where the 
b snipped parlor maid would sit side by 
aide with the mistress of the mansion 
day by day and dine ofr rare <hlnH 
Yet this condition actually exists in 
a ever a 1 Chicago families known for th>ir 
exclusiveness. There are people with¬ 
out number who would give their eye 
\ teeth to he allowed to sit on terms of 
equality whore Maggie and Bridget and 
I Mury sit in turns morning, noon and 
t nigh* 

"Mrs. Henry Demorest Lloyd, the 
daughter of the late Williatn Bros*. 
Lieutenant Governor of Illinois, was 
the woman bold enough to take the In¬ 
itiative In a movement which she sa.d 
meant simply the treating of other peo- 
* pje as well as you would like to have 
th'un treat you."

the zoologist, of Rochester. N. Y. When 
her first husband. Mr. Coonley, died, his 
widow undertook the sole charge of his 
great manufacturing business. She be¬ 
came a business woman in earnest, and 
this threw her In close contact with the 
hundreds of employes in her husband's 
manufacturing plant. She acquired a 
close sympathy with the laboring 
classes. She started In on the principle 
that she, as well as the smallest wage¬ 
worker in the establishment, was a la¬ 
borer in the true sense. It Is said that 
there never have been any strikes or 
serious disagreements in this business 
woman’s works. 

Mrs. Coonley-Ward was formerly 
president of the Woman's Club. When 
she told her fellow members not long 
ago that she was going to follow in 


dining-room, their library nnd their re¬ 
ception-room. Visitors who call upon 
the housemaids do not sit on a deal 
chair In the kitchen. They have up¬ 
holstered furniture for their comfort 
In an apartment that is nothing short 
of a drawing-room. 

Mrs. Coonley-Ward as yet has not 
gone so far as has Mrs. Lloyd. When 
there are visitors at the house the ser¬ 
vants are per van ts pure and simple, 
and thl* Is largely the caae also when 
Mrs. Coonley-Ward’s aons and daugh¬ 
ters are at home. When she is alone 
•fee Invitee all her servants twice or 
three time* a week to dine with her. 
An Invitation is given*to them as It 
would be given to any of her neighbors 
along the Lake Shore drive. The do¬ 
mestics are invited In relays—that Is, 
half of them dine with Mrs. Coonley-

After dinner with her maids, Mrs. 
Coonley-Ward discusses with them cur¬ 
rent matters of interest. There Is nut 
infrequently a talk upon books or upon 
elementary art. These dinner parties 
are simply a part of Mrs. Coonley- 
Ward’s philanthropic programme of 
bettering the condition of all people, 
and especially of those who are In 
domestic service. • 

In the great drawing-room of the 
Coon ley-Ward residence Is a magnifi¬ 
cent organ of power and tone rare 
enough to make it worthy of a place 
in a cathedral. When Mrs Ward has 
had her servants to dine with her, they 
are not Infrequently asked Into the 
drawing-room, where some organist of 
reputation plays for them. The hostess 
gives Just such a dinner and Just such 
a muslciile as she would If her guest* 
were Mrs. Hobart C. Chatfleld-Taylor, 
Mrs. Palmer, Mrs. MaeVeagh and the 
rest of her I^ake Shore friends. When 
Mrs. Coonley-Ward was asked by a 
friend If her treatment of the servant 
girl problem paid, she snld succinctly. 
“Yes, It pays not only with interest, but 
In Interest."

The stream has borne a bad reputa¬ 
tion for years, and every ache and pain 
of persons living within four or five 
miles of Its 'course has been attributed 
to the foulness of Its water. From a 
yellowish, sluggish stream filled with 
decayed sewage, and giving off an ex¬ 
ceedingly offensive odor, Goose creek 
has become a respectable stream In ev¬ 
ery sense of the word. Its waters are 
now as clear as a crystal, and appar¬ 
ently as pure as the water from a coun¬ 
try spring. 

This condition has been brought 
about by the building of a filtration 
plant at the asylum. All the sewage 
from the big Institution is now filtered 
before It flow's into the creek and then 
Into the river.

How Sewage Is Purified. 

The filter consists of two Immense 
basins, about eighty by forty feet. Thvy 
are about twenty-five feet deep and 
are fined nearly to the surface with 
sand, cinders and crushed nnk. Di¬ 
rectly east of the two basins and about 
twenty-five feet away are a series of 
grates and valves The sewage Is ret¬ 
ried from the asylum In a huge pipe, 
and this pipe empties Into the gratis. 
The gross matter Is caught in the grates 
and the water flows through and Into 
the basins. The valves are for the pur¬ 
pose of turning the sewage Into one -or 
the other of the tw»o basins. While the 
finer gross substance is being removed 
from the surface of one basin, the other 
Is brought Into service. The sewage 
flows Into the grates highly colored and 
offensive, but perflates through the 
cinders and sand of the bnsins. perfectly 
clear and without odor. The pipe which 
carries the sewage from the basins 
empties Into a small stream about 10ft 
yards W’est and below the basins. This 
stream flows Into (loose creek and 
thence Into the Ohio river. 

It is estimated that the sewage from 
the asylum amounts to 130.000 gallons 
every day. and every drop of tVis is car¬ 
ried through the filter and purified.

How Gross Matter Is Used. 


Every morning employes at the asy¬ 
lum are required to remove the gross 
substances from the grates and basins 
and this Is carted away and dumped on 
the asylum farm as a fertilizer. It Is 
said to make a fertilizer far superior 
to bone dust. and. as a result, the 
State's property Is becoming richer and 
more valuable every day under this 
process.

A KENTUCKY TUSKEQEE. 


I Remarkable Work In Jessamine County 
of a Young Negro From Alabama. 


. [Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

V ERSAILLES. KY.. Nov. 2.—The 
second term of the "Bluegrass 
Colored Industrial Institute," 
at Keene. In Jessamine county, 
began recently, with a large attendance 
of negro boys and girls gathered from 
eight or ten counties In Central and 
Eastern Kentucky. 

Thl« school was founded a year ago 
by \Vllham Henry Parker, a young 
negro from Alabama, who. under the 
Inspiration of Booker Washington. Is 
fired with an ambition to build up In 
Kentucky an Industrial Institution for 
the uplifting of the youth of his race 
that shall rival In Importance and us- 
fulness the famous Tuskegee school. 

It has made a very credltablf begin¬ 
ning—almost as remarkable as that of 
its Alabama prototype. 

Parker came to Versailles during Au¬ 
gust. 1900. an entire stranger and wlth- 
l^^^out funda His project received little 
encouragement at first, and the people 
of his own race looked upon It with In¬ 
difference or ridicule. After a number 
of hard knocks. Parker's earnestness 
and Indomitable perseverance finally en¬ 
listed the Interest of half a dozen prom¬ 
inent men and wromen In Woodford. 
Fayette and Jessamine counties. w*ho 


consented to help him to carry out his 
plana Mr. A. J Alexander, of Wood- 
burn Farm, individually purchas- d for 
Parker’s use a building and several 
acres of land In the village of Keen-\ 

Here Parker opened school on the 
first of laet November, with only two 
day pupils. He closed last July with an 
enrollment of nearly one hund *ed, In¬ 
cluding a night class of negro faun la¬ 
borers. some of them over fifty years 
of age. who were employed In the fields 
during the daytime. The Industrial cur¬ 
riculum last year included agriculture, 
blacksmlthing. carpentry, for the boys, 
and cooking and sewing for the girls. 
This year shoemaking will be taught 
by a teacher from Tuskegee, and the 
shoes manufactured there will be put 
on the market. 

The faculty of the Bluegrass Indus¬ 
trial Institute l« comjmsed of W. H. 
Parker, B. L., principal; W. R. Dudley, 
G. S. Norman, the Rev. J. H. Brooks. 
Mire Lizzie Lee and Mrs. Rosa L. 
Thompson, matron. 

Principal Parker Is only twenty-five 
years of age and was horn at Livings¬ 
ton. Ala. He was educated In the color¬ 
ed public school at Livingston, and af¬ 
terward, when his family moved to 
Texae. he worked on a farm during the 
day and walked several miles every | 
night to attend a night school. He com¬ 
pleted his education In Louisville at 
the State Colored University, paying his

the cinders and sand of the basins. As 
they mature and become more healthy 
they need more and more to sustain 
them. Consequently the stronger, 
healthier and more ’•robust" the mi¬ 
crobes become the more impurities th*y 
will absorb from the sewage flowing 
Into the basins and the purer the out¬ 
flow will become. 

It Is reasonable to expect that with n 
a few w’eeks the basins of the filter 
at the asylum will be Ailed with mil¬ 
lions of strong, healthy microbes, well 
able to take care of themselves and 
fully capable of eating alL the Impuri¬ 
ties that the sew*age of the asylum 
will furnish them. When the microbes 
attain their full growth, then the Alter 
will be a complete success. That Is the 
theory of It. the evident fact Is that the 
filtration docs become more thorough.

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INTO A BRANCH OF GOOSE CREEK AT LAST. WHERE THE SEWAGE IS GIVEN 
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FOX SKINS AS FURS. 

They May Be Worth As Much As 
SI25 or As Little As 30 Cents Each- 


There Is n good deal of pleasureahte 
excitement hereabouts over the appear¬ 
ance of a black fox. Considering that 
his pelt is worth from $80 to $120, the 
eagerness of hunters to catch him Is 
not be wondered at The element of 
chance, which especially affects 
hunting, adds zest to the chase 

A few year* ago. when men of ex¬ 
perience were carefully laying wise 
plans and scouring the wods for one 
of these foxes, a little lad caught the 
prize In a huge rusty old trap, set con¬ 
trary to all rule in the open, beside 
a dead cow. And he was unaware of 
the value of the catch, because he had 
never b*en told that the black fur Is 
generally shaded by the white hairs 
standing out from It. from whence the 
alternative najne silver fox la derived. 

The lad got $125 for the skin. The 
dealer answered a natural question as 
he bought It by saying that he was 
commissioned to buy up all the black 
fox skins he could gather and to send 
them to Russia for the use of the court. 
About all the skins cartured In Can¬ 


ada came Into hlg hands and were for¬ 
warded to the representative of the 
firm at the Ruslsan capital. 

A favorite skin In St. Petersburg Is 
that of a small blue fox found on tt»e 
northernmost steppes, which is not often 
seen on this continent, though some¬ 
times worn by younger members of fam- 
fox ( Hie* who can afford to be luxurious. 
The snow-white Arctic fox Is generaiy 
used for ornamental purposes, either 
stuffed or preserved as a mat with the 
head as lifelike as possible. The cross 
fox. worth about $20 on acc< utit of its 
white or black markings, which take 
peculiar forms, Is a curiosity simply 
“The black fox Is not by any means 
the most precious of skins," remarked 
the dealer. 

Lying’ upon his bench was a soft 
brown fur about 30 Inches long by 16 
wide, worth $150. This was the pelt of 
a sea otter. The skin Is used chiefly 
for trimming sealskin sacques and 
capes. 

There Is one fox not very common 
that Is cordially hated by trappers That 
Is the Sampson fox. and might well be 
believed to be lineally descended from 
the animals to whose tails the Israel- 
Itlsh Judge tied firebrand* for the de¬ 
stroying of the Philistines* cornfields. 


The tall of the creature Is short, gen¬ 
erally about five Inches long, and sparse. 
The skin has none of the long gray 
hairs projecting beyond the fur which 
form one of the beauties of the ordi¬ 
nary fox. but is covered simply with 
short, light-red fur. Altogether the 
Sampson fox looks as though the flre-

INVITED THE PROFESSOR 

TO COMMIT SUICIDE 


Strassburg papers relate the following 
extraordinary Invitation to suicide: A 
young Japanese had attended the lec¬ 
tures upon Jurisptudence for several 
terms at the Strassburg University, and 
finally presented himself for the doctor’s 
^degree. The professor, who did not con¬ 
sider the young man sufficiently pre¬ 
pared. tried vainly to dissuade him from 
prematurely attempting the examina¬ 
tion. The Japanese was eventually 
plucked. The same day he packed his 
luggage and left Strassburg In high 
dudgeon for home. Some time after the 
professor received a letter from a 
youthful relative of the Japan¬ 
ese. Informing him that the fam¬ 
ily of the late student were 
unable to support the humiliation that 
the professor had brought upon them, 
and that on a certain day, which he 
named, they would put an end to their 
existence. They therefore called upon 


him to do them the satisfaction of com¬ 
mitting suicide on the same day as 
themsedves. Later Information from 
Japan shows that the family kept their 
word, but the professor sees no reason 
why he should follow their example.—

Ilia brother 
had been arrested for “disorderly con¬ 
duct,'* that charitable term that covers 
a multitude of sins.

expected the sympathy and support Of 
the leader. Then there were men who 
had heon arrested and must be balled 
oi t. and a w hole mass of minor de¬ 
tails. to all of which the trader listened 
St. entirely and attended s* upul u ly.

A pow¬ 
erful magnifying glass Is used to de¬ 
tect any “foreign bodies” In the setting, 
and an ornament that has an accumu¬ 
lation of dust, grease or aoap on its un¬ 
der side, a blemish thoit is often notice¬ 
able In rings, is dipptd alternately Jn 
soapsuds and eau de Cologne, and a 
very fine soft camel’s-haJr brush point¬ 
ed like «. peiHil Is employed to reach 
delicately between the claws of the a< t- 
tlng Wh>/n the Jewel Is thoroughly 
clean tt Is buried In a Jar of fine saw¬ 
dust to dry. This is all done after the 
gold or silver mounting has been care¬ 
fully rubbed with Jewelers’ rouge, 
dried and poH^h^d with a tiny chamois- 
covered i*i d. 

When diamonds and turquoise* are 
*et together the most exquisite cire Is 
taken that alcohol only la utilized with 
whiting to clean both the setting and 
the diamonds, and as little moisture as 
possible Is allowed to come near the 
blue stones. If a turquoise ha* been 
carelessly treated and Is turning green 
from the effect* of water, the earner 
sot* it to soak In stale beer, which 
treatm nt will frequently restore the 
pure azure color. But old turquoise* 
that ane nearly green have a value all 
their awn.

They are given sun-baths, and some¬

PACIFIC OCEAN TYPHOONS. 

Rules Based On Theory and Verified By 
Long Experience, 


The first « 1 g»s of a typhoon are fine, 
fleecy cirrus clouds, which move ftom 
the oa**tward toward the north. The 
barometer V* stationary, tha weather Is 
hot, clear and dry, and the winds gentle 
or else calm. If the clouds come from 
the weft there will be no typhoon; if 
from the south, there may be a sign of 
a typhoon some 600 miles to the south¬ 
ward. These cloud*, often of wonder¬ 
ful shapes, appear ns far as 1,500 miles 
from the center of the typhoon. Sun 
dogs, phosphorescent seas, brilliant sun¬ 
sets. often precede such storms. At¬ 
tentive observation of the clrru* clouds. 
Interpreted aocordlng to the rule* well 
known to sailors, will often enable a 
good Judgment to be made of the dis¬ 
tance of the storm center. If it I* with¬ 
in 500 miles the cloudiness Increases and 
the barometer falls slowly. Within 200 
miles of the center th<* temperature falls 
rapidly, and the f4c> is filled with 
cumulus clouds, the wind increase* 
From two to fifteen mlies from the center 


the wind esnseg to blow; the sky clear* 
toward th*> zenith. This is what nea 
folk call ’Hhe eye of the storm.” The 
sea seems to boll, and Is covered with 
foam. The calm center about w'hich 
the storm rages In diameter is from 
four to fifty miles, and here the rain 
usually erases. The barometer varies 
suddenly up and down during squalls 
of abou^ ten minute* duration and riln 
fall* In enormous quantities If the 
center approaches it Is known by a 
mighty equall, the direction of the wind 
changes and the barometer begins to 
rise. The velocity of the wind often 
rises to 160 miles per hour In the open 
ocean. The direction of motion of the 
storm center and of the wind In the 
typhoon Itself are known from rules 
based on theory’ and verified by long ex¬ 
perience. A full discussion of all these 
conditions is found In I>r. Doberck’s 
recent work. ’’The Law of Storms In th* 
Eastern Seas.” He has observed 244 
typhoons during the laFt thirteen years 
of hi* residence ns meteorological ob¬ 
server at Hong Kong.

DRIED GARDEN TRUCK FOR SOLDIERS. 


Desslcated vegetables are coming on 
the market, for ure especially by pros¬ 
pectors and hunters, who ax* obliged to 
economize every ounce in the weight 
of the provisions they carry. Neces¬ 
sity compels them to select such foods 
as combine the maximum of nutriment 
with the minimum of bulk and avoir¬ 
dupois. This Implies water-free sub¬ 
stances. and dried fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles are especially adapted for the pur¬ 
pose. Of late the War Department has 
been experimenting with products of 
this kind; It has found them who.eaome 
and in all respects desirable, and Is like¬ 
ly to use them largely In future years. 

White potatoes, carrots and sweet po¬ 
tatoes have been found particularly 
available for desslcatlon. The sweet po¬ 
tatoes are cut up Into little cubes, while 
the white potatoes and carrots are sliced. 
When wanted for use they have to be 
soaked in water before cooking them; 


as sold, they are supposed to be abso¬ 
lutely water free. What a saving In 
weight and bulk they represent will be 
realized when It Is understood that fresh 
white potatoes contain 80 per cent, of 
water and fresh carrots 90 per cent. 

Experiments have proved that the 
drying process causes no loss of nutri¬ 
ment and that the product furnishes a 
most valuable addition to the food of 
people who are unable to get fresh vege¬ 
tables. The desslcated white potatoes are 
as rich In muscle-forming element as 
the best wheat flour, though consisting 
mainly of the starchy material which 
is so useful as fuel for the body ma¬ 
chine. The same thing may be said of 
the carrots and swe*t potatoes; but a 
notable fact Is that dried Eastern vege¬ 
tables are richer In starch and poorer in 
muscle-forming material than those 
grown In California. 

These dried vegetables are sold un¬ 
bleached. as a rule, bleaching prepara¬ 
tions being bad for the digestion. 


HOW THE BEAVER BREATHES IN WINTER. 


”The braver Is really a sort of portable 
pulp mill, grinding up most any kind of 
wood that comes his way. I once meas¬ 
ured a white birch tree, twenty-two 
inches through, cut down by a beaver. 
A single beaver generally. If not always, 
amputates the tree, and when it comes 
down the whole family fall to and have 
a regular frolic with the bark and the 
branches. A big beaver will bring down 
a fair sized sapling—say three Inches 
through—In about two minutes, and a 
large tree in about an hour. 

“One of the queerest facts about the 
beaver Is the rapidity with w r hJch hJa 
long, chisel-shaped teeth recover from 
an Injury. I have known beavers to 
break their teeth in biting a trap, and 
when T caught them again ten days aft¬ 
erward you couldn't see a sign of the 
break—the teeth had grown out to their 
former perfection In that short period. 

Ah compared with the otter or in nk, 
the beaver is a very slow swimmer. His 
front legs hang by his sides, and he 
uses only his webbed hind feet for pur¬ 
poses of swimming. It Is easy to cap¬ 
ture one in a canoe if you can find him 
In shoal water. He is a most deter¬ 
mined fighter, but clumsy and easy to 
handle. If he could get hold of you with 
bis teeth he would almost take a leg 
off, so you want to watch him sharply. 
The place to grab him Is by the taJL 

“The ability of the beaver to remain 
under water for a long time Is reaJJy 
not so tough a problem as It looks. 
When the lake or pond is frozen over, a 
beaver will come to the under surface 
of the Ice and expel his breath, eo thaJ 
It will form a wide, flat bubble. The air. 
coming In contact w.th the Ice and wa¬ 
ter. Is purified, and the beaver breathes 
It again. This operation ho can repeat 
several times. The otter and muskrat 
do the same thing. 

“It almost take a burg ar proof safe 
to hold a newly captured beaver. I once 
caught an old one and two kittens Up 
ttic north branch of the Sou-West, put 
them In a battel and brought them do%vn 
to Mtramichl Lake. That night she 
gnawed a hole through the barrel and 


cleared out. leaving her kittens. They 
were bo young that I had no way of 
feeding them, so ! released them in the 
hope that the mother might find them. 
Boon aft^r that I caught a big male 
beaver. I made a large log pen for him 
of dry spruce, but the second night he 
cut a log and disappeared. 

“Beavers, when alarmed, generally 
make up stream, so T went to the brook 
w’here a little branch came In, and I 
thought I would go up that a little way. 
and I hadn’t gone more than ten reds 
before I came across my lad sitting 
up in the bed of the brook, having a 
lunch on a stick he had cut. He act¬ 
ually looked as If he knew he was ply¬ 
ing truant when he caught sight of me 
out of the side of his eye. 

*T picked him up by the tall, brought 
him back, put him In the pen, supplied 
him with plenty or fresh poplar, and he 
seemed as tame as possible, and never 
gave me any more trouble. 1 brought 
him out to Stanley, w here he lived 'a 
long time. Turnbull had a mongrel dog. 
which w*as Jealous of the beaver, and 
one day attacked him. fie did that only 
once, for the beaver nipped the dogs 
tall off qu;cker'n a rat would catch a 
mouse.”—[Rod and Gun.

Now 
comes the district of vanishing caves 
within a radius of fifty miles from the 
same place where everything Is climb¬ 
ing toward the sky. \ 

Mr. Zimmerman's observations ex¬ 
tend bock to 1881, when he found a 
large cave t*rar the lava beds, about a 
quarter of a mile from an extinct cra¬ 
ter. This cave was about 150 feet long, 
with two entrances on the east and 
west aides. It was large enough for 
tw*o persona to walk Its cutlre length 
abrrast. *n the center was a floor of 
solid tee. Adjacent was an airhole 
about three feet In diameter. Hocks 
cast into the opening could not be 
heard touching bottom. 

The site i* in Cameron pass, and in 
1884 Mr. Zimmerman took many tour¬ 
ists througn the cave. He continued 
acting as guide until 1891, when lie 
found both entrance* closed so tightly 
that even a dog could not crawl 
through. This raused the caves, as a 
point of attraction, to be abandoned. 

In prospecting In the vicinity last 
week Zimmerman discovered that the 
e.istern entrance had reopened wider 
than when the cave was first discov¬ 
ered. The western entrance had also 
opened for a distance of about twent 
feet, while the ppssagew*ay between the 
two extremities was completely closed. 

Closer Investigation disclosed a sec¬ 
ond cave 150 feet south, ranging from 
twenty to thirty feet deep. This, he 
declares, was developed since his pre¬ 
vious visit, and is regarded as proof 
positive that the Rocky mountain* In 
Northern Colorado are steadily grow¬ 
ing—[Denver telegram to the Bt. Louis

The California plant has wa¬ 
ter wheels of greater capacity than any 
others of the kind In the world, and 
Its Mg generators, which convert a 
roaring mass of falling water IntJ elec¬ 
tric power, are the largest machines of 
the type ever constructed for this pur¬ 
pose. The generated electricity, more¬ 
over. Is carried farther before It is us*'d 
than such power has ever been carried 
elsewhere. Nor are all the superlatives 
exhausted In thus describing this har¬ 
nessed waterfall and Its pathway of 
vibrant lightning down to San Francis¬ 
co, 200 miles away. for. In order to get 
the electrical energy to Its desired des¬ 
tination. human Ingenuity, combined 
with characteristic American daring, 
has Just accomplished one of the most 
remarkable achievements In the history 
of engineering. 

The Straits of Carqulnez. across which 
It was necessary to carry the stored 
power If the best market was to be open 
to It. connect San Pablo and Sulsun 
bays, which together form the north¬ 
ern portion of San Francisco bay. 
Through this comparatively narrow 
channel the entire central portion of the 
State of California is drained, and. In 
addition, there Is an ocean tide of about 
five feet, so that, although the water 
Is over one hundred feet in depth, there 
Is at all times a heavy and danger¬ 
ous current.

•*what war? That one in South Africa? 


Why. I thought that was over last Sep¬ 
tember. We fixed the date ourselves!" 

Questionings among member* of Par¬ 
liament and others in a position to 
know whereof they speak reveal & queer 
explanation of the situation. The real 
trouble, according to all accounts, is one 
that has not figured In prim. It is the 
Premier's growing absorption In his 
laboratory at Hatfield. 

• • • 

Devoted To Chemistry. 


It has been known for years that 
while Lord Salisbury's vocation might 
be affairs of State, hie avocation was 
chemistry, but It has not been known 
outside of those person* closely In 
touch with the Premier that of late the 
vocation and the avocation have 
changed placea It ha* been supposed 
generally that he looked upon his pre¬ 
cious retorts, beakers and electrical 
generators as & recreation from diplo¬ 
macy and the business of the nation, 
and that he dabbled In scientific re¬ 
search more for the fun of It than from 
any ambition to make some mighty 
dlsoovery. 

But evidence gathered from more 
than one source shows that the vener¬ 
able Marquis has been cherishing the 
Idea of startling the world with some 
really big scientific achievement. Like 
Rubinstein, who, In his later years, 
cared not a rap for the fact that he 
was the greatest living pianist and was 
carried away with the Idea of leaving 
a lasting reputation as a composer, so 
the seasoned statesman, who is ad¬ 
mitted even by his political opponents 
to know more about European politics 


in general and to have a broader view 
of them than perhaps any other man 
living. Is wearied to death of pulling 
the strings that make monarehs Jump, 
and has become so eager to be remem¬ 
bered with Faraday and Sir Humphry 
Davy that Boers may thunder to the 
right of him- and Liberals may jeer to 
the left, of him, while hfa own party 
and his own family alternately coax 
and scold him, without distracting him 
In the least fnun hla play with inter¬ 
changing molecules. 

Bo great ts the fascination for him of 
his bottles and his batteries that once 
he gets Into his laboratory It Is almost 
Impossible to get him out again. As 
It was only little Dorothy Drew who 
could draw Mr Gladstone away from 
his books, so It Is only a Juvenile mem¬ 
ber of the Cecil family who can be de¬ 
pended upon to-day to get Lord Salis¬ 
bury off his hobby. Lady Salisbury 
used to have a good deat of influence 
over him, and It has been only since 
her death last year that the Premier 
has become so nearly unmanageable. 

• • • 

Causes Rumors of Mental Weakness. 



This preference of the Premier's for 
natural science Instead of for political 
science has become so pronounced that 
the rumors of mental weakness are di¬ 
rectly traceable to It. A retired naval 
medical officer, who has special facili¬ 
ties for knowing what Is going oo 
among officials of the State, tells me 
that although Lord Salisbury has not 
been for a long time past physically fit 
to meet the responsibilities of his posi¬ 
tion as Prime Minister, the current re¬ 
port* a* to his mental incapacity have 
for their basis only his absorption In 
his researches and his fixed idea that 
he Is going to achieve some great thing 
In his laboratory. "Further than that " 
says my Informant, "I think he Is suf¬ 
fering from no Infirmity except such 
as might naturally be expected of a 
man of seventy-one who never has 
taken much physical exercise and 
whose enormous weight Is such that It 
must be somewhat of a drain on hla 
strength." A Conservative member of 
Parliament who Is well acquainted with 
the Cecil family expressed practically 
1 the same opinion In response to my in¬ 
quiries. 

One of the most famous of the Rad¬ 
ical M. P.'s said: "The political excite¬ 
ment following the disasters to Eng¬ 
lish arms In South Africa would be 
enough to upset the balance of a man 
not constituted like the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. He is and always has been noted 
for his indifference to popular clsmor or 
political panic. He thinks more of the 
man whom he feels he will one day dis¬ 
cover In the moon than he does of the 
man In the street. He Is more Inter¬ 
ested In hla elaborately fitted labora¬ 
tory at Hatfield than he' Is In all the 
arsenals of the world. He has been 
sick of politics for years and has clung 
to It only for family reasons. His 
resignation would have been announced 
at any time during the last two years 
if It had not been for the fear of a 
wrong construction being attached to 
the event. The war alone Is keeping 
him at the head of affairs now. He 
often hns been heard to wonder why a 
man of Mr. Gladstone's studious habits 
could ever submit voluntarily to the 
cares and worries associated with the 
post of Premier or Chancellor of the 
Exchequer."

His Laboratory At Hatfield.

Lord Salisbury’** laboratory at Hat¬ 
field Is a sanctum sanctorum Indeed. 
Photographers an.1 magazine writers 
have penetrated the famous old mansion 
now and then, but none of them ever 
got near the room that is now getting 
so much of the blame for the fact that 
the South African war Is entering on Its 
third year, that the total British losses 
have reached the appalling figure of 75,- 
000, of whom 22,000 are dead, and that 
the money cost 1* running up Into a 
billion dollars. 

Only a few of the Premier's Intimates 
are admitted to the apartments that 
may thus And a place In history, and It 
Is sold that Sir William Preece, the 
famous electrician who succeeded In 
telegraphing without wires before Mar¬ 
coni was ever heard of. Is the only man 
who has free access to the laboratory. 
Marconi also ha* passed the sacred 
portals. 

The chemistry of electricity Is the 
particular form of Lord Salisbury’s ab¬ 
sorbing fad, and 1 jun told that the 
venerable Marquis hj» made several 
discoveries and Improvements which 
have been used In connection with the 


Government's telegraph and telephone 
service. If patented at all, however, 
they were entered under another name, 
as the Premier's ambition is said to be 
so great that he will not allow hla own 
name to be associated publicly with 
anything of a mediocre character. 

The Premier rarely goes to his town 
house, on the arlstoiratlc borders of 
Green Park, except on nights when the 
House of Lords Is in session so late that 
he cannot get away to Hatfield. Or¬ 
dinarily his private carriage Is | n wait¬ 
ing to whirl him up to the dingy pur- 


bury himself planned the electric light¬ 
ing system installed in the Hatfield 
House, and which Is so Ingeniously ar¬ 
ranged that the wires are unnotlceable

Through the grounds at Hatfield

It Is sn odd fact that often as Lord 
Salisbury's photograph appears In Chs 
newspapers and persistently as he La 
caricatured, he Is scarcely ever recog¬ 
nized on the rare occasions when he 
dismisses his fra mo us blue brougham 
and walks to some place, and although 
he often Bits reading his paper in the 
public waiting-room at King's Cross 
Station, he Is no more observed than 
any other unassuming portly old gen¬ 
tleman. 

In his earlier yeiars there seemed little 
prospect that the present Premier ewT 
would reach an especially exalted sta¬ 
tion. He was a younger son, not one of 
hla father's favorites, and kept on so 


m eag r e an allowance that he had 
write for newspapers and reviews ts 
keep body and soul together. He was 
successful at thto. for he was not only 
well educated and rather deft with bis 
pen, but hie position as the son of the 
Lord Privy Beal and President ot the 
Council gave him unusual opportunities 
for getting Inside Information. At this 
time in Ms life "Lord Robert" and Mil¬ 
lais, the painter, then also a young 
man, were chums, and they went to 
Australia together, they lived In a 
shanty and roughed It at the sold fields 
for awhile, but without getting much 
richer.

Owing to the 
sleepy-headedness of the porter at my 
hotel, I had xnlsaed tpe train. I got 
the next one. twelve hours later, and 
traveled about fifty miles, and ran Into 
a serious wreck on the road which laid 
me out for another twelve hours, caus¬ 
ing me to miss another connection, bo 
I was good thirty-six hours behind 
time when I arrived. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this delay and my protestations of

was no hunter, the Impulsiveness and 
x hospitality of Percy and his able lieu¬ 
tenant, George Alexander, prevailed, 
and 1 got back on the train. We soon 
reached the station where our convey¬ 
ance awaited us, and after a trot of 
three miles over a level road through 
the cotton fields, we pulled up In front 
of what the dusky driver denominated 
"d© clubhouse." 

r t was an old-fashioned plantation 
home that had been remodeled to suit 
the conveniences of the Swan Luke 
Hunting Club. There was a large re¬ 
ception hall, with two huge open fire 
places, comfortable rocking chairs, 
couches, tables, gun racks, stuffed tro¬ 
phies and suitable pictures, to give the 
proper incentive to the would-be 
sportsman. A number of separate bed¬ 
rooms, dining-room, store rooms, and 
kitchen, completed the buildings, which 
are situated on a rolling knoll, sloping 
gently to the lake.

And all night long by her fire fly-lamp 
she paddles her light canoe." 

After supper, a number of "the boys" 
—everybody Is a boy at the club, and 
we had dome gray-balred Colonels In 
the party, that saw* the Are In the 60s— 
got Into a game of draw poker, which 
Anally closed, and with It the eyes of 
all the company, and the house was 
still. 

The fatigue Incident to a long Jour¬ 
ney by rail, and a heavy supper, made 
me sleep sound, and I knew nothing 
until In the night when I heard th?

"I know you are tired nnd sleepy, too,

It was the stentorian voice of old 
Joe, the steward, rousing his guests In 
tlm* to get ready for breakfast, and to 
be on the lake by the break of day. 

The route had been planned for the 
various parties the night before, nnd 
the crowd divided up Into twos nnd 
threes nnd started out. The writer was 
rigged up In a green calico coat nnd 
cap. to match the green of the swamp 
grass, und n» he was exceedingly green 
at the business he thought everything 
quite appropriate. 

My companion was an old gentleman 
from Toledo, Ohio, rrnd we were chaper¬ 
oned by "Uncle Henry." an old negro 
who had seen service on the adjoining 


Plenty of proofs exist that In those 
delightful hours which he spends In hta 
laboratory the Premier Is not merely 
an amateur "pottering round," but an 
expert who believes that he means bus¬ 
iness. Hatfield House Itself, and the 
little village near by, show many re- 


suits of his experiments. Lord Balls- 
yoked to two alternating current ma¬ 
chines which furnish the electric power 
used in the laboratory, and all over the 
house And the estate. By means of one 
of them the 2,000 electric lamps through¬ 
out H&tfleld House are lighted, and it 
also drives an air-propeller that ven¬ 
tilates every room In the household, be¬ 
sides working an Ice-m&klng machine 
in the basement. The energy from the 
other wheel Is used on the Premier's 
farm. It drives & six-horse power 
threshing machine, rune an elevator, 
grinds all the corn needed for the stock, 
and pumps all the water used at the 
house. By the river also Is a third 
water wheel, likewise devised by Lord 
Salisbury, which pumps all the sewage 
of the town Into a distributing tank at 
the rate of 2,000 gallons an hour. All 
the piles used In damming the river 
were riven by electricity. But the 
crowning piece of the Premier's In¬ 
genuity. of which he Is probably more 
proud than of any treaty he ever ne-

float the boat, but owing to the long 
spell of dry weather, and the weight 
of an extra person, the boat touched 
bottom almost constantly. 

We went along this ditch across the 
"lake," "Uncle Henry" paddling, push¬ 
ing, pulling, shoving and cursing, now 
In floating water, now stuck In the 
mud, causing "Uncle Henry" to get out 
In the bog and push or pull, as best the 
occasion suited. Our boat was a ver¬ 
itable mud sled, and we were on the 
slime of the swamp, and slipped and 
shoved along, with the water acting as 
a grease to ease the ways of our jour¬ 
ney. 

Soon the ducks began to pass, first 
In two. then threes, then a dozen, then 
hundreds came in bunches— formed In 
Vs and In ragged single file. They 
were all too high, at least for our un¬ 
skilled aim, except one great Mallard 
out of a bunch of three, that Just 
missed ihe tops of a willow and came 
tumbling to the weeds after a shot by 
my companion. 

We finally reached the open, or semi- 
open. part of the lake and I got on a 
stand made of a wooden box, set firm¬ 
ly in the mud nnd protected by some 
willows, and waited for Mr. Duck, and 
he came, not one. but several; not once, 
but often; not high, but low; not far. 
but near. In fact, he came, and they 
came, in most every concelvat.de shape, 
form and fashion, and flying, but kill 
them I simply could not. I doubt If I 
could have killed one awimmlng. 1 
could shoot well enough, as the empti¬ 
ness of my cartridge belt attested, but 
as for hitting anything, I simply could 
not do It, and do not suppose I could 
even have "hit the pipe," If I had had 
one. I stood thus, for four long, weary 
hours, with the sun shining on me and

Cares Nothing For Society. 

"Hermit" ts a word often used In con¬ 
nection with Lord Salisbury, and It Is 
more or less deserved, lie cares scarcely 
anything about society, makes as few 
addresses as possible and fights shy of 
such duties as laying comer-etones and 
opening bazaars, which Mr. Gladstone 
used to enjoy. Entertainments of any 
kind at Hatfield 1 Louse are the excep¬ 
tion and not the rule, but It is said 
that when Lord Salisbury does unbend 
he can be a most courtly host. He cares 
little, however, for the Impression he 
makes upon people, and Is a terribly 
bad hand at remembering faces.

to fix me up a little dinner and got an¬ 
other guide, named Sam. leaving "Uncle 
Henry” with Toledo, to go back on the 
slide, and I started on foot, encased In 
a long pair of rubbers. We went down 
Into the swamp and the walking was 
terrible. I would sink a foot deep 
every step Into the bog. except when I 
would And a limb or a heavy bunch of 
grass, or weeds, and at times would go 
In over the knees.

1 banged away faithfully at 
them, shooting In front of them, behind 
them and at them, but somehow or 
other I could not gauge the thing right, 
and was about to go away empty-hand¬ 
ed. when, by the purest accident, one 
old Mallard saw me and tried to dodge 
and got right In the way of one of my 
shots, nnd down he came. If he had 
maintained the even tenor of his way 
he would have been perfectly safe, but 
l guess he thought I was one of "de 
club men." nnd could shoot, and he 
"hedged" a little, but his thoughts, or 
hedging, or some accident cost him his 
life. 

He came fluttering down with a 
broken wing, and Bam grabbed him 
and hit him on the head with a stick, 
and pitched him. fluttering and dying, 
at my feet There he lay struggling 
vainly to rise, a beautiful yet pitiful 
object, while the red blood surged from 
his wound over the brilliant emerald of 
his head, and hla eyes seemed to pierce 
me through and through, and to say 
piteously.

Bay. who went with her over the house 
from garret to cellar. After a few days 
of their quiet inspection Sinclair was 
told that his services would be dis¬ 
pensed with, and a colored man named 
Pinkney, who had long been In Mr. 
Roosevelt’s employ, was put In hi *, place. 
Mrs. Roosevelt herself will have a gen¬ 
eral oversight of the house, the servants 
will be under the supervision of the

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housekeeper, and the Jurisdiction of the 
steward reduced to Its normal province. 

The presence of th*» six young Roose¬ 
velts made a change necessary in the 
daily routine that had prevailed In the 
Executive Mansion. President Mc Kin¬ 
ley kept late hours, frequently going 
back to his desk for work at 10 o'clock 
or later. This, with Mrs McKinley’s 
Ill-health, made their 0 o'clock break¬ 
fast ft necessity, hut ther*» are little 
folks at the White House now who muM 
be In school at that hour, and as both 
President and Mrs Roosevelt have high 
Ideals of the duty—and privilege—of 
parenthood, they always begin the day 
with the children at an 8 o’clock break¬ 
fast. Then Mrs. Ro deceit sees them 
off to school before she commence* any¬ 
thing else, and after th.it her morning* 
arc passed very much as any ether 
American matron’s ar* In hiking afa* 
her household. At 1 o’clock the fumUy 
lunch together. During these 1* irnit au- 
tumnal days Mrs. Roosevelt has sp*nt 
a part of nearly every afternoon driving 
with the children over some of the pic¬ 
turesque roads In the environs of the 
capital. At 5:30 o'i lot k the younger 
children have an early dinner, with an 
horn* of two of play before bedtime; 
but dinner Is served for the others at 
7:30. In the pleasant family dining-room. 
At these meale there have been some 
g\K»sts every night since President 
Roosevelt came into the White House. 
There has been no formal entertaining; 
he hae simply Invited his friends who 
chanced to be In the city, or some po¬ 
litical acquaintance with whom he 
wanted a longer talk than could be had 
during the day In his office. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who is a charming host* **, 
is at her best when presiding at the« 
Informal dinners, and has made a 
most favorable Impression as ’’first lady 
of the land” on those who have been 
so fortunate as to meet her thus.

The Kitchen of the White House. 

Mrs Roosevelt’p kitchen—that is. the 
kitchen In the President’s house—is 
something that Is of Interest to every 
woman. How the President’s wife 
keep houoe Is of as much Import to the 
average feminine mind as how the 
President runs the affairs of state Is to 
the average masculine one. so here Is a 
little description of the culinary depart, 
ment u* Mrs. Roosevelt found It. The 
present kitchens In the White House 
are directly under the family dining¬ 
room and butler’s pantry. In the north¬ 
west corner of the basement. The orig¬ 
inal kitchen, which was used as such 
from the time that Madam Abigail 
Adams was Its mistress until Mrs. Lin¬ 
coln’s regime, was in the central part 
of the basement, in w'hat la now the 
engine-room.

To one pint of bread sponge add one beaten egg. one-half cup of sugar, 
two level tablespoons of butter and one cup of lukewarm water. Beat smeoth 
then add flour enough to make a dough soft enough to handle. Let It rise In 
the pan to double fits bulk then turn on to & slightly floured board and roll out 
In a long, narrow strip about one Inch thick. Twist the dough like a rope and 
Join It In a ring. Place the ring on a buttered pan and when risen light, or about 
twice Its size, brush over with an egg beaten with two level tea.spoons of sugar. 
Sprinkle with coarse granulated sugar and chopped almonds. Bake In a mod¬ 
erate oven to a rich brown color. 

For the bread sponge u«e one cup of scalded milk and the same of boiling 
water, two level tablespoons of butter, one level teospoon of salt, one yeast 
cake dissolved In one-quarter cup of lukewarm water and three cups of sifted 
flour or enough to make a smooth batter like griddle cakes. Let the sponge

There Is no difference In the cur¬ 
ing process, so It Is only because the 
leaves are themselves the very choicest 
that can be got that the price Is high. 

"Fbr this kind of tea only the very 
freshest and most virile plants are se¬ 
lected, and from them only the health¬ 
iest and sweetest leaves are taken. The 
picking Is done before the leaves reach 
maturity and while they are still young 
and tender. As a consequence the flavor 
is delicate and rich and larks the harsh¬ 
ness that Is objectionable to a connois¬ 
seur In the cup.

EDUCATION CANNOT CO 
THAT WHICH GOD HAS FAILED. 


Gov. Candler Says Negro Cannot Be 
Led To the Level of the White 
Man. 


Atlanta, Ga„ Nov. 2.—Gov. Candler, 
In reply to u telegram from a New York 
newspaper, has written a letter regard¬ 
ing the education of the negro and 
equality between the Caucaidan and 
African races. In which he says: 

Rational education benefits any people 
of whatever race. What the negro need* 
mo&t !» moral education. The States in 
which he lives are providing reasonably 
well for his education in the t**xt book.-. 
Washington l* doing good work for his 
race, but he can not lead them up a^ a 
race to the level of the white man Thi 
white man is the highest type of the hu¬ 
man family; the negro th»- lowest. God 
has made no other race equal to the Cau¬ 
casian. and education cannot do that 
which God Iiflj* failed to do. Individual 
members of the m-gro race will Use to the 
level of the white man. but the race ai a 
whole never will. 

The receiving of Washington by the 
President on term* « f social equality will 
not affect the question in ;m> way. If 
sensational new*p.tjM-ni had not nmdc so 
much ado It nobody •would bavo 

thought or cared anythin^ abourit.

SULTAN PROMISES TO PAY 
WHEN FRANCE SHOWS FORCE. 


Says He Will Meet Every Claim and 
Signs An Irade Accepting 
Figures. 


Paris. Nov. 2.—The dispatch of Ad¬ 
miral Caillard’s squadron from Toulon 
to Turkish waters has already had Its 
effect. The French Foreign Office this 
morning received a telegram from M. 
Bapst, Counsellor of the French Lega¬ 
tion at Constantinople, announcing 
that the Sultan yesterday sent him a 
message accepting all the French 
claims, including the Loranda claim. 

The Porte alBo telegraphed to the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Delcasse. Informing him that the Lo- 
randa claim had been settled, and that 
the Sultan had signed an Irade ac¬ 
cepting the figures fixed by France for 
the payment of the claim. 

M. Delcasse proceeded to the Elysee 
palace and to the Ministry of the In¬ 
terior and consulted with President 
Loubet, the Premier. M. Wuldeck-Rous- 
seau, and the Minister of Marine, M. 
de Lanssan. He afterward had an¬ 
other conference with M. Wnldeck- 
Roueseau. It Is understood the French 
Government also will demand an un¬ 
derstanding that Turkey will not re¬ 
new the recent Interference with the 
diplomatic mail bags.

on the Indictment charging him with 
sending obscene matter through th 
mails, was indicted this afternoon by 
the criminal court grand Jury on the 
charge of criminal libel. W. A. D. Cole, 
husband of the woman to whom Frank¬ 
lin wrote the letters, is the prosecutor. 
Franklin was arrested a few days ago 
in Lywhburg and required to give bond 
for hi* appearance here Monday. 


Stokes was best known to the pr'v*- 
ent generation as the proprleb r of the 
Hoffman House, his Interest Jn vftoi(h 
he sold out to Grahams Polly, < f Brook¬ 
lyn for $200,000. 

Stokes first bueame prominent In 1870, 
when he atttacted attention In Will 
street through the friendship of Jln» 
Ft«k and Jay Gould. He entered Wall 
street a« a clerk in a broker s office, 
fresh from graduation in a Philadelphia 
high school. Elsie was attract' d .by his 
remarkably handsome personalily. and 
used him In blk stock deals. The gn at 
speculator had just installed the famous 
Josle Mansfield in a brown stone Dalhce 
at 350 West Twenty-third street. Fisk 
gave splendid receptions at the Mana- 
field house, Stokes always being a 
guefit. 

• • • 

Fisk Became JealouA 

Finally Flak became Insanely Jealous, 
He ca*t off the Mansfield woman. He 
bought up all Stokes’ many debt* and 
pret-aed him for payment, suing bun 
and threatening him with arjvei. Ha 
manipulated the stocks in which Stok *a 
wa« Interested, cutting off millions from 
the Stokes fortune. 

Although Stokes maintained a de¬ 
meanor of outward calm, die planned a 
fearful reveuge. It seems that tho 
Mansfield woman had sectored pnzscs- 
sion of mony letters written by Fisk in 
connection with the Erie frauds. These 
she turned over to St »kes. Str>k-s su d 
Fb»k for $200,000, and, it was alleged, 
threatened to publish the let Let s unless 
the money was paid. 

Fisk Is said to have secured posses¬ 
sion of the letters before the trial. X 
warrant for Stokes was issued. Then 
Miss Mansfield sued Fisk for $50,000, 
and Stokes accompanied her to court 
on June 5, 1872. It was a day of awful 
revelations for all concerned, and th* 
city was shocked with tho scandal. 

• • • 

Quarrel Causes Tragedy. 

From the court room Stokes and Miss 
Mansfield went to the house Fisk had 
be ught for her in Twenty-third street. 
They were Just sitting down to lunch¬ 
eon when a man dashed in saying Fisk 
had secured a bench warrant for tho 
arrest of Stokes. An hour later Stokes 
shot and killed Fisk on the stairway 
leading from the office of the Grand 
Central Hotel, now the Broadway Cen¬ 
tral. on Broadway. 

Public denunciation hurried Stokes to 
a speedy trial. He was quickly found 
guilty of, murder in the first degree, 
and was sentenced to be hanged. As 
the verdict was read he sprang to his 
feet and cried out: 

"Jay Gould has done this." 

During his confinement in the Tomb* 
he had continued his operations In Wall 
street, using hi* cell as an office. Cas¬ 
sius Reed served as his agent in the 
street. With hi* money h** got a new 
trial, but when the day of trial came 
he was penniless. Reed let him have 
$1,500 to use for the trial. He was con¬ 
victed and sentenced ugaln. Again a 
new trial v/as »-ecur^d. and this time W.

ROUSING 


The guilt or Innocence of George 
Hanlon of the murder of Corporal Fred 
Rlchterkessing wait Intrusted to the 
Jury yesterday at 7:40 p. m. and after 
three hours they failed to reach a con¬ 
clusion. It Is said that they stood 
eleven for hanging and one for acquit¬ 
tal. Judge Barker held the jury over 
for a night's deliberation. 

The jury, after being given the case, 
went to their room and after a few 
minutes of quiet discussion it could be 
seen that some one was not in accord 
with the others. A heated discussion 
followed, and first one man and then 
another would got up and argue the 
case. No words could be heard, but a 
large amount of gesticulation could be 
seen. 

An early verdict woe expected, but 
as tt\e minutes went by and the argu¬ 
ment in the Jury room was seen, not 
heard, the anxious watchers became 
convinced that there was discord 
among the jurors. 

The court and crowd waited and wait¬ 
ed. but the lury room continued to be 
an animated scene of discussion. 

At $’15 p. m. a knock from the room 
was heard. All picked up their ears 
and thought that a verdict had been 
reached. But It was a disappointment. 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Carroll went to 
the dxvr. and he was told that the 
Jury could not agree. He so Informed 
Judge TJarker. The jury was told to 
think again 

They continued to think, and from 
appenranees they seemed to settle In 
their chairs for a siege. At 10:20 p. m, 
400 the * knock was heard. The report 
was as before—failure to agree. 

The jury was brought out, and Judge 
Barker told the jury that it was of 
great Importance to reach a decision, 
but that every juror must be guided 
by his own conscience. He relegated 
them again to the room. 

The jury remained in the room in a 
more or less quiescent, state until 10:40 
p m.. when the same report of non- 
agreement was made. The jury was 
told to consider further. Shortly be¬ 
fore 11 another knock was heard and 
the threadbare report was made. 

Mr. Ira Barnett made a rift in the 
darkners by suggesting that possibly a 
night's sleep ou the case might help 
matter* Judge Barker readily grasped 
the suggestion and told the jury that 
they would be held together subject 
to his orders. If the jury should ar¬ 
rive at a verdict to-day, they can re¬ 
port the same. 

The failure of the jury to arrive at a 
verdict was a great surprise. The gen¬ 
eral impression was that they would 
take only a few minutes to agree on 
Obscured points und further illumin¬ 
ing the light spot?). He carefully an¬ 
alysed the testimony of the negro boy. 
Isaac Black, the only witness who testi¬ 
fied that Hanlon was the man who ran 
away from Rlchterkessing as soon as 
'.th* shot was fired. 

Mr. Blitz brought strong arguments 
from the testimony to support this 
statement of Black's. This was one of 
the Commonwealth’s strongest points 
and Mr. Blitz strongly defended it. 

Mr. Blitz spoke with strong power. 
He indulged in no denunciation. He 
•imply presented comparl lively the 
testimony and left the result to the 
Jury.

With the close of the testimony. Mr. 
Norton U Goldsmith opened the argu¬ 
ment for the Commonwealth and one 
of his Introductory sentences was:

•muck, you will hang for the crime 
until you are dead." 

Mr. Goldsmith took up the testimony 
tn detail and made a logical and strong¬ 
ly presented analysis of the testimony. 
He spoke with vigor. When closing his 
argument, he said: 

"There was a time when a Kentuck¬ 
ian had the respect of every man. but 
now, non-* are so poor to do him rever¬ 
ence. Kentucky has become a stench 
•nd a blot It is a subject of carica¬ 
ture and the reason Is that human life 
has become the cheapest of commodi¬ 
ties. 

"This Is no fault of the courts or law. 
The fault lies with the chicken-hearted 
citizens who do not serve on Juries and 
In escaping this service come neur the 
herder line of perjurers—deserving of 
b«ing themselves termed criminals." 

Mr. J T. O'Neal followed Mr. Gold¬ 
smith. and he dedlvered n most artful

In an effort to elect Lafon Allen to 
the Legislature the Republican Cam¬ 
paign Committee resorted to a trick 
yesterday to make it appear that he 
was Indorsed by Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans alike In the Sixth and Seventh 
wards, which comprise the Forty- 
eighth legislative district.

The names of a number of prom¬ 
inent citizens were signed to the cir¬ 
cular indorsing his work on that com¬ 
mittee, and from Its careful wording 
It was made to appear that they also 
indorsed his candidacy for the Legisla¬ 
ture. Among the names signed to the 
circular was that of Mr. W. O. Har¬ 
ris. chairman of the big Democratic I 
rally at Music Hall last night, but if 


the public is led to believe that he in¬ 
dorses Mr. Allens candldacl for the 
Legislature It is mistaken. Mr. Harris 
did authorize his name to be signed to 
the circular, but when Its contents 
were read to him over the telephone he 
was under the impression that his .sig¬ 
nature was simply an indorsement of 
Mr. Allen's work while on the commit¬ 
tee mentioned. 

Speaking t.o a reporter for the 
Courier-Journal last night Mr. Harris 
said that he did indorse Mr. Allens 
work on that committee, but did not 
mean that that indorsement should ap¬ 
ply in h!s race for the Legislature.

CAPTIVE BALLOON BREAKS LOOSE 

AND TRAVELS THIRTY MILES 


Occupants Are Landed In Safety After a Perilous Ad¬ 
venture—One Passenger Is a Woman. 


San Francisco, Nov. 2.—A captive 
balloon containing nine p«opl<\ one 
woman and eight men, broke from its 
fastenings at Eleventh and Folsom 
streets, this evening and floated to the 
neighborhood of Redwood*City, about 
thirty miles distant. The occupants of 
the balloon are reported to have land¬ 
ed unharmed. The balloon had beet; 
sent up several times during the after¬ 
noon with passengers. It was fastened 
to the ground by a one-thousand-foot 
rope cable, one and a quarter inches In 
diameter. 

While descending on the fifth trip. 


about 500 feet from the ground, the rope 
broke fifty feet from the balloon. To 
the horror of the spectators, the bal¬ 
loon rapidly shot up In the air to a 
height of 2,000 feet or rnore and floated 
away in a southerly direction. It land¬ 
ed In the hills near Redwood City, and 
a brief report from that place says 
none of the passengers was hurt. 

Among them in the bulloon were 
Mrs. J. Dunsell. of this city; Edward G. 
Dudley, who is said to be on aeronaut 
of considerable experience, and a gym¬ 
nast named Leon. The balloon had a 
lifting power of 4,000 pounds.

Mike Barry's Testimony. 


Officer .Mike Baryr, who had testified 
for the prosecution, was the first wit¬ 
ness placed on the stand by the defense. 
He said that he had called on Hattie 
Busey the day after the murder, and 
that she had stated that after the shoot¬ 
ing she saw a man running toward 
Ninth street, and that then she got 
scared and ran. She thought that he 
was a policeman. Officer Kennealy cor¬ 
roborated Barry. The Busty woman bad 
said on the witness stand that the man 
who did the shooting ran out Sixth 
street. 

J4mmie Cunningham, aged nine years, 
the next witness, testified that he was 
at the northwest corner of Sixth and 
Broadway. He stated that he was 
standing on the northwest corner of 
Sixth street and Broadway when the 
shot was fired. 

"A coal wagon went around the cor¬ 
ner as the shot was fired. I ran out 
with Officer McAullffe. The coal wagon 
was at the alley, and the driver said 
that the man who ran out the alley 
wore a long overcoat. Some of the of¬ 
ficers said something about 'April fool.' " 

Mrs, James Cunningham, 623 West 
Broadway, said that she was standing 
at her door when the shot was fired. 
She went back into the house and noti¬ 
fied her husband. On returning to the 
front door she saw a negro running 
west on Broadway. He had one hand 
In his pocket and his hat off. He went 
past Seventh street, when she lost sight 
of him. 

James Cunningham, of 623 West 
Broadway.said that as soon as he learn¬ 
ed of the shooting he went to where 
the dead body lay. Mr. Alfred Selllg- 
m:in came up afterward. There were 
several negro women present. 

"I saw Charles Wingfield two or three 
months afterward. He then said that 
the man who W’ent out Sixth street 
walked." 

Private Policeman Wlgginton, whose 
beat is on Third street, frura Broadway 
to St. Catherine, said that on Sunday 
morning, March 31, about 2 o'clock, he 
heard a shot and W’ent in that direction. 
He met Hanlon and he said that he 
fired the shot. The report was very 
loud. 

Mrs. Kline, 527 West Broadway, said 
that when she heard the shot she went 
to the door and looked. Two colored 
men came running to the body and one 
said: 

"There he lays dead." 

Mrs. Kline said that there was no one 
else by the body. She saw no colored 
man running down Broadway. 

"I’m positive I would have seen him."

He said 
that he saw Hanlon on the night of 
April 1, between 7:45 and 7:50 o'clock 
walking out Fifth street. Witness said 
| he was standing in his front yard when 
the officer p&saed, and recognized him 
distinctly. On cross-examination Scan¬ 
lon said that it wo* not later than 7:50 
o’clock when Hanlon passed his gate. 

W. B. T rum bo, president of the tv. B. 
Trumbo Company, was the next wit¬ 
ness. He testified as to character only. 
He said that he had known the nc- 
cupod since 1 S $6 as a patrolman on the 
beat, and that he bore an excellent rep¬ 
utation for peace and quiet.

Said Hanlon Was Sober. 

Louis Lemline, who was a witness for 
the prosecution before the Cot oner's 
jury and summoned for the prosecution 
In the examining trial, but did not testi¬ 
fy. stated tlut he wus barkeeper at 
Kaltcnback's saloon, and on thv- night of 
the murder Hanlon came In at 7:30 
o'clock and took a drink and went Im¬ 
mediately out. Hanlon returned again 
at H o'clock, and on both occasions be 
appeared to be perfectly sober and la- 
b ring under no excitement, though he 
noticed that the last time liurilon came 
in that he spoke quickly. 

On cross-examination he said that the 


J. R. Clemmon, of the Western and 
Southern Insurance Company, testified 
that he met two police officers at Sixth 
and York etreets at 7:30 o’clock on the 
night of April 1.

Wingfield On the Stand. 

Charles Wingfield wns th** n called. 
He had testified for the Commonwealth 
that he was coming down the west side 
of Sixth street with John Davis, also 
colored, and was near Broadw*ay when 
he heard a shot. He saw' one officer 
fall and another run south on Sixth 
street and turn down an alley. 

In response to questions from Mr. 
O'Neal. Wingfield said that Officers 
Barry and Klnnarny met him at Sev¬ 
enth and York streets after he had 
returned from the theater. He denied 
saying that he had told them that the 
man that "done it" had on n light 
overcoat and a black alpine hat. He 
said that Mat Kelly was not present 
when he was talking with the police. 

Mat Kelly then took the stand. He 
testified that he was about ten feet 
away from Wingfield and the officers, 
and that Wingfield, while talking to 
j them, turned his head and said: 

"The man that done it had on a light 
» overcoat and a black alpine hut." 

Officer Barry, when on the stand for 
the prosecution, denied having heard 
any such remark.

Your Democratic Mayor 
and Board of Public Safety have already 
Issued an order directing both firemen 
and policemen, after casting their votes 
on next Tuesday, to return to their re¬ 
spective posts of duty. I take pleasure In 
stating that this order met the hear tv ap¬ 
proval of the Democratic Campaign Com¬ 
mittee.

Mr. Harris 
was giver, a decided ovation when he 
assumed the chair. The crowd de¬ 
manded a speech. H«» en!d in part: "I 
feel very much to-night like Mayor 
Baxter did u gi'od many years ugo 
when a public meeting was held to get 
a registration law. He attended the 
mating, and. being recognized, was 
called u|>on to make a speech. He was 
not u reformer, and when he pushed 
to the front ho begun the singing of 
that old familiar tune: 'As Long as the 
Lamp Burns the Vilest Sinner May Re¬ 
turn.' 

"1 was opposed to a law commonly 


called the Goebel law, and presided 
over a meeting that demanded Its re¬ 
peal. A Democratic Legislature did re¬ 
peal it, and a Democratic Governor 
s.gncd it. Then I thought It was time 
to come back. I soon found that I had 
gotten into bad company, and I think 1 
sojourned In Darkest Africa long 
enough." 

Judge Harris then discussed the 
election contest between Goebel and 
Taylor, the calling out of the militia 
and armed mountaineers to Frankfort 
and shot Goebel. He thought it was 
high time for him to get out of such 
company. Speaking about the previous 
Republican administration, said

Mr. James P. Edwards, the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for the Legislature In 
the Forty-eighth legislative district, 
was the next speaker. He made a 
strong Democratic speech, discussing 
all of the Important questions of the 
campaign. He took the Republicans to 
task for their method of nominating 
their candidates in both the primary 
and convention. He said that the Re¬ 
publicans said of Mr. Stratton that he 
was the best man In the city for May¬ 
or. He asked why, then, they had of¬ 
fered the nomination to Mr. Ballard, 
to Mr. Mengel. and why they had given 
it to Mr. Grlnstead. 

Mr. Edwards spoke about the united 
party and he asked all good Republic¬ 
ans and Independents to Join with the. 
Democrats In electing the best ticket 
ever presented to the citizens of Louis¬ 
ville. He said that th** Democrats 
should support the ticket In Its entire¬ 
ty. and from the size of the crowd he 
thought It would. Speaking about the 
next Legislature. he said there 
was no doubt that It would be 
Democratic no matter how I^oulsville 
voted, but he wanted Louisville to do 
her duty. Besides. I»ulsvllle needed 
legislation and he asked If It wanted 
bills now being prepared to be taken to 
Frankfort nnd preserved by Repub¬ 
licans.

Mr. Weissinger’s Hit. 

Judge Harris then Introduced Mr. 
Harry Welsslnger. "I feel at home in 
this presence," he began. I see famil¬ 
iar faces here to-night that have 
guarded Democratic meetings time out 
of mind. I see no Republicans herp 
to-night because the negro Is absent. 
It is an unspeakable pleasure of being 
among nothing but Democrats." _ 

"The Republican party Is not suited 
to the people of the South. It miy do 
very well In the North, but Itawill never 
be acceptable here. You know that we 
haw social conditions In the south that 
must be preserved. *You hud a spectacle 
of It in Washington the other day when 
the President of the United States 
tusked the color'd broth*r t»» sit at h!s 
table. As an individual h«* had a right 
to do that, but as President of the 
United State* he had no right to slap 
all the States In the face, and no right 
to ignore a principle. 

"Speaking of th* Democratic ticket, 
did you ever see a better one, ellmkiat- 
Ing rnyucelf? 1 am a heavy taxpayer 
•iml If I thought my prcqierty was In 
danger do you suppose I would be her? 
advocating their election to-night? No, 
sir. I appeal t<* you as rH»m«*?rats to 
support the ticket as a unit." 

Mr. WtSssinger was loudly cheered as 
tie concluded, and it was with difficulty 
that Mr. Harris Introduced Capt. 
Frank Hagan, who made a short speech 
advocating the support of the entire 
Democratic ticket. He tn|d how the city 
bad befit built up under. Democratic 
rule and he hoped that the people 
would continue It In power that the 
city might continue to grow. He spoke 
of the record of the Democratic party 
In Louisville nnd said that It now stood 
among the first cities In the land with 
the best credit of any, which was nt- 
tatned under Democratic rule. He said 
the South had contributed to L>uis- 
vfile’s greatness and ho urged the citi¬ 
zens to stand by the South. Cept. Ha¬ 
gan complimented the Democratic tick¬ 
et very highly and aitced all those who 
wanted good government to support it. 

• • • 

Republicans Hurt City. 

Mr. Swagar Sherley was the next 
speaker. He said that it waa almost 
useless to speak to such a thorough 
Democratic crowd, but he wanted to 
give some reasons for voting the Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket; that In the first place all 
men should vote for a ticket and a par¬ 
ty that was responsible to some one. 
He said that the Republican ticket was 
responsible to no party, and only to one 
man. who was despised by the majority 
of his party. 

Speaking of the tax question. Mr. 
Sherley discussed It at some length, 
and set the crowd wild when he showtd 
that while the Republicans had appar¬ 
ently reduced the tnx rate, it had cut 
d»*wn appropriations for sewers and city 
Institution*' that have hurt It. He said 
Sapp was using his office in building up 
u party machine, that It had become so 
desperate that It had prostrated a part 
of the government whlcn nnd been cre¬ 
ated for the whole people In hope that 
it could save itself. He d*‘nounc?d Mr. 
8 app and the Republican Committee in 
round terms for using the p>st-office to 
bolster up a false charge. He said that 
If there was any truth in the charges 
made by the Republicans that 7.(H>o 
Democrats were Illegally registered they 
would not have quit the purgation, but 
would have fought for their rights until 
election. "That saying that there is 
honor among thieves does not apply to 
the Republican ticket," said Mr. Sher¬ 
ley. 

Speaking about redlsiricting the State, 


he said that the Democrats had given 
a fair apportionment ten years ago. and 
would do so again, while the Republic¬ 
ans had gerrymandered every State 
they had under their control to suit 
themselves. 

He said that the Democratic party 
represented the ability and respecta¬ 
bility of th » people of the South, while 
the Republican party was a party with 
a past, nnd In Its present condition 
could not be trusted. Mr. Sherley only 
citw one parallel between the two tick¬ 
ets. and that was between Mr. Meri¬ 
wether and Mr. S-monin. rival candi¬ 
dates for County Clerk. Mr. Meriweth¬ 
er was Mr. Semonin's predecessor ns 
County Assessor, and Mr. Sherley said 
that under Mr. Meriwether th** office 
was the w’orst mismanaged the bar of 
Louisville had ever seen, ajid while he 
had nothing to say personally against 
Mr. Meriwether, h«* was not the man to 
he put In charge of an Important office 
like that of County clerk. In conclu¬ 
sion, Mr. Sherley asked for a cordial 
support of the Democratic ticket, ask¬ 
ing Independents and Republicans to 
help elect the Democrats and brand 
the Republicans as Insincere. He want¬ 
ed the victory on Tuesday to be a vic¬ 
tory of good citizenship and a protest 
against Mr. Sapp and his supoprtera.

“A Gentleman of France** was given 
presentation In 0;tawa> Canada, on 
Wednesday evening. Its first true test of 
strength will come to-morrow night. when 
the play is to be put on for lts Chicago 
run. Reports from the “dug towns" ar.d 
special dispatches to the New York papers 
bring the good news that Miss Ford has 
succeeded admirably In her difficult work 
at putting Into dramatic ar.d do*ely 
woven form the widely varying range of 
Incident ami in preserving the distinctive 
characteristics of the men and wom*-n 
with whom Mr. Weyman “pnop.ed" hla 
story. 

As this was the only phase of the mut¬ 
ter on which there could be question, it 
would seem that this latest undertaking 
of the Uebler management Is to meet the 
success that Its honesty and liberality so 
well deserve.

Stetson, Henry Miner and Henry E. Ab¬ 
bey. At one time, he was the leading mm 
of the Wallaek Theater Stock Company 
In England. Mr. Bellew has long been 
ranked with the forenriost men of the pro¬ 
fession. 

In Eleanor Rob«on. who enacts Mile, da 
la Vlre, lies the brightest hope of the 
American stage- A year ago her portrayal 
of Bonita In “Arizona" first gave evidence 
that she was an actress of uncommon 
skill. In “Unleavened Bread/* Mbs Roo. 
son created a character sharply contrast¬ 
ing with that of Bonita* but whioh held 
the stamp of her forceful Individuality 
and the Impress of her dramatic pow.-r. 
It was not. however, until Miss Robson 
was scon as Constance In Browning's “In 
a Balcony" that the truth came home to 
all who witnessed the presentment, that 
this girl of twenty was already supremely 
great In her art. For the support of Mr. 
Dei lew and Miss Robson, a company of

Oils Skinner. with the assistance of 

ubrey Boucloault, William Norris, E. A. 
Ebcrlc, W, J. Constantine, Gertrude Nor¬ 
man ami Marcia Van Dresner, will pre¬ 
sent at Mocaulry’s on Monday and for 
the next two evenings and Wednesday 
matinee, George H. Rokor's love tragedy, 
“Francesca da Rimini/* 

“Frances a da Rimini" Is In six arts, 
each of symmetrical proportion, and each . 
round'd with a dramatic picture. In act 
first Paolo, the hand ome brother of tho 
deformed Lanclotto. goes from Rimini to 
Ravenna to obtain Francesca as hi* 
brother's bride. In act second. Paolo nml 
Fran-csca meet and love and old Guido 
dA Polenta, the father of the Prince*, 
craftily deceives her as to what man¬ 
ner of man her proposed husband Is. In 
act third, Lanclotto and Francese*. meet. 
The lady, overcoming her repugnance, and 
In orJer to save her beloved Ravenna 
from the Guelph*, agrees to become th- 
hunchback's wife. In act fourth Lnn- 
dotto and Francesca are married; the 
wife cannot hide her aversion, and the 
husband, after a turbulent outburst of 
Jealousy, rushes away from the altar, to 
suppress. In battle, a sudden revolt of the 
enemies of Rimini, in act fifth Paolo 
and Francesca are betrayed to Lanclotto 
by tho Jester. Pepe, who falls beneath 
the dagger of the infuriated husband. 
In act sixth Lanclotto begs h.s wife and 
brother to vindicate themselves, but. be¬ 
coming assured of their sin and treachery 


In & scene of terrible agony he kills them 
both and, afterward, himself. 

The telling points of the tragedy suc¬ 
ceed each other In an ascending scale. 
At first the movement ambles and the 
tone Is quiet. The first break is at the 
end of net third, when the Princess 
falsely, but fervently, declares that she 
loves the hunchback, and this deluded, 
trusting, miserable man rejoices In a de¬ 
lirium of exultation. The next is In the 
cathedral scene, when I-anclotto revolts 
from his deceitful wife and* brother and 
welcomes the chance of battle. Tho I 
reckless passion there Is overwhelming. ; 
The explosive, ghastly and sinister climax | 
of the betruyal. and then the slaughter 
of Pepe, is made weird by surroundings 
of loneliness and night. The scene of the 
final vengeance Is commanding in lta 
clamor of tribulation and in attributes of 
horror. 


Macauley's — Amelia Bingham In 
“The Climbers/’ 

Amelia Bingham, who brings her pro¬ 
duction of “The Climbers” to Macauley's 
Thursday night, has demonstrated that a 
masculine director Is not an absolute es¬ 
sential to the success of a theatrical en¬ 
terprise. By her production of this play 
of social life from the pen of Clyde Fitch, 
Miss Bingham has won the enviable dis¬ 
tinction of being America's only actress- 
rarenngcr. 

“The Climbers*' Is a four-act comedy, 
considered to be the most notable con¬ 
tribution made by Mr. Fitch to the stage 
literature of to-day. He has treated half- 
humorously. hulf-seriously, wholly real¬ 
istically a certain phase of present-day 
life In New York's “40)." His chief char¬ 
acters have money, a fair amount of 
passably blue blood, a modest Intellectual 
endowment and a consuming desire to be¬ 
come socially prominent. Every character 
In the play reaches up for something. 
Mrs. Hunter and her youngest daughter 
for social distinction; her son-in-law, 
Richard Sterling, for wealth through Wall 
street manipulations, and her daughter 
and him wife for happiness and high Idr-ais. 
The story is one of sorrow, devotion and 
temptation. At the time of her father's 
death Mrs. Sterling learns that her hus¬ 
band Is concerned in dishonest mon*-y 
dealings. She makes heroic efforts to 
save him, assisted by her uunt. Miss 
Hunter; Mr. Mason, a friend of the fam¬ 
ily, and Edward Warden, her husband's 
closest friend. Love develops between 
Mrs Sterling and the latter, but Is mas¬ 
tered. Serious as Its theme would appear, 
the play contains many Illuminating bits 
of comedy, contributed by three members 
of the frivolous coterie into which Mrs. 
Hunter And her youngest daughter arc 
struggling for admittance. The dressing 
of the women throughout the play Is 
notable, and the scenic accessories convey 
the projwr Idea of luxurious good taste.

“Clever writing l* not the essence of a 
good play. I have often wondered whether 
th© best play would not prove Itself the 
best when seen from a sound-tight glss* 
box/' says Tim Murphy in an editor al 
in a recent Sunday Issue of the Chicago 
Chronicle. This paper has been publish¬ 
ing a series of essays on their art by 
leading aotors, painters, writers and Jour¬ 
nalists. In the course of th© editorial Mr. 
Murphy says: 

“If the dramatist supplies the words 
there is a Mill greater and more power¬ 
ful clement to be supplied by th© actor. 
He must furnish the silence. To a dram¬ 
atist who is an artist words ar© an In¬ 
spiration; to an actor who is an artist 
silence Is an inspiration, I*t is not what 
Is natural on th© stage that impresses 
the audience as natural, but w*hat ap¬ 
pears to be natural and If often far re¬ 
moved from nature. Real art distributes 
values. Just as a typed sentence Is Inert, 
but the voice in reading supplies the prop¬ 
er emphasis and brings out the latent 
i mean-lug. So characterising Is the art of 
showing salient points In a man's nature 
i by broadening an effect here and there, 
laying on color In one place or another 
and focusing attention where Interest Is 
wanted. It is apt to be the case that 
when a role is made to suit an actor It 
does not suit the audience. It is not what 
we see. but what we are made to think w r e 
see that Impresses us." 

Edgar Sal:us contributes to the Thea¬ 
ter for November an article entitled “Our 
American Dramatist!, an Apology'/' In 
which he presents some truths In his 
usual forcible style. Mr. Saltus declares 
that the writers for our stage lack viril¬ 
ity. argues that America has not yet pro¬ 
duced a dramatist of the first rank, and 
that none of those now before the public 
give evidence of real creative power. He 
j Insists that it Is owing to this dearth of 
strong dramatic fare that a large class 
of Americans keep aloof from the play¬ 
house altogether. He also accuses our 
dramatists of pilfering wholesale, blam¬ 
ing them little for this, seeing tha-t they 
merely follow in the footsteps of Shake¬ 
speare and Mollere, but finding fault be¬ 
cause they failed to embellish what th«y 
take. •

Louisville Likely To Have 
a Berth In Western 


League 


WITH BUCK EWING AT HELM. 


Grave Question Is Whether Local 
Fans Will Again Support Minor 
League Ball. 


SIZE UP OF THE SITUATION. 


S PECULATION is rife in local 
baseball circles as to vheiher 
Louisville will become a mem¬ 
ber of the reorganised Western 
League. Whether a club representing! the 
Falls City In the Western League will be 
accorded the support sufficient for a fair 
return for the money Invested by the pro¬ 
moters Is the question. 

In the first place, the Ix*al fans must 
rt?cognl*o the nujerlorUy of baseball as 
• furnished by the Western League over the 
Western Association. A better class of 
men play with the different Western 
League teams. The towns comprising the 
Western LrfrgOe are much larger In pop¬ 
ulation than (be places In the Western 
Association circuit. Therefore, It Is an 
error to Judge the caliber of the Western 
League by* the exhibitions of the out¬ 
fits representing the Western Association 
the past season. 

Louisville. If included in the reorganised 
Western League, will be Associated w.th 
cities her equaJ In point of population. 
Tift* was not the case when Louisville 
was one of the Western Association clubs. 
The lack of interest Ixm year was due 
principally to pride. The feclhyg existed 
then, and. In fact, the same feeling pre¬ 
vails now, among the rooters that un¬ 
less they can witness and root for a high- 
class nine In one of the prominent league* 
the local devotees of baseball will not 
attend the* games. 

It all depends with the local enthusiasts 
whether Louisville next season will be 
on the bssooall hortson. If they hope to 
see a team here representing one of the 
major league organizations then the 
chances for Seeing the favorite pastime 
are as remote as is the possibility of 
removing the capital from Frankfort to 
Louisville. 

The situation is this: If Louisville is In 
any recognised league of professional ball 
clubs It will have to be satisfied with a 
berth In the Western League, or this town 
will not nave any baseball in a pro¬ 
fessional wav. There Is no possible chance 
for l^ulavllle to break Into the National 
or American League. 

Louisville, unfortunately, cannot rank 
In the same class in t>olnt of population 
a* New York. Boston Pittsburg and other 
towns of the major League; hut what Is 
lacking in t/opulntlcm Is made up In *n- 
thuahism.

dhicago. Nov. 2.—A Washington tele- 
grajn to the Tribune says: The sur¬ 
veyors who have Just reached Wash¬ 
ington from a survey of the boundary 
line between Canada and the United 
States* known as the Northwest bound¬ 
ary, refuse to give the slightest con¬ 
firmation to the glowing reports of 
gn»t gold finds of the British survey¬ 
ors who covered the territory with 
them, and- will gay nothing more than 
that active mining operations are in 
progress along this line. 

It ta known, however, that tt was the 
rapidly Increasing d'scoverles of pre¬ 
cious minerals along this line that 
prompted the State Department to ex¬ 
pedite the work of locating the bound¬ 
ary. 

Stories equal to the old Klondike tal^a 
are sent from Vancouver. B. C, by the 
British surveyors, but neither Mr. Bar¬ 
nard. Mr 8tocla , :T nor Dr. Willis the J 
noted geologist, will say anything 
about the discoveries until the 9tat* 
Department la ready to make the mat¬ 
ter public. 

This line was established by a com¬ 
mission In 1856. and. while I here ?s no 
question of the correctness cf the loca- 
•tlon. general 1 )’ epeak’ng. the great diffi¬ 
culties encountered In that early day 
made It Impossible to locate the monu- 
monis close enough together to be of 
value hi some districts. 

There are Intervals of thirteen miles 
at some points in question, where a 
miner cannot determine upon which | 
side of the Une he Is working or locat¬ 
ing & claim. Tills confusion among the 
miners was brought to the attention of 
the State Department, and the chief 
of the geological survey and the chief 
cf the ooast survey were asked to put 
parties on the work last spring. 

Dr. Will's, u well-known geologist of 
the survey, returned to Washington 
from the Mount Baker and Tobacco 
Plain* district about a week ag \ and 
beyond giving an Interesting account 
of the country would nothing fur¬ 
ther than that he w^uld have to Rave 
the matter until his report was made to 
the State Department.

Journey Over the Mountains Full of 
Peril. 


for the geological survey as topogra¬ 
pher, having as his assistant Horace 
Dunaway. C. H. Sinclair, assisted by 
H. F. Flymi. took the astronomical ob¬ 
servations for the ooast and geodetic 
survey. 

The surveyors equipped their party at 
Seattle and at once proceeded to Chilli¬ 
wack, B. C. From this point they took 
a pack train of thirty animals and 
made a most hazardous Journey over 
a rough trail to Slllcla Creek, a point 
In question on the boundary line. 

While en route from Chilliwack to 
Silicla Creek the mountain passes were 
so narrow and slippery from constant 
rain that eight of ten of the horses 
rolled down an incline of 100 feet, but 
with no more disastrous result than 
rumpling their coatB. 

At Silicla Cre k the party found the 
old astronomical post used by the com¬ 
mission lu 1856. With his Instruments 
upon this now histone post, Mr. Sinclair 
made his present observations. Uncer¬ 
tainty existed a* to the boundary at 
this point, anti some disputes arose 
among miners. The party determined 
that the uncertainty arose from the 
miners mistaking the astronomical post 
for a monument on the line. 

After diligent search by the party In 
this vicinity the old monument was dis¬ 
covered. 3.500 feet to the north, and 
Identified by the date cut In the stone. 

These monuments along the line were 
nil built by placing stones in pyramid 
shape, and were carefully constructed, 
most of them being in a fine state of 
preservation. The one at Silicla was 
partly obliterated by snow slides and 
the fallen timbers. Here the snow was 
down to about 2.M10 feet above the val¬ 
ley, while the whole section of country 
was rough and perilous, the party pass¬ 
ing over living glaciers In pursuing the 
trail. . 

During the month of June the party 
was perpetually soaked, having been In 
twenty-two days of rain. From Silicla 
Creek the Government party took the 
Canadian Pacific road to Midway, a 
distance of 135 miles, another point of 
uncertainty as to the boundary’ line. 

The weather was fine during July and 
August nt this point, and the men were 
able to mnke good speed. At Midway 
uncertainty arore from the fact of two 
lines having been run by the old com¬ 
mission. an astronomical Une which had 
been cut out and n final line agreed 
upon by the commission along wnlcn 
the monuments had been erected.

All linemen and groundmen employed 
by the Home Telephone Company went 
on a strike yesterday as the result of 
the refusal of the head* of the compa¬ 
ny to accede to the employes’ demands 
for shorter hours and Increased pay. 

The demands embrace: 

First—A nine-hour day. 

Second—That all foremen shall receive 
$3 a day and assistant foremen $2 75 a 
day. 

Third—That Journeymen linemen shall 
receive $2.50 a slay. 

Fourth—That straight time be allowed 
all foremen and linemen. 

Fifth—Thai time and a half time shall 
be allowed for all over time; double 
time for Sunday* and Pgal holiday*. 

Sixth—That three men cr more shall 
constitute a gang, and the foreman 
In charge shall receive a gang foreman $ 

pay. 

These demands wore submitted to Su. 
perintendent of Construction Polk, and 
were signed by the following committee 
repr«senting the employes; J. A. Sales, 
chntrman. H. W. Brown and H. \V. 
Dodge. 

The officers of the company refused to 
make any concessions, and at a meet¬ 
ing of the linemen and groundmen held 
at Beck’s Hall at 8 o’clock last night 
the strike was formally opened. 

The striker* themselves take matter* 
more seriously and declare that they 
will not return to work until they have 
carried their point. 

The strike practically ties tip the com¬ 
pany for the time being, and the strikers 
claim that It will be Impossible to se¬ 
cure new men here, aa all of them are 
In sympathy with their movement.
